and wholſome her bs and trees: and over all tHe 2 te- 
: . gent and governour, had appointed man, his laſt and no- 
bleſt creature ; he demanded of his Angels who were preſent with him at this 
worke what might be deſited in this ſo rare and ſtrange a werkmanſhip: who 
anſ wered, Nothing but a tongue to untold the ſecrets of his labows, to talke 
and commune of them , with the which alſo,he,as warkman of all might be 
extolled and magnificd:;who partly moved by this ſuggeſtion, perceiving it ta 
be a notable meancs to advance his glory zas before he had infuſed into man 
a concetv.ble mind, apt to underſtand his myſteries ; fo now he gave him a 
tongue able to urrer the ſundry c 2nceptions of the heart, whatſoever is ima» 
gined. This fable (procecding I know not from hat brain) 15 remembged of 
Pdilo the Jew id bis eatiſe of the world,which (cemeth to iwplychusm 
chat as there is ace wirhin this mortall circuit. that God hach 15 mY ye 
kept to himſclfe, and not made ſubjecꝭ to the indaltrious capacity of mam: ſo 
there is no meanes by which a' man can approach acarer unto the perfection of 
that nature which he firftenioyed, and then loſt by his fall, then by the pain- 
full indagation of the ſecrets of nature, or any way whereby he. may more 
truly glorific his maker, then in his life time with his tongue to communicate

experiments (though he had aſſaied many) to cute himſelfe, he was preſerved 
by the Prieſts of that cdunttey, who taught him the vertue of their water, 
her at aftet in remembrance of this benefit he wrote this verſe, chearſed by 
Laert ius: Mare univerſe proluit bominun wala: The (ca doth WAN away al the 
iofirmities ot m1n.So that by this we may ſee, that this noble and learned Phi- 
loſopher had never brought us news out of gt, either of their policy and 


ronomy, if he had not taſted of the bene it which the Phylicke ot tat time 

afforded him, Bur we will remember ſon: of thoſe King:, ho had an eſpe- 

ei ul faut iſie ro this Act,vv1ele nimes ate devolyed and brought unto us by the 

ſuccefii>n of ages, though their works hive not eſcaped the wricke, bat have 

periſh:d in the ſea-gulte of antiquity,which hath ſwallowed the doings of ma- 
ny men. And Mitbridates the King of Pont ua ſh ill be the firſt who at one time 

anderrooke two N battels, the one wich the Romanes, the other with na- 
ture. In the laſt of which the more dangerousghe prevailed like a conquerax ; 

and in the firſt he dealt ſo valiantly, that the glory of his forepiſſed victoties 
ſuppteſſed and killed the remembrance of h.s laſt overthrow, The which (as 
Pliny remembreth) was alike profitable to the common · wealth, and to mans 
life: for in his Manour where he lay, there were found many books written 
by his owac hands, both of the vertues of herbes, and of che conſtitucion of 
mans body, with remedics for many inſitmities of the ſame. E vax alſo the king 
of Arabia wrote a booke of the effects of ſimples, which he dedicated to Nero 
che Emperour, But what ſhould I reckon particularly the names of every one, 
when in former ages there was no King, either of Et biepia, Egypt, or Ara- 
bia, who did not himſelſe either write ſomewhat concerning this Act of Phy- 
ſicke, or elle by his liberalicy encouraged others to employ cheir time in the 
lame? Waich may make much(no doubr)to the credit of the Art, When as 


Kings have ated it to themſel ves, and hare thought themſel ves honou-

inferiour was the renowne of Hippocrates, who deſcended of his line, {avi 
chat the one was placed the Gods in heaven, and the other 8 
25 a moctall god upon earthꝰ Did not he make Coos, the place where he wn 
borne, of an inglorious Iland, a famous country, only by che acceſſe of other 
natiom. ho were brought thither by the reporrof his wonderfull skilin hy- 
ficke ? What familiarity had he with Kings* What eſtimation the Phi» 
loſophers of that time, as Democrates and others? And to conclude, ho,] Was 
his fame (ſpread univerſally ——_— all Greece: I will not tarry uponthe ro- 
citall of the famous Vhyſitions who have lived before us in ſevetabages, as Dioſ- 
corides, CG alen, Paulus, Ef is, E gineta,and others. For it will eaſily appeare, 
of what credit this noble icience ot phyſick was in times paſt, if you cunſider 
the inſolency and pride of ancient Phytitions,wherof many of them diſdained 
the fellowthip of Kings, and ſome ot them emboldened onely by the credit of 
their ſcience purchaſed amongſt men,grew to ſuch impudency;that they would 
have ceremonies and rites performed unto them as unto gods. One ſuch was 
Thaniſon Cyprius the dainty of Antiechus;another Was T befſalus, whom Galea 
maketh meution of, who went about to innovate and change the Method of 
phyſick ſer downe by Hippecrates,and others, But the moſt famous of all was 
Menecrates the Syracuſan, who fooliſhly uſurped the name of Zupiter, often. 
times boaſting, that by his Act he could breath life into mortall men, after tha 
manner of Jupiter: whi ant title the people never went about rodero- 
gate from hun, but rather ſl that it was deſarved on his part, becauſe he 
cured many of the falling evill, which diſeaſe eſpecially reigned in his time. 
This Menecrates in a certain Epiſtle which he wrote to Philip the King of Ma- 
cedon, uſe th theſe words: Thou art King of Macedon, and I of Phylicke : it 
licth in thy power at thy pleaſure to deſtroy men which enjoy their healthzand 
in mine to preſerve lickemen, and reſtore dead men to life, and to keepe the 
health of men unſpotted even unto their old ageyit they will obey me. Untea- 
ſonable ſurely and monſtrous was the pride of this manʒ and it was ſo fed with 
the applauſe and approbarion of his citizens, who wondred at his rare eunning ; 
that he marched in the City with a traine of gods after him: one in the habit 
of Hercuber, another in the ſhape of Mercury, another tooke upon him the 
forme of Apollo: and he himſelfe ſupereminent in the midſt reſem ſapiter, 
wore a purple robe, and a crowne of gold upon his head, and held in his 
a mighty Scepter. The opinion of this Science did ſo poſſeſſe the minds of the 
e in thole daies that they imagined the profeſſour of the fame to be ſent 
immediately from heaven, for the commodity of the whole country, and for 
the preſervation of mankind ; which made them not to doubt to do unto them 
all ſuperſtitious reverence that might be z whereof grew this exceſſive pride, 
which hath arreſted as it were the minds of many Phyſitions. I would not with 
that che Phyſitions of our times ſhould draw this unto an „bat rather 
with all lowlineſle to viſit even the when their helpe is required. For, 
ſecing the lite of the moſt miſerable vaffall is as deare in the fighe of the 
lite of the molt renowned ſhall not the Phyſition looke £6 
ſhiewd checke at Gods hand, if he either hath 
poore,or negli gently uſited therri?l will not 


ly denied his helpeto the

though (to ſpeake che truth) the arrogancy of many of our Phyſitions might 
give us 1 — them to leave off to imitate the bellt 
inſolency of eueeratet and the reſt, and to tract rather in the ſteps of Hippo - 
crates & Galan, oi hom it is thus writtennbat they never difdained to ſhrowd 
themſelyes under the raotr in their countrey, to do the pooreſt man 
good l and as they themlel ves aid (beſides the glory that they purchaſed by 
their courteous benignity) they added alwayesto their cunning, and by expe. 
rience confirmed their Art and 3 which might well itagger, it you 
reſpect the infinite yariety of diſcaſes, and the ſtrange dixerſities of mens dil 
ſitions. And truly if nothing els, yet the enriching of their knowledge, which 
u gathered eſpecially by long experience, might be cauſe good enough to at- 
tract and draw them to lay hold of any eccafiun to goe to the diſcaſed perſon, 
And in mine opinion, the neglecting of this, which: pioceedeth either fiom co- 
vetouſneſſe or pride, hath becu the onely cauſe, that even from the beginning 
there have been reckoned ſo few good Phyſitions. For(cxempr onely Hippo- 
cratet, Galen, Avicen, Egner, tim and geramm, though the number of 
eemmon Phylitions have beene great) yau ſhall not find any that have climed 
up to the petfection of their ſcience : nay far from that which might challenge 
the fift or ſixt place. Which although ſome men will aſcribe to the laborious 
difficulty and confuſed vaſtneſle of this Art pe: I dare boldly affirm, 
that there hath not beene, not is any ſuch block or ſtay, hich hath impeached 
ſomuch their endea outs, as the defect of experience. And truly I cannot more 
Gly compare our E periques and practitioners, then to him that pur poſeth to 
be a S aman and traveller ho though be ſtudiouſly ſtriveth co attaine to the 
ion of his Art, though he carefully buſieth himſelf about the cotmogra- 
phicall maps, though he induſttiouſiy peruſeth the books of Navigation, nay 
{whichi a more) though he conferre diligently with vety expert 8 wylers ; yet 
when he hath forſakey the quiet ha ven, and lanced out into the rough ſeas,and 
taken upon him the government of the ſlup, vvhen he ſhall behold ſo ma- 


ny mountaines of water, the roaring of ſo many huge waves, aud th 
outraging ſurges of the diſquiered monſterzhe will then confelle tha he — 
dreamed before, when he imagined of the conſe of the Seas; that his books 


werte lame Schoole - maſters, that the tales of his companions, were a great 
deals leſſe 22 things themſel ves hen he ſhall caſt up his eyes, and think 
that every which he had hoped to have uſed as guides and directions, had 
threatned his ruine and deſtruction:vvhen he ſhall look down, and tremble at 
the riſing of every wave : when he ſhall turne him about and with great ſeare 
chue thoſe rocks, hich he had read were couched in that part of the

they are taught the conſtitution of the body, the diver peratures, the 
variety of diſeaſes, the cauſes, ſignes, and ſymptomates of the ſame, they firaighe 
way imagine, that they have runge the race, and that they have 2s 
much knowledge as becommeth an Empetique. But after that, hen they ſhall 
go into the commonwealth to practice, vvhe they ſhal mect with d ſeaſes vvhich 
Galen never dreamed of, when they ſhall view the marvellous and ſecret afle- 
ions and properties of mens bodies, the ſudden and momentany changes of 
the (ame (which a man can ſcarcely follow with his mind,) when they ſhall 
perceive that an teſpect of the _—_— temperature of the body, and the violent 
alteration of the ſame, they ſcarcely can aime at the diſeaſe, hen they (hall 
ſtrike upon ſa many rockes, beſides their great paines and watchfull induſtric : 
will it not(chinke ye)amaze them?will they not confeſſe then that their Artis 
unperfe&? will they not acknowledge (chinke you) that as experience was the 
ancient beginner of Phyſick, ſo that nowit is the tiue and lincere accompliſh» 
er of the peiteRion of the ſame? Since therefore the caſe ſo ſtandeth, that 
Art is weake without ptactice, and that (as Galen ſaith) experience is gorten 
longo rerum uſu, let the Phyſition (if he preterte not lying fame and wile lucre 
—— true and abſolute knowledge) let him, I (ay, that his minde may be en ; 
riched, not leave the pooreſt houſe unfre quented. But to ſay the truth, 
derogateth ſo much Ca the excelling in their ſcience, as doth the opinion 
perfetion, which is eſpecially gotten by rhe —— the multitude, the 
perverſe determiner of things. For, when 2 man h his name to flie a- 


mongit chem, he ſitteth full, and admire th himſe lte, thinking then that ke hath 


ſtudied enough both for himſelfe and his countrey, when he hath gotten his 
name entolled amongſt the number of excellent Phyſitions, by that ignorane 
and unadviſed regiſter, I hayeſpoken this by the ay, and the interjeQing of 
theſe few lines hath not made me be (good Reader) that before I diſcour- 
ſed of the glory ot thu Science, and how it hath beene accounted of in times 
paſt : the dignity whereof, though it be ſomething leſſe ned and. empai

And in mine opi- 
nion, (as the Hiſtorian very gravely diicourſerh) men do fooliſhly etre, when 
they complaine of nature, for limiting the age of man within the compaſſe of 
ſo te yeares, as three or foureſcore ; when as truly if the matter OY 
oxpended,vye would confeſſe, /nduſtriam pot ius quam rempus cee e (as he faith 
— there is ne art and ſcience, be it ne vt — ar he , 
ly known within that ſhore precinct, iſ che greater part ot our life did not paſſe 
and yamſh away in darkneſſe, (ſloth and ignorance drowning and overwhel- 
ming in us all light of nature) or if the courte therof were not 1neerrupted and 
cut off by unrimely death, which is haſtned on our parts by our inordinate and 
heedleſſe living, The yong man flouriſlung, as it were in the Aprill of his age, 
cockererh in himſclfe a fooliſh imagination of hi owne luſtine ſle and reputeth 
it as a diſcredit uuto him to ſeeme to feate the a 
the provident government of the body to t and withered'old age. In 
the meane time he laie th the reines upon his ions, and expoſeth himſelfe 
to any inconvenience : either he weltererh in idleneſle, or is tired with im- 
moderate exerciſe, or (which is incident ſpecially to that part of cur age) be 
ad mitte th unſeaſonable warchings, ſurfetting banquers, and the unſatiate exe. 
cuting of the follics of VDenut, thinking indeed that there is nothmy leſſe agree- 
ing unto youth and adoleſcency, then to be pliant and obedient to any com- 
mendable and wholeſome me tho of life: yea many ot them are of this mind, 
that the time of their youth is infamouſly overſlipped, when they do not ruſh 
into their voluptuous and inordinate demeanour, at hat time the luſty prime 
of rheir r — and ſupport them. And if at any time they be 
overtaken with any infirmity(which often ) 25 unwilling to be behol- 
ding to the ſcience of phyſick, they leave it to be worne away by the ſtrength 
of their body which indeed I conſeſſe hideth many diſeaſes, and for che time 
tabeth away che ſenſe of them, but never veterſyextinguiſheth any.

Which kind of men I may well compare to an evill and igent tenant, 
who'bcing ſerled in a fare dwelling houſe by his land- lord, ſuffereth it toruie 
nate, aucun thę end to fall upon his own head for want of repairing ; ſothey, 
when God hitch beſtowed their bodies upon them as gorgeous palaces or matt» 
fon toufts; wherein the mind may dell with ede d delight, do. 127 
by chire vit dem anour ſh ce ad'diſttafe chem, and then being altogether 
carelefle of repairing them, do ſuffer them to run to deſtruction, or elſe while 
they go about too late to underprop them declining to ruine, (as he that is lods 
ged in an old cabbin, fearerh leaſt with every puſſe of wind it ſhould be over. 
turned) ſo they quake at the leaſt alteration of the body, and at every little pain 
do expe a final] diſſolution ; then they will conſeſſe unto you, that while they 
tioted unadviſedly in their youth, they did bur build matter for repentance in 
And what do they els but by their examples give us to — as the 
interception and pr. venting of diſeaſes is very available, which carrieth à man 
throughout bis race with pleaſure and kr] aps an ſo nothing comme th mote 
neare unto the . — thereof, theu(if by chance when we be plunged into 
any diſeaſe) carefully to provide that the beginning therof may be impeached } 
the which that thou mayeſt the better do, I have (good reader) for thy benefit 
collected out ot ſundty Authors, as it were a breviary or abridgement of phy- 
fickz & together with thoſe deductions, I haye enterlaced experiments of mine 
ovne,which by long uſe and praQiſe I have obſerved to be true. Throaghout 
the whole booke I have bin more curious in preſgribing the. ſupdry curations

to every min, Indeed Iknow that under ſome colour they may object ſomes» 


hat, but yet they may underſtand,that I have followed be gzxample of many 
learned Phyfitions, both of our Engliſhmen and other copmurimen.alſo, who 
publiſhed theirpraQiſes in their mother tongue and in achgr countryes,cſpecie 
ally it is ſo rife and common, that in „ah and France. J u all not find any 
learned Phyficion that harh not written s much(nay rather morehin his ovale 


country language, then in Latin: yea we have many boobs in P 


, that 
have 
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have fit ſt been ſet out in Frencband italian, and afterward for the commodit 
of ocher Nations, have beene tranſlated into Latine, and ſo made general 
which before the writer had as it were bequeathed to his countrymen, And 
no doubt they vere all touched with an c{peciall care to pcofite their owne 
councrey, being willing that, all men (as indeed it concerneth all) ſhould 
reape the commodities of their lab urs, For I cannot (ce how that laying 
of Quint illan can be yerificd in this one Act (Which is this) That then all Arts 
ſhould be truly happy, when the profeſſ aurs of the ſame ſhould onely judge 
of them i but I haye alwayes beene of this mind, that it behoveth eyery man 
to be cunning in his oe conſtitution, and to know ſo much as may (crve to 
foreſtall the comming of many ordinary diſeaſes, which commonly light upon 
the ignorant ; yea and ſometime to be able to chaſe away a malady when it 
hath already caught hold of the body: my reaſon is, both becauſe every 
man may ne beſt of his owne body; and perccive the 2 and alte- 
rations of the ſame. And againe we knovy, ho many have dyed, and do die 
continually for want of help, (the Phyſition being nor 3 at theirelbow) 
whereas in the beginning of their ſickneſſe, a little knowledge might have 
ſtopped the paſſage of the * In the old time When Phyſicke was 
brought under no forme, but confilted only of a fe, experiments which paſſed 
from hand to hand, young children, together with other arts, did receive cet · 
taine precepts and tules, how to order and govetne the body, and learned 
alſo preſer vatives againſt poyſon, and the teceipt of ſal ves to cure an greene 
wound, and the meanes to helpe certaine erdinary diſeaſes, which indeed 
vere but few, the age of man being then farre more ſtrong. We read hovy 
Linm, who was (choolemeſter to Hercules, when he had inſtructed him in the 
Art of wraſtling, (which then vas honoured eſpecially)and in Muſicke,that he 
gave bim the receipt of a certaine balme,whick he often uſed in many of his 
adventures, And what us it that gave matter to the table of Aabillet, how 
his mother Thetis had made his body impenetrable,but that knowledge of his 
which he had learned of his maſter Chyron the centaure, Who taught him the 
vertue of an herbe, which to this day beareth his name, by which he healed all 
the wounds he received in battel ? What an honourable mention doth Homer 
make ot Mac bam and Podalirius the ſounes of &£ /culapius,in that they could 
cure themſelves when they were at any time hurt of the enemy? This cun- 
ning alſo had Aſitlricatet, and Fabricius the Romane, he that yanquiſhed Pyr- 
bas, and alſo Marcus Curie, and many other who are recorded by biſtorics, 
whoſe names I would remember, if I did not ſee the enlarging of this com- 
mon place by examples to be altogether unneceſlary, when there is no man 
which ſo fare ſwarycth from common ſenſe, that will not confeſſe it to be ye 
fy expedient and needful for all to know the eſtate of their one bodies. I will 
therefore forſake the proying of ſo manifeſt a thing, and returne unto thee 
(good Reader) whom I have already offended in exceeding the juſt length of 
a Preface, like unto that wayfaring man, N/a when he had purpoſed to undet- 
take a long journey, flumbled even in the very threſhold of his doore, Burt if 
it be an offence] did voluntarily run into it, chuſing rather ta be carped at 
of the Rłetoriciaꝝ for uſing too many words, then to bee worthily reprehen- 
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ded of the readers for being ioo ſparing in uttering the reaſons herby I was 
firſt induced to publiſh this my labour. For I know not ho it c6racth to paſſe, 
yet we ſee it daily, chat ridiculous * ablurd — u, being N 
without any colour, be nevettheleſſe plauſibly and pleaſingly accepted: Wher- 
28 a man moved with an honeſt care to profit his country, being willing to 
leave a teſtimony of the ſame behind him, when he offereth any worke, if ir 
hath not a deleRable ſubject, it behoveth him to ſheẽ many grave and ſubſtan» 
tiall reaſons of his doings, or elſe they will not yeeld their hoped for benefit, 
which is to be benignely conſtrued, and peruſed with humanity. So that if a 
man covet to have his bookes favourably accepted and tead, he muſt behave 
himſelfe ſo in writing, as Solon did in framing his lawes,who(asPlutarch ſaith) 
did not fa ſhion them according to the true line of equity, but &. tdowne ſuch as 
he thought the people would willingly obſerve : even ſo the iniquity of the 
time hath brought to paſſe, that thoſe books which are generally peruled and 
read throughout,muſt not ſerve the time, but mult ſatisfie the opinion of men. 
Aman may eaſily diſcourſe of this, but the fantaſies of men are too variant to 
yaile a whit in diflwading them. For mine owne part (that I may new end) 
Thaw not ſought nor hunted after any vaine-glory by the edition of this my 
labour, but onely I have endeavoured by this meanes (being unable any way 
elſc)to do ſome good to my countty- men: which defire of mine ſhall ſufict= 
ently comfort me, though I want the outward probation of the world, And yet 
this one thing I wauld crave at the hands of the learned, that it by chance my 
books come under their cenſure, they will either give them their good wotd, or 
els ſuffer themſel ves to be judged of by performing the like labour. And as 
Mantiah pretily ſung 
Cum tua non edas, carpis mea carming Leli: 
Carpere vel noli noſtra,vel ede tua. 

Though indeed this ſupplication of mine may rather more fitly be preferred 
unto the unſearned, who hinke they haye gotren a goodly meanes to purchaſe 
ther owne credit, when they can, under ſome colour, maligne the doings of as 
ny man, as though others well doings were as impeachments to their eſtima- 
tions, or the errours of other men * ſubje& of their praiſes. Thoſe kindes 
of ſerpents, I ſay, which do nothing elſe but picke quarrels with Authors, 1 
would adviſe them either to ſpeake themſelves, os (af their ignorance will not 
let them) to lay their fingers on their mouth till men tell their tale, and 
not to make their harveft of other mens offences unwilli committed, Whi- 
left they themſelyes reſt unable to do any whit of good. And thus, good reader, 
I will abruptly end,cxpe61ng the favourable accepration'ef thele my labours , 
which expeRation of mine if it be nor deluded, I ſhall be ſurther gncouraged to 
eonſectate the teſidue of my ſtudies to thy commodity, iet

oF headach there be vet y many. Fer ſome tinte it cõmmeth only of a fmple di- 
ſtempet without any humeurs, and ſometime it commeth through the cvill 
quality of humours, ſometime it commeth through grett abundance of hu- 
mours, ſometime through humours that ſtop the paſſage of the vapours and 
moiſture in the head, ſometime through wingine ſſe ang 2255 in ſome part of 
the head being weake . Alſo ſometime headat h is catiled of forhe thfenfe te 
ftomacke ; ſometime of an ourward gauſeg 175 heu 75 N a of great 
cold, ot drunkennefle, or of ſome ſtripe of wound. Hereby! 3 1 eth that the 
headach is ingendred of ſeven ſundry cauſes, which ate to be knowne by their 
proper ſignes, wherot we w'lt ſpeake more at large in the chapters following, 
for in this chapter they ſhall be but briefly touched. Note therefore that the 
headach which is cauſed of a ſimple —_— without humours, is not eaſie 
to be knowne,except a man be well exerciſec in Phylickand by much and dili- 
gent looking on the griefe; but that paine of the head is moſt vehement, which 
is cauſed of a ſimple diſtempet being hot or cold. The headach that is cau- 


Sipucs of ſed of drinefle,1s moderate. As for a moiſt ditemper, alone it doth cauſe no 
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headach, except it be joyned with heat or cold, ot vwith abuadance of humquts 

ar ſharpene ſle of them. If pain of the head doth come throygh abundance © 

humours,contained in one part of the head, or in two, or in al} parts, the paine 
is more vehement that commeth of hot humours or of cold; that which com- 
meth of drie _ is more moderate, if there be no manifeſt heat or cold joy- 
ned with them:as tor moiſt things touching their quality, they do cauſe no pain 
at all, bat with their quanriry n may fill the paſſages, and fo enuſe paine. 
If abundance of all toure humours equally, or of blous alone. do cauſe Headach 
without obſtruction and ſtopping of the paſſtges, 'it makech the head heyy 
and full, as it were ſttetched out and{woine'; but if the multitude of humaury 
be with obſtruction, ir cauſeth moderite-paine if the obſtruction be but little; 
but if the obſtruction be great, there ſhall be very great paine. Alto if the mul» 
tit ude of humouts haye a ſharpe and biting quality, according to that quality, 
the paine will be pricking and ſhooting, If with the heavines or ſtretching of 
the head, there be beating and as it were a puſſe, jt betokeneth inflammaridn in 
the head : bur it the ſtretching be preſent without heavines ot pulſe, it decla- 
reth abundance of windy ſpirits, and in th s kind of headach there will be noiſe 
in the cares, T hoſe that have headach comming of an externall canſe,as of heat 
of the Sun, cold of the ayre,drunkennes,ftripes,or of any hot ſavours, can eaſily 


tell themſelves the cauſe therof,Seck for ſignes more particular in the Chapters 
next following. | 


CHAP. II. 


Of headach canſed of beat, 


Nderſtand, that by heat in this Chapter is meant a hot diſtempcr with« 
out any kind of humour, It is aa hap for the moſt part of the burning 


heat 
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heat of the Sunne in Sommer, when any body hath taried long in it. Alſo it is 
ſometime cauſed of immoderate mooring, or by het bachs, or by being long 
nigh the flame of ene fire, ot through anger, ot furiouſaes, oc laſt of all, ch 
hot diſeaſes, or hot favours of outward Fhings, © The ſignes which declare g igver: 
headach by burning heat of the Sunne, are, that beſides ychement paine, you 
(ill teele their head hot xs toone as: you touch it, and their scune drier then 
it Was Wane to be z- their eyes do looke red, and they ate delighted with che 
ſptincling or annonting of cold things, and do feele great eaſe by them. As 
for the other cauſes; che / miy be knovvne by relauon of the ſick. For the cure 
of this kind of headach, you muſt firit provide that the ayre and the chamber Ayre. 
where the ſicke abideth, be rerycold of aature, or elſe it muſt be made ſo by 
your diligence, as by ſteewing in the houle tlowers and branches of cold things, 
x5Roles, Violers, Water: lilly- flowers, ind Vineleaves, Bryet boughe „Willow, 
and ſuch like.) Alſo it will coole the ayte well, to ſprinkle cold water in the 
houſe;or to pure it out of ons vellell into another. Great relpeR maſt be had c. 
to his lceping, for he muſt ſleepe longer then he was wont to do, he mull al- 2 
together eſchue long watching, and keepe himſclte quiet: he mult nog re- 
taine his excrements, but avoid them by and by after ſleepe if he can, or let 
nature be helped to expell them by a lenitive clyſtet, for their retention increaſe 
zinc in tlie he id. Let him eſchue carnall copulation, exerciſes, and baths, 
Let him eſchue all perturbations of the miud, eſpecially anger and fury. Lee 
him have but a little neat, of good digeſt on, and let it be cold in operation;as Weat 
isbread dipped in cold veaterguyce of Priſan, Lettuce, Endive, Purſlainey fleſh * 
of Chickens, Hens or bigeons, with vet juyce made of Grapes, Fiſhes are good 
that come out of (tony rivers,and chat ate tender. Alſo Almond-milke, Pom- 
tanates, Ruſins, and ripe Perres may be given to him. He mult abſtaine from 
milke,and meates that tume into the head, or that be hard of digeſtion, For Drinke 
his drink, let him uſe water altogerheryit his Romack will beare itʒif not, ſeeth l 
a little Cynamonin it, or Cotiander ſeed preparatezor mixe with the water, 
juyce'of ſoute Po negranites, ot ſyrupe of Endiye, or Syrupus Acetoſus fun 
plex, ot Oxyſacebarum : or it they cannot abide that, you may give them ſmall 
wine well allayed with wwuer, The paige of the head cauſed of heat, is cured 
with ſach things as doe coole without manifeſt reſtriction, eſpecially if they cure. 
be of thin and piercing ſubſtance, Therfore in the beginning nothing is bet - 
ter then to poure on the head good oyle of Roles, made of untipe — it 
little yinegur be added to it, it will pierce the faſter and the deeper. The places Oyle of Ro. 
that you mult poure or annoint it on, is the fore. part of the head, where the ſes, 
ſeame goeth overth art, for it is the thinneſt place of the (cull, and che ſeames 
have pores in them : alſo you mult uſe it on the top of the fore-head, Here 
the haire leayeth growing, and on the ſides of the temples, Where rhe haire 
groweth toward the eares. The belt thin next oyle of Roles, is oyle of Cam. Oyle of 
momill to be uſed in likewiſe, eſpecially in thoſe bodies that we would not Canmonil 
coole too much, as womens, eunuches, children and other that have ſoft fleſh, 
and are white in colour. If there be need of greater cooling, you may add to 
the oyle of Roſes, juyce of Hauſleek, or Puiſlain, or Knotetaſſe, or of unripe 
grapes, or Nightthide,or Sotrell, or Pſili um, ot ſuc u like. Uſe got quyce of Pop- 
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pic, or of Mandrake in chis cauſe, for they do hurt: you may mae meds" 
cines of the fermer thangs,or ſuch like, in this fort, Re ole of Raſts, à ij. Rote 
water, & i ſtrong vine get, N · fi. or juyce of Houſleche, or Punſhaine, of Lettuce. 
2d (0 commune them, Or thus, Ridifſhiiled watcr of Houſlcek, Lettuce, and 
Nrghcſhade,ana.F ij. warer of Cammomill ' j. 5. vinegar, ⁊ j. commuxe them 
and dip a cloch in it, and lay it all over the forehead, and the temples where 
the hairegroweth not, But let not this medicine touch 'the hinder part of 
the head, for that part cannot (uffer coaling wicheut hurt, becauſe the mar- 
row of the back bone deormnerh there Thoſe mediemes which you ill uſe 
for couling,t{pecially in Sommer, muſt ſtand u chile in very cold nter I his 
alſo is good for abundance of humours and vapours, that be lifted up into the 
head. In like manner alſo you may uſe other oyles that have vertue to coole 
23 oyles of Quinces, Violets, Water: lillies, and Gourds, Neither will it be un- 
profitable to uſe a linement made in this ſort: Ry of the mucilage of che leeds 
ot Quinces, and great Mallowes,or of Phlum, ana. 3. u juice of Pur ſlaine, 
36. juycc of Nightſhade. g; oyle of Roſes, i j. comnuxe them, and make 
a Linement:ot by putting to Waxe and other medicines, make an ointment in 
this ſort. Re unguenti Populeon,F j oyles of Violets and Rolcs,of each, g. ij. dry 
flowers of white Water - lillies, and of ted Roſes. ana 3j. Ware as much as 10 
lufficient, and make an ointment, ind anoint it upon the forchead and the tem- 
ples. It profiterh alſo to uſe Embrocations (that is, decoctiont made ot certaint 
things to powre upon any member by little and litt le, or to let it top down) 
they may be made eftoles Violets lowers of water hi{lics, willow leaves, vine 
leaves, hut ſlaine, Barley, and ſuch like, You mult not apply ſtupefactiye things to 
the gricte, becauſe they coole not without hurt, and therefore Opium, juice of 
Poppy and mandrogora are to be eſchued. luyce of nightſhide alſo becauſe ot 
his ſtupefaction is not to be uſed at all, or very little of it at once, as yve do ule 
in the Liniment aforeſaid. Alſo thoſe things that have maniteſt- aſtriction and 
binding, with their cooling, are to be refuſed, except neceſſity require it, and 
therefore the juyces of ſweet Pomgranates, Quinces and Mcdlarg, are to be 
avoided, but juyce of ſowre Pomgranats is good, becauſe it cooleth more, 
Hitherto we have declared what medicines are to be uſed in the beginning of 
this grieſe. Afterywards'you may ule to mix with the medicines that do coole 
and drive backe, ſuch things as do mitigate and digeſt. Make theretore an Em- 
brocation a ftet this fore: Re lowers of Roſes & Violets, ana. M R. leaves of Wile 
low, Cammomill, and Melilot, ana.M.j ſeed, of Mallowes, & ity. Barley husked 
F j.ſeeth theſe in two pound of water, till the th d part be conſumed, and make 
an Embrecation.Or thus: N Mallovy leaves, Violets, Roſcs, ana pug. ft the Bow- 
ers of Water lillies, 3 iij. Vine leaves, or the wreathes that they wind about 
tings withall, Pu ſlaine, or Houlleche, of each, Mj. Cammomilt, Melilot, and 
Fenugtec k, ana 3 ij. ſeeth them as is above faid, and make an Embraca, adding 
to à little vinegar, eſpecially it the paine be withia the (cull.

CH Ar. III. 


Of headach canſed of cold. 


Y cold, is meant in this Chapter a cold diſtemper ſimply,rrithourt the fluxe 
— cold humour. This paine in the head is cauſed of outward cold, as 
when the gite is very cold, eſpecially when one tarrieth in it long time 
bare headed; as allo it may be cauſed by the ſudden applying of any cold thin 
to the head The ſignes ot head ach cauſed of cold, are contrary to thoſe lignes 
that are canſed of hot diſtemper. For in this, though the paine be vehement, 
yet the head hen it is felt, is not bot, and the face and eyes doe not locke 
red, nor theit Face is not drie and ſhrunk, but conttarivxiſe full and pale, and 
their eyes are (wolne and (wart. Alſo they neicher defire cold things, nor doe 
feele exſe by them. Concerning the diet of thoſe that have this kind of head- 
ach, they muſt eſchue cold ayre, and abide altogether in hor ayre. They muſt 
fleepe moderately, but no longer then they Were wont. „ . uſe mo- 
ving of the whole body, eſpecially walking and riding Let their bodies be ſolu- 
ble rather then coſtive, ſo that they may each day have à ſiege either by nature 
or by art, as by a ſuppoſrtarre or a cliſtet. Let them eſchue Canefſd, and deepe 

tations, and other immoderate affections of the minde. Let them eſchue 
all meates and drinkes that be cold in operation, as milke, fiſh and ſuch like. 
Let them eate teare egges, and fleſh of Hennes, Chicken, Partrich, Pheſants 
and ſuch like. For their drinke let them uſe wine tRat is ti nne of ſubſtance, for 
that doth moderately extenuate and heate. For the fame cauſe alſo hot baths 
are to be uſed ; and generally for the care hereof, you maſt uſe things that be 
hot in operation. But yet in applying medicines to the head, you mu diligent- 
ly conſider the natnrall temperature of the braine, for it is ſuch a thing as can- 
not ſuffer medicines vehement hot, nor yet vehement cold. Therefore (as Ga 
len affirmeth) if oyle of Reyy be poyrred hot upon the forepart of the hoad, it 
healerh the patient perfectly. But if there be need of groater heating, you may 
put Pepper or Eupborbiam into the oyle;or you my mixe ſome oyle of Pepper 
or oyle of Fupborbium with the oyle of Revy, or in the ſtead of oyle of Rewy, 
you may mo of Laurel, Ireos, Dill, or Cammomil, of Spikenard, erpilum, 
Mar joram, and ſuch like. Herevvith you may anndint the totehead alſo, and the 
noſthrils, and the holes of the eares. Of the afereſaid medielues you may make 

an ointmene after this ſort Ky. oyles of Treos and Rev anz 8 Ntjoc im, Be- 
tony, beppet, ana . j of nm, gra. v. Waxe as much as is ſufficient, and 
make an ointment, aud annoint therewith the forehead and the nofthrils : or 
make an ointment thus: N. of the oyle of Re, Cammomill, and Nardinum ana. 
Hyſope, Lavendet, and flowets of Stæchas, ans, 35 Meſt. cke and Franken- 
enſe, of — J. Waxe a lixtle, & make an oyntment. You may ſometime add 
ro it,if you 
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of lowers of iel lot & Cammomil, Marjoram, Oxigan, Bett onie, Sage, Laurel 
leaves, Stæchas, and fuck like ſodden in water. It is good tot the lick to dravy up 
the vapouts of ſuch decoctions by bis noſtrils. Alſo a quilt made iu this fort pro- 
fiteth much: N leaves of Lautell, Serum. and Mar ot am, ana M gg. flowers of 
Roſemarie, M j Rev, M 5. Cloves and Stæchas, ana. 3. Penitoyall and Cala- 
mint, ana 8;. j. B beate theſe to powder, and few them in ſilke, or fine linnen 
cloth. & make a quilt, hich mult be laid to the head Warme, and firſt ſpr /n led 
with vincger, It is good allo to uſe a pomander made in this (cre. R. of Storax 
cala nit e, 3 Cloves, Maces wood of Aloes, an. 3 . Lavender, 3 ij. Ga 
moſebata,z.) G of Musk and Amber, ana gt. i j. poWuer them and learce them, 
and with watcr of Mat joram, and Storax liquida, as much as (hall ſufhce, make 
pomanders. 
CHAP. IIII. 
Of headach cauſed by dri ne ſſe or moiſt ure. 


Y drinefſc is meant in this place a dtie diſtemper of the quality alone: and 
by moiſture, a moiſt diſtempet of the bare quality. Neither ot theſe qua- 
l:ties alone, except heate or cold be joyned with them, do cauſe any headach at 
all(as Galen — in the 3. Chaptet of his firſt book de mpt oma um cauſis 
Theretore we do not make mention here of theſe diſtempers, as though hea 
ach might be cauſed of them alone, but that the ſtudious in Phyfick might have 
orte of medicines, when headach conuneth of hcate and drinefle,, or moiſture 
with heat, or when cold mixed with drineſſe ot moiſtute caulech headach. Head- 
ach through drineſſe, is caulcd through drineſſe of the aire,or by dric medic ines, 
by hunger, exerciſe, lechetie, and perturbations of the minde. And headach of 
moiſture is cauſed by moiſtneſle of the aire, or by moiſtning medicines, by 
baths, hot waters, and other things that moiſten overmuch. Dtineſſe is knowne 
by theſe fignes, if there come tew excrements, or none at all out ot the noſe: 
if the maſs, 2 hollow, and the patient have watched much before ; - theſe be 
ſignes of headach of drinefle, Allo in it the skinne of the head is drier when it 
is felt, then it is vonted to be, and ſome drie diet hath beene uſed, But in this 
kind, drie medicines do not caſe the paine, but tather incteaſe it. Moiſtneſſe is 
knowne by theſe ſignes, much filth cometh out of the noſe,the eyes be pufted up 
and ſwolne, and the patient ſleepeth much: but of this diſtemper alone, there 
doth no headach calue. Thoſe that have headach cauſed of drinefle, let them 
remaine in a moiſt aire,and let them eate meates that doe moiſten, and that be 
of good juice, as the yolkes of egges, Cockes ſtone, and the broth of them, 
Pheſants, Parerich, and ſuch like things, that do nouriſh much and moiſten 
Let them drink thin wine allayed with water: let them ſlec pe largely: let 
them eſchue motion of the 44, — exerciſe, and uſe 2 . let 


them eſchue carnall copulation, hunger, thirſt and all things that do drie 1 
let them uſe baths of ſweet waters that are warme: let them be merry, and 
eſchue all other perturbations of the minde. If headach be cauſcd of moiſture, 
you muſt uſe the contrary. diet to this that is betore pxeſcribed (that is, all (uch 
things as do dric, which you may eaſily know by that which hath beene [ard 
defote.) For paine of the head cauſed of drineſſe, you muſt annoint the forme:

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ſeame of the head with oyle of ſweet Almonds,or with 2 of Gour ds, or with 
oyle ot Violets and Cammomill mixed together. It is alſo good to drop ſome 
of theſe oyles into the noſtrils, You may alſo mixe with the (aid oyles Gooſe 

teaſe, Hens greaſe, Calves greaſe, ot freſh butter ,atrer this ſort: M. ailes of Vio- 

ets and Waterlillies, ana. R ij. Calves ſuit, Hens greaſe and freth butter, ana. &. yu... 
ij co mixe them, and make a Linunent, and therewith annoint the head Fur- m. 
thermore, Embrocations profit not a little, if they be made of Violets, Mallowes 
and other herb:s that have vertue to moiſten. Againſt headach cauſed of moi» 
Qure,you muſt uſe medicines cleane contrary to the aforenamed, which mult 
differ according to the heat or cold which is joyned to the moiſture. You may 
finde ſufficient ſtore of ſuch remedies out of the tormer Chapters. 


CHAP, V 
Of the headach cauſed of bloud. 


|S we have ſpoken of the cure of headach which commeth through 
lteration and diſtemper of the bare quality; but now we will ſpeake of 
that which is cauſed of fulneſſe, and abundance of bluud We call plenitude tn 
this place that which the Greeks call in their tongue plethorazit chanceth when What is 
all the ſoure humours be increaſed in theit proportion, or when blond alone meant by 
doth abound. This kind of headach 1i3cauled of all ſuch things as do ingender pleni:ude. 
great abundance of humaurs in the bodie,as meats and drinks of great nouriſh» 7\nYJops. 
meat being plentifully taken, as alſo the neglecting and omitting of exerciſes, Cauſe. 
baths, (weatings,and other naturall and artificiall yacuations, be cauſes of the 
ſaid plenitude. Ihe ſignes be theſe, the face and the eyes be ruddie, the veines are Signs. 
ſwolne,(o chat the leaſt & ſmalleſt may eaſily be ſeene: the pulſe is great & ve- 
hement, the urine reddiſh and thick, the veincs ot the temples beate, the paine in Dick 
the head is a heavineſſe. Concerning diet, let the ſick be in a cold and drie are, F * 
let him eſchue fleſh, reare eggs, and (ach things as nouriſh plentifully : let 
him uſe Pt ſan made of buley, or Aliaca made of barley let him uſe cold hearbs, 
as Endive, Scarioll, Purfla!ne, Lettuce, and ſuch like. let him eſchue wine, and 
let him drinke water wherein a little Cinamon or Barley hath bene ſodden: lev 
him uſe meane e xerciſe: let him be rubbed: let him alſo uſe bathing otten, but 
ſo, that his bedy be firſt emptied, and the patient free from a fever. Let his 
fleepe be meanes let him be merry and joyfull : and let him abſtaine from all 
. pa of the minde, The cure muſt be begun with bloud letting as Curatie. 
bone as can be. You muſt open the uttermoſt yeine,which in the atme is e led Vene 
Hu uerali or Cephalica: it muſt be on the ame which 15 of that fide that tie Vetfis. 
mou is moſt vehement. For this yeine is ſo annexed to the head, that not onely 
y it ou ſhall pull back bloud inte a contrary part, but alſo you ſhall emptie 
out that bloud by it, as Hippocrates,and after him Galen and Khaſes doe teach, 
But if age or weaknefle do prohibite bloud · letting, you muſt uſe box ing: not to 
the head it ſelfe, hut to the parts ad joyning, a8 the ſhoulders and breaſt, to the Cucurbite 
intent to pull back the bloud. Theſe being done, you muſt apply to the head L entf. 
medicines that be cold and aſtringent, whereof we haye made mention before Lecalia. 
ſuſhciently in the ſecond Chapter, ſo that they neede not here to be repeated.

5j 8 newly drayne,or F.j.ot Manna, or of Diaphznicen,F.iij.For 
the ſame pur pole it is good alto to miniſter unto the patient ſyrupe ot Violecs, 
and Acetoſus fimplex. After this you mult apply ſuch medicines to the head as 
be able rodiiperic the remnant of the paine ileaſe, as be ſeeds of Mallowes, 
Fenvyrecke,Cammomull,and Melilor flow :rs. Alſo — of Cammomill, Dill, 
and ſuch like, whereuf the Phylition may at his chↄiſe make Liniments, Oint- 
ments or Emplaiſters in maner aforeſaid, Note here further that if much bleud 
abound after you have let bloud of the cepbalica, you may alſo ſtrike the veine 
in the forchcad: as alſo for that purpoſe it is good to uſe cliſters ſometime vet 
ſrong,and you may uſe ſrictions and bindings of the neather parts to pull back 
the humows. Moreover gargarifing and ſneeſing may be uſed in time conveni- 
ent, and boxing in the hinder part of the head, with ſcariſication, at the diſcreti- 
on ei the Phylation, as occaſion and time ſhall ſerve. | 


CHAP. VI. 
Of headach canſed of choler. 


Hr comming of cholericke humours, is cauſed of all ſuch things as do 
heart and dry the whole body, and eſpee ally the head unnaturally, that is, 
ſach things as do nigender choler, to wit, care, anger, paine, labour, exerciſe, 
watching, abſtinence, famine, and cating of meates that be cholericke, as Gar- 
licke, Onions, and ſuch like. The Ggnes be theſe : the paine is like theirs that 
have headach cauſed of burning heate of the Sunne, but they have a more ſharp 
and pricking paine, their head is moderate ly hot, their face is pale and wanne. 
Sometime there tolloweth hit terneſle of the month, drineſſe of the eyes, noſe, 
and tongue Moreover this evill chanceth moſt of all to flouriſhing yeares, a hot 
complexion, and to them that rake ovegttuch buſineſſe in hand, and ſuch 
like. Let the patient abide in a cold and morſt ure, which may be procured 
by art, as is taught before in the fecond Chapret,by ſprinkling the floore of the 
chamber continually with water, or by firewing of flowers and branches that 
are cold and moiſt in operation. Let his whole diet be moiſt, let him eate moiſt 
meates that be of good juycrzgive him Lettuce and Purſlainc, & ſmall fiſhes of 
tre waters, Let his drinke be water alone, or water wherein a little Cinamon 


hath, 


hath bene ſodden: Let him alrogerher abſta ne from wine: Let him be et, & 
uſe long ſlee pes, bathes that be temperate, umctions ate good for him ; Jer him 
be metrie, and refraine fi om all perrurbations of the meide. The cure mutt be 


begun with purging ot the choleticke humour Itraight way, becauſe choler is 


thin and moveable,and therefore will eaſilj purge out. But if it chance that the 
cholericke hunour doth reſt quietly in ſome part of the be dy, and ſo doth waxe 
hot, and burne that part, and by that meanes duth prohibit hot medicums 
(as purging things be) then before the purgation yuu muſt miniſter fach ch'ngs 
as do quench and concoR the heate and burning of choler, that is, ſach chings 
as do Fees it, Fer digeſtron thar we Ipeake of now,is nothing elſe but an alte- 
ration of the humour that cauſeth the diſeaſe + therefore ſuch medicines muſt 
be miniſtred each morning faſting before you do purge, untill good eoncoction 
appeare in the urine : far by this meanes choler being concoct, and as it were 
tamed and made milde, is made fo obedient unto nature, that it will ſoone with- 
out any griete be dtavne of the purging medicine to convenient places that it 
ſhould a,oide by. You fhall therefore for a preparative uſe this or ſuch like medi-

Goole greaſe, &c. Laſt bf all add diſcuſliye medicines, as oues of Dill Rew, 
Barley meale, Lupines, Lilly cootrs, Nigella, &c. It is good therfote tuft of all to 
empty the belly wich a ſtrong cliſter, but that muſt be made ot a decoction that 
doth dillolve windines,by ſeething in water Anmle ſeeds& caraway leeds, Fenel 
ſced, Comin, dry figs, bran, and ſuch like: hereiz you mult diſſol ve Bexedifta ia. 
xativa. 3 ij. or lectu rium Nidum in like quantity, or Digpbentcon 3. iiij. or 
Diacatbolicon,or Hierapicre-Z.vij. Such kind of cliſters do not only purge the 
inteſtines and the puts about rhe liver, but do alfo pull back (ſuch things as aſ. 
cend to the head. Atterward you mult ſtrengthen the aſfocted member, that it do 
1 winde no more,whether it be the ſtomack, the liver, the ſplene, the in- 
teltines or any other member: which being done, it heat abound in the head to- 
gecher with the windines, then apply oyle of Roſes, hich is both tepulſi ve, di- 
eſti ve & diſcuſſive, & add to it vineger, which is both tepulſive & diſcuſſive al- 
74 doth extenuate beſides.

TF headach do moleſt thoſe that haye a feyer, you muſt diligently. examine 
and conſidet, whether the ſame began at the firſt beginning of the feaver, or 
whether ic ſprung the feaver increaſing: for if the headach began not with the 
ficſt fie of the feaver, but atter ward while the feayer increaſed, and came nigh 
to the Ctiſis, then ſeck not roremedy it, for it porecndech and foretelleth that 
vonut er a decretory fluxe of blood at the noſe will follow ſhortly, as Hippo - 
crates declareth in his book of Predictions, and Galen in his third booke de 
cri ſibus, and in his brit book ad Glauconem,fapit.ultime: It the headach began 
at the firſt with the feaver,itcommeth of yapours orhumours diſperſed abroad 
through the greatnes of the feaver,and as it were boyling hot elevate up te the 
head, and partly alſo through veaknes of the braine. Therefore if the paine 
do come of abundance of humours,you muſt let him bloud after the firſt or ſe- 
cond 6t(if nothing prohibit it)eſpecially in luſty bodies, and in ſuch as abound 
with bloud. Alſo youanuſt dra the humors a contrary way, & pull them back 
by ſlarpe clyſters, ſuch as ſhall be prelctibed in the Chapter of Apople xia, and 
by often binding and much frication in the neather parts. Moreover you may

Vl. j hulled barley, 3 j. heads of Poppy, 36 Heutleek, M. g. ſeeth all 
theſe io ſv ſſicient quantity of Water untił the thud part be conſumed, and make 
an embrocation. Or if the pune continue vchement, take greene leaves of Embroc he. 
Heabane or Poppy, with nyle of Roſes, a little vinegar and ciummes of bread, 
commaixe them, and apply them to the forepart of the head, and tothe forehead; 
When the braine is ſufficiently cooled, then apply thoſe things which can heat 
the head agz1ne, and ſo avnid and diſperſe the humours that remaine.

Epbales both in Greeke and Latine is the name of headach which is ex. 
ceeding painfull, continuing long, and hard to ceaſe, which upon light oc- _ 
cahons bach very ſharpe and great fits, ſo that the patient can neither abide Siga. 
ndiſe, not loud (perch, nor eltare light, nor drinking of wine, nor ſavouts that 

fill the brane, nor moving, bur defircth for the geatneſſe of the paine to fit 

or lie quict in the darke, kn that his head were ſtroken with a hammer, 

Alſo ſome of them do fecle thoſe things that are about their head, as though 

they vere bruiſed or racked, In many the paine procecdeth unto the roots of 

the eyes. This diſeaſe ſometime doth continue painfull alwaies, ſometime it 

hath fits and intermiſſic us, either ordinate or inordinate. For in ſome there is 
incermfboninthe fits,as in the falling ficknefle, ſo that for a time they ſeeme 

to be perfectly whole: I his diſeaſe doth vex women more then men, becauſe 

of the /t long haire, In ſome of them the filmes that cover the braine are pai- 

ned ; but in ſeme, only the filme that covereth the ſcull is grie ved. It is cauſed canſa 
of aboundance of blood and other humours, or by the ſnarpenes of humours or : 
rapours contained veithin or without the ſcull, and infloming the head, or it is 
cauſed thtough weaknes of the head. I he paine that invadeth the ficke with Siga. 
grovity and he avinc ſſe, declareth plenitude and abundance of bumoeuts : if it 

come with r ching, gnawing and ſhoot ing, it betokeneth ſharpnes of humour 

or vapots. if at beat like the pulſes, it betokeneth inflammation : if there be felt 
uſtenſion and bolning un the licad without heayineſle or beating, it declareth 
windines 
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windines. ut ſ thete be beating wich it, there isinflammation in the filmes of 
the head:and if there be he avineſle with the diſtenſion, then it declareth abun- 
dance of hu not within the filmes.

it, his ſight fuleth him, he ſnppoling that he is compaſſed about with miſt and

darknes, It is commonly oi 
that they ecie greatly tua at make à difference. between the farmer kinds, but 


it iy be co iſirmed out of good authors, Hippocratet, Gale s and others, Both 
the » wor” ud kinds b: engendted after one lort, and that u through the inar- 
din ite yving of windy yapours anJ ſpirits contained in certain parts of the 
brain, Th $ diſeaſe is cauled either of the brain it felt beinz d tem and 
evill affected, ot of the mouth of the ſtomack offending the brain. The brain 
it (elf is evill affected, when a gtoſſe and tough humour 1s contained in it, 
from whence 2 vaparous and Windy ſpitit, being teſolved by Weak heat, 1s 
moved iaatdinuly about in the brain. The mouch of the ſtamack doth affe& 
the brain, wen throuzh corrupt humours being gathered aboundantly in u, 
vapours and windy exaltacions are carried up to the braun, and ſo turn about 
the animall ſpirits conta ned ia it, Thoſe that are troubled with this diſeaſe, a 
darknes and miſt appe ireth before their ey:s upon every light occaſion, ſpe« 
cially if chey tuen about. For it chanceth to them by turning once ab aut, i it 
doth to other when they turn often, and thertore the patient many times fals 
dowa. Alſo it doth aſtony him, if he (ce another mn, ot a wheele or any ſuch 
thing turn about. Alſo it he ſee whirlpoles in the water tura about: forthe 
viſuall (pirics beholding a wheele that turneth about, or any ſuch like thing, 
do alſo rura about in like ſort, and ſo the mooving of the hu nour and the ſpi- 
tits are troubled, unequ ul and inordinate. When this diſeaſe doth praceed of 
the brain being evill affected, then there proceedeth ſound of the cares, ye» 
hement pain and heavines in the head. Alſo the ſmelling and the other ſen- 
(es proceeding from the head are hurt Their fat is then chiefly, when the 
Sun doth. heat them, or when their head is hot by ſome ether means, 
and ſo the humours being diffolyed, do turn about in the brain, When the 
diſeaſe proceed: th from the mouth of the ſtom ick, then they feele before it, 
2 gnawing in the ſtomack, as it were the heart burn, and a diſpoſition to vo- 
mit. This diſeaſe may be diſcerned from the falling ſicknes, for that this doth 
neither take away the ſenſes from the patient nor cauſeth the cramp and vvri- 
thing of the members in the ft. This diſeaſe is not lightly to be eſteemed, for 
the Vertigo (as Galen laith) is nigh to the falling ſicknes and the Apople 

and thertore it would be well looked to. For the Vertigo and Scotous will 


quickly be changed into pernitious diſeaſes, for that they are very nigh to them, Proznop- 


e Phyſittons called Sch tema. Fuch ſia doth think 
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pecially to the ralling ſicknas and the Apↄplexy. And if thole things that the ics. 


pꝛtient doch imagine to fee before his eyes, appeate bloody and reddiſh, hie is 
apt to fall into mid nes, but thoſe that ſeeme to ſee purple colours, are diſj 
ſed to the falling ficknes.

aſe to cat but ntoderoti uf inem e for ſnticty as alſo long taking, is not good 
for him. Ho muſt eſchue ali thaigs that cauie wpours to aſcend into the head, 
as Omonas,Garkck,Lceksand ſuch like. And chertoxe if he drink inc, let 


it not be yery old mall whitewine may be permitted him. Attet meat it 18 
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gd lor him touſe (ome teſtricttve tiung to ſtup the vaponrs that they aſcend 
not to the head, ud t dallyit the ſtomacl be cauſe of this difcale, Let 
us erde be mad etate, let him eſchue Qrep ot tlie day, neithet let hum Necpe 
vithen two houres after eat. Let not the place be too hot whicre be ſlee- 
eth and let lum not keep his head too hot: In his e xerciſes, let him not ſtirre 
lus head much, and theifore it is good for him to ule frictions often, ſpecially 
ia the morning betore he tiſeth . begin at the upper par is, and end with the ne- 
ther. He muit ref tame trom pertut bations and afteftions of the mind, ſpecially 
from, anger, feate and ſadnts, as alto from loud crying, and ſinging. Carnall 
copulation is not good tor him. It he hath not a Roole once in a day, you 
muſt help nature eithet by cliſter or ſuppoſit ay. For the cure, i the fit be pre. 
ſent you muſt tev ive the patient again with ſweet and odoritcrous finels, and 
with frictions and ſuch like. At which time alſo if need be, yau may uſe f 
poſitary or a clifter, (Afterward if the patietit be ſtrong. and no other 1mpeds 
ment peeſent, let him bloud on the Cepbalica vein, hither it be the beginning 
of the diſeaſe or othervwile.

Alfo odors made of 
the decoRien of Marjoram, Hyſop and ſtowers of Stec hados, a little ct ortum, 
Musk, and vinegar being added is good. Aftet that let the patient enter into a 
bath, ſpec/ ally a niturall bath that is of Alume, and if ing head be over hot in 
the bath, you mult eoolc tt often with oyle of Roſes and vinegar applied in 
clothes to it, ſpecialty on the forepart bf the head, and abou the Forchead and 
the temples. And if chie diſeaſe do ceaſe by theſe temedies, then uſe no other. 
But f it continue ſtill, you muſt cut the arteries that be nigh the temples a- 
bove the es, ſpecially if the difeaſe come of hot yaponrs aſcending to the 
brane by che arteries; Aud this is nat only the precepe of Gaten, but alfo of 
Er nF Kpinera, How the arteries ſhould be cut, you ſtall Jearne 
of che {ard get in his 6.bookgapd 4.Chaprer, beit Galen affirmeth that

CHAP. XV. 
of the Frenſie. 


urenitu in Greek and in Latine, is a diſeaſe wherein the mind is hurt, and 
doch only differ from madneſſe, which is called in Oreec and Latine Melan- 
cholia or Mania; for that a feaver is joyned with the Frenſie, and therefore the 
Erenfic may be called a continuall madneſſe and fury joyned vytth a ſharp fea- 
yer. Galen ſaith that the Etenſie is an inflamation of the braine, ox of the lmes 
thereof, of ¶ tias ſaith that it is an inflammation of the filmes of the braine vith 


un acute feaver, cauſing raging and yexation of the mind. There be three kinds 


of Frenſies (as Galen doth witnefle in his 4.Book De lock affectu, cap. 40.) ac- 
cording to the internall ſenſes, which be three in number, that is, imagination, 
coꝑitation, and memory, which may ſeretally be hurt. Two of choſe kinds be 
fimple,and the third is — power of thoſe two. For ſome be frentick which 
can judge rightly of thoſe things that they ſee, as touching common ſenſe and 
imagination, and yet in cogitation and fantaſie theyerre — naturall judge- 
ment. Some other being frentick, are not deceived in cogitation and reaſon, hut 
onely in imagination they erre- There be other ſome frentick, which do etre 
boch in ſenſe and cogitation, that is, both in imagination and reaſon, and do 
therewith alſo loſe their memory, The Frenfie is cauſed either of abundance of 


blood, or ofcholer,oecupying the braine or the filmes thereof. And if the cho- Cauſa. 
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ler whereof the diſcaſe engendteth be burut, then the Frenhe is moſt vchement, 
and more pernitious then any ether, Thoſe that be frentick haye a contt12all 
feaver, and be mad, for the moſt part they cannot Neep, Sometime they have 
troubleſome ſlee pes, ſo that they riſe up, and lea e, and cry ont furiouſly . they 
babblc words without order or ſenſe ; being asked a queſtion, they anſver not 
directly, or at the le»ft raſhly and that with loud voice, eſpecially if you ſpeake 
ently to them. I heir eyes be bloud - ſhotten and bleared, they tub them often, 
ene they arc dty, and ſomtime full of ſharp teares, I heir tongue is rough, 
and blood will often drop out of their noſe Moreover they pull mores & flocks 
from the bedding and cloths about them. Their pulics be tmall and weake,and 
ſomwhat hard and ſint wy: they fetch their breath but ſeldome. Note that th 
uch have the Frenſy cauſed of blood, do laugh in then madnefle, But choſe 
that be fre ntick through choler, do rage furiouſly, fo that they cannot be ruled 
withour bands, and ſuch do uſe to forget all things that they do or ſay, ſo that 
ſome of them, when they require the chamber-por do torthwith forget to make 
urne,or when they have done it, they remember not to reſtore the veſſell again. 
As touching the prognoſtication of this diſcale, Galen and all other learned 
Phyſitions do eontefle that it is moſt ſharp and moſt perillous, and indeed un- 
curable and deadly, fot the moſt part Hippocrater ſaith in his 7 — . his 4. 
Book, that urme white and cleue in thoſe that do raye, is a vcry evill and 
deadly token Concerning diet let che fick be uſed in this lort. Tf it be Winter, 
let him lic in a warme — it it be Sommer, let his Lodging be in a coole 
place let the aire and light be moderate, and let there not be diverſe pictures 
ia the place. And for that ſome be troubled with the light, ind ſome with dark- 
neſle, it is beſt to try them in both, and to lay him in the light which 18 afraid 
of du kneſſe, and contrarily he that is offended at the liglit, let him be in a dark 
place. But if che (ick perſon do finde no difference in the places, then, if he be 
ſtrong, let him have light; if weake, keep him in a dark place. Let his deareſt 
— come to him, and let them ſometime ſpeake gently and ſoftly unte him 
and ſomtime rebuke him ſharply, Let his meat at the fiiſt be Ptiſan broth, and 
husked Barley boiled, or the crumms of bread often dipped im aqua mulſa, that 
1s,yater & Hony ſodden togethergor in hony of Roſrs, Baile in his broths En. 
di ve,Succory,Lettuce, Mallowes, and ſuch like, which haye vertue to coole and 
moiſten. When the diſeaſe decr h, you may give h m ſcaly ſiſhes, ſuch as 
i. e in gravelly rivers. It he be very hot within, you may give hum Pomegra- 
nates,and Cherries, Let his drink be water wherein a litle Cinamon or barley 
bath been boiled, you may commixe with it firup of Violets, ar of Roles,or of 
water Lillies But beware you give them not too much at once, nor oftentimes, 
but ſceldome,and littl: at once. When ſignes of concoction appeare in the urine, 
and the vehemency of the feaver is llaked if then the fick do lack ſtrength, you 
may give him ſmall ale, Moreover let the ſick be kept quiet without moving as 
much as it is poſſiblezif he be rich let his ſervants hold him if 7 bind him. 
for innrdinate moving diminiſheth ſtrength, Alſo a bath of ſweet water is 
noe for him, if the body be dry and timpled, but he muſt uſe it blood- warme 
2 ſo it cooleth and moiſtneth, and by that meanes it cureth the drinefſe and 
eycumuch watching z but rake heed you uſe no bathing before the body be 


purged, 
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d. Moreoyer, perturbations ot the minde do hurt frentick perfons excee- 
dingly, and there tore you muſt ſuffer them to uſe nothing that will make them 
ad, or engender choler. For the cure, if ſtrengih of the patient will fufter, let 
dim bleed forthwith, for there is none ſo preſent a helpe. You muſt cut the ut«

termoſt vc ine of the atme called Cephalica, and if that appeare not, take the Vene 
middle veine, and draw out as much blood as ſtrength will ſuffer. But take ſacfis. 


heed you let him not bleed untill he (wond, as many taſhly do; tor it is better 
to take leſle then you ſhould do, the body being much weakned by vehement 
motion. You muſt take good heed, left the ſick do privily take away the band off 
his arme, to looſe it. Afterward alſo you may ſtuike the veine in the midſt ot 
the forehead. But if age or ſtrength do forbid blood · letting, then ulc cupping 
with (carification, behind in the neck or on the back bone, which be profitable, 
for that they dra back the humours that floawrto the braine. For that purpoſe 
alſo clyſtets are Ipecially to be uſed made in this fort, Re Mallow leaves, Violet 
leaves, Gndiye,and Lettuce, ana. l. j of Barley decorucate,F.1. Sebeſten, nambet 
11. leeds ot Goucds, Melons, and Cucumbers, ani 3. iij. ſeeth all theſe in ſuffici- 
ent quantity of water uutill the third part be conſumed, chen ſtraine it and take

For the ſame purpoſe alſo you may uſe juyce ot Night ſtade, and of Plantaine or 
the diſtilled waters of them, ox ſuch like herbs. If the evill be very vehement, 
moiſten his face cont inually with oile of water herein the tors of Poppy have 
been ſodden. You may allo uſe odours to his noſe of Roſes, Violets, water Liꝶ 
lies, and ſuch like. Alſo anoint his noſthrils within, & his forhead with the juyce 
of the fore ſaid herbs, for you mult ende vour to aſtony & dull the brain (Which 
burneth extremely)by cooling ir, If the ſick watch overmuch, then you mult 
apply ſuch things as provoke ſleep, as this ointment following or ſuch like, Re, 


an j oile of Violets, 3 lij ſeed of Henbane, and bark of Mane 
drake er of Op., g. ij of Saffron, g. ij V neger alitle, white Waxe 
as much as is ſufficient make an ointment and annoint the temples therewith. 
Alſo this embrocation may be uſed blood warm to the head. M flowers of Vi- 
elets,red Roſes and water Lillies, ana M. Bailey decorticate, . j ſeeds of white 
Poppy, 3. ij. ſeeds of Lettuce, g. iij ſee th the in ſufficient quantity of water unto 
the third part, and make an embrocation.

You may alſo lay under his pillow, Poppy heads, or 
Mandrake apples. You may alſo for the ſame e, give him to drink water 
wherein poppy or Henbine ſeed hath been ſodden, or ſome ſomnoriferous com- 
pound a 1s regines Nieelat ot Philoncum,or ſuch like in miniſtring wherof, you 
mult obſet ve, that you give them not in the yehemency of the fit, but in the 
declirung thereof, Beſide, note that you muſt eſchue oontinuall uſe of ſtupeta- 
ctire medicines,as well inwardly as autyvYardly alſo, For in this diſeaſe by over- 
n uch cooling you may turne the Frenkie into a Lethargy,wherby you may cauſe 
him to ſlecp lo, that you can awake him no more. Alſo it the pit ent be wi ake, 
beware how you miniſter ſtupefactive thin;s to provoke ſlee pe for in ſuch as 
bewecake (t Traflianwy ſaith) ſomnotiferous potions do no [mall hurt, and ſom- 
ume they kil, At the laſt when the diſcafe is aſſyH aged, and waxeth more gentle 
which for the moſt part chanceth the third day, you mutt apply diſcuſſiye medi- 
ones Which have yertue to diſperſe the remnant of the diſeaſe. And for that 
purpoſe you may apply the aforeſaid embrocation, adding to it betore, flowers 
of Cimmomill, Dill, Mehlot, marſh Millowes,and ſuch like There be ſome 
that at that time (the diſeaſe decliming) do apply to the head Hens or Whelpes 
cut in the midſt, ot the lungs of a Wether hot, But take good hred that no 
ſuch ching be applyed in the beginning of the diſeaſe, or in the vehemency 
thereof, tot ſo you ſhould increaſe the inflammation and the teayer, and make 
the lick in more petill. Merecover if the evil continue long, you may boile in 
theembrocarion Serpillum, that is, wilde Ihime, or Savoury. Allo in the decli- 
nation of the inflammation(as Gales teacheth) you may uſe caſt ortum, fur that 
is of ſubtile ſubſtance, and wil work his force through the skul, When the fren- 
tick perſon is recovered, let him eſchue drunkenne ſſe, idleneſſe, variety and 
corruption of meats, & ſpecially the burning heare of the Sun. Hereby you may 
learne not only the cure of the Frenſy, but alſo a remedy againſt immoderare 
watching, and raving in any ſort ingendred by fevers, when the patent is fo rex - 
ed by them (alth they come by conſent, and be but accents of the fea» 
vers) that it 8 neceflary to remedy them, leſt rhe brainc in time be thereby af. 


feed. 


CHAP. IVI. 
the Lethargie. 
Erhargm in Greek and inLatine alſo, is a diteaſe contrary to the Frenfy;for 
it cauſeth ſloggiftnes, and an — e de fire of ſleeping ſome call this 
diſeale in Latine Deternas, They that be taken with this diſeaſe do forget all 
things, whereupon it hath that name. For Leibe in Greck is forgetfulnes, & Ar- 
Et is ſlothfull or dull, ſo that Lerbargut is nothing elſe but a dull obliv ion, and 


rtherfore may be called in Latine Obltvio iners. It is cauſed of fleame which coo- 


leth the braine overmuch,and moiſteneth it, and thereby proyoketh ſeep. The 
fleame doth putriſie in the braine,and thereby cauſeth a feaver which is alwaies 
annexed with this difeaſe (as Galen teſtiſe th in his 13. Book de Met bade meden- 
di, Alſo they have al waits a profound*& dead ſlcep. Their pulſe is great & ſtri- 
kerh ſ Idome and is watery,rhat is it beateth as it were ful of water. They fetch 
their breath ſeldome and weakely, they are continually ſluggiſh and ſleepy, and 
ran ſcarefly by any meanes be compelled to anſwer. They willſomettme open 


their 
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their eyes if you cry aloud to them, and ſhut them againe forthwith : they are 
forgectull and do rave. They gape and gafpe otten and ſometime keepe their 
mouth open ſtill, as though they had —— to ſhut it. Oftentimes being te- 

red to make waret, and taking the chamber veſlell, they forget to make u- 
rine. For the moſt part their egeſtions be liquid: but contrariſe many are co» 
ſive, Theu urine is like be: 15 urine. Some of them do tremble and ſweate all 
over. Let the chamber wherein the fick doth lie be light and warme. Let his 


meats be ſuch as do extenuate, cut and dry, and let them be ſeaſoned with Api- Villu ro- 
am, Anniſe, Comin, Pepper, Cinamon, Cloves and ſuch like. Let the ficke cate rio, 


birds that live upon moumtaines, and Chickens, Partrich, I hruſh, and ſuch like. 
For pot hei bes let him uſe Aſparagu, Fenel, Parcel), & ſuch like. Alſo give him 
—2— with Barly or x, 200% Alica with Oximelor Peniroyall. Let 
his drink be Hydro mel, th it is, water and honey ſodden together, Meade, or Wa- 
tery thin white wine being aſtringent. After he hath eaten, it is not amiſſe to 
hind the extreme parts for a certaine ſpaoe, hat the vapors do not aſcend to the 
head. For the cure (if ſtrength permit, and nothing elle do let) it rs good forth» 
with to let blood. You muſt cut the middle veine or the inward ve ine of the 
atme, and draw out as much blood as ſtrength will permit. But if you may not 
laſely let blood, then muſt the bowels be ſcoured with _ clylters, whereof 
you thal find examples in the Chap. of 4poplextia. Afterward the humour aboũ- 
ding muſt be prepared with decoction of Hyſope in hony and water, or with 
Thime, Peniroyall, Mel Ro/arum,or Oxime commixed with ſytupe of Borage, 
or intuſion of Roſes, and waters of Hyſope, Betony, Mar joram, and Borage, And 
after] purge him vvith fome medicine that will —— fle ame, Vhere of yon 
* hall find examples in the next Chap. following. In the meane ſeaſon apply to 
the head Oxyrbodinum, that is, vineger ot Roſes, & that in the ne the 
humour is to be tepelled and driven back from the head, xhatſoever it be. For

Alſo annoint the palat of the mouth with ſtrong and 
medicines, as with Muſtard and Hony, ithridatum, I beriaca, powyder of Pelli- 
tory. And you muſt endeyour to pluck out the fleame that ſticketh there with 
your finger: ſometime alſo you may provoke ſnecſing with Ca/toreum, or 
per, or E Aeborus, and if they can uſe it, let them gargariſe, Andit by this meancs 
the drſcaſe be not diſſol ved, then ſhaye the head and apply to it bags of ſalt, or 
Milium, or ſuch like. Or make this decoction following, and let it run on high 
upon the ſotepart of the head N wild Thime, Hy ſope, and ſavoury, with a litle 
cat ortum, and boile them in oyle and vineget, and aſe it. Moreover, it profiterh 
to apply a Sinapi/mus, made of Figges and Muſtard ſeed beaten together with 
mnegrt.Afterward-you muſt apply to the kunder partot the head cupping glaſles

ri ae. You muſt anoint the ſhare with oyle of Revy, wherein a little CaſForeunm is 
mixed, you mult give him in drink ſuch things as do extenu itc and cut groſſe 
11d clammy humours, as be decoctions of Apin u, Fennell, Maidenhaire & ſuch 
like, You mut admonith the lick t o dowar ſuch potions often, and 
therefore yau may drop it into his mouth with a ſuckling boxe.In t ie Lethar- 
gy it continneth long if ſtrength do permit, you may miniſter Hiera ex c_ 
thide, and provoke him to incele with the medicines afore named. At the laſt 
when the diſcaſe he zinneth to decline, geftation on horſeback, or ina litter is 
profitable, and bathing is excecding good at that time: but the head of the lick 
may not be yet by any meancs. And if the ſick for lack of ſtrength cannot a» 
bide the heate of the bath, at the leaſt let him be waſhed at home in a veſſell of 
warme water, Let him be (ſcoured ia the bath with ſharpe Sope, a8 with wine 
ces burnt, with Muſtard ſeed, bellitoty, Pepper, Laurel berries, quick lime, a 
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CHAP. XVII. 
Of Memory loſt. 

Emoria deperdita, the loſſe of Memory chanceth ſometime alone, and 

ſometimeteaſon is hurt with it. It is cauſed of the Lethargy and other ſo- 
porifcrous diſeaſes. It commeth to paſſe alſo that the ſopotiferous diſeaſes being 
ended, there enſueth fotgetfullneſſe: which when it chanceth, then a cold 
diſtemper is the cauſe that the memory is 1 or grieyoully hurt. This 
coldneſſe hath ſometimes moiſtneſle joyned with it, and ſomerime drinefle : 
ſometime any one of the former diſtempers may cauſe this diſeaſe alone; there. 
fore the Phyſition muſt diligently diſcerne the cauſes. The cauſes of this diſeaſe 
be either externall or internall: if they be internall, either abundance of fleame 
or melanchsly is cauſe of it. If there be no ſignes of choſe humouts abounding, 
then muſt it needs come of ſome externall cauſe, eſpecially if it come not 
through extreame old age, The externall cauſes you may learne by relation of 
the ſick, and thoſe that are about him, 3s if any diſeaſe be newly paſſed, and ſo 
turned into obliyion, orat medicines were miniſtced inwardly,or applyed out- 
wardly tu the head, which have vertue to coole extremely. Or if it came of im- 
moderate labour, with ſtady and watching, ot ſuch like, It the memory be but 
a licle hurt it betokeneth that the brane is but a little cooled If reaſon be lol 
togethet with the memary, then the affect is called Fatuiras or ſt ultitia, that u, 
fool ſhnes or doltiſhnes and both theſe dy come of one 1 but that u 
more vehement where borh are hurt, As touching ſignes, if onely a dry diſtem- 
per occupying the hinder part of the head doe cauſe this evill, then overmuch 
watching troableth the ſick. It onely a moiſt diſtemper be cauſe of it, then they 


xe lcavy and inclined to fleep, & their ſleepes be long and ttoubleſome.Iſ wy 
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convenient. But if the memory faile 


do add to it Pepper, and Lauicll berries, Allo caſ ercum is profitable being 
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be joyned with moiſture, it engen dieth the Lethargy and Carm, herof we will 
intreate in the next Chapt -r I hereture in them that have loſt theit memory 
you muſt obſerve their ſlec pes, whether they be over lleepy, or in a meane, or 
lee pe not at all tor ſo ſhall you find hat diſtemper doth moſt abound. Betides 
ou muſt mark whether th y avoid any thing at the noſe, or whether any thing 
diſtill from the head by then mouth, or whether thole parts be altogether 
dry, For by them you may like wiſe conjecture the diſte mper abounding. And 
fc ame be cauſe of the e vill, you ſhall perceive it not onely by immoderate 
lleepe, and abundance ot excremeats delcending from the bratae (as is afote- 
fad) but allo by the diſpohtion of the ſick, by lus age and his complexion, by 
the t me of the yeare, the region, the ſtare of che aue, and the diet that he uſed 
b-fore For al thoſe or the moſt part of thein incline to cold and moiſture. Likes 
yx ſe if melancholy aboundin be cauſe of the diſeaſe, you ſhal know it, for that 
the ſick is not ſlee py at all, neither doth he ayoid any excrements at all from 
the braine: beſides. the ſtate of his body and all other circumſtances above re- 


hearſed, incline to cold and drincfle, His diet mult be diyerſe, according tothe v icla rg. 


diverficy of the cauſes, But whatloever the cauſe be, let the ure that the ſick te- 
maineth in, be inclining to heat, and let his lodging be light: let not his win» 
dowes be Nbrth nor South, for the one CE and the other filleth the head. 
Let him eſchue much ſleepe, eſpecially ia the day time, and upon a full ſtomack. 
Bur note if the diſcaſe he cauſed of a cold and moiſt diſtemper, then the whole 
order of his diet muſt be hot and drie. But if the cauſe be cold and drie, then 


muſt the diet be altugether ſuck as will heat and moiſten. As touching the cure, curatio. 


it lofle of memory be cauſed by vchement purgations, or other immoderate e- 


vacuations, or by {wound?ng often, and ſo oyermudh dt meſſe do hurt the me- 


mory, then miniſtet no medicines, but only reſtote the body by good diet For 


the body being corroborate, & ſtrength rene ved, the memory wil come againe. 


It you require to knovy what things are requiſite tor ſach a diet, you ſhall find it 
in the Chaptet of the fe ver hectick. If the memory be loſt by extreme age, then 
Ph yſick will nothing availe but — they muſt content themſelves with diet 

uddeuly, the other members of the body 
being ſafe, then the falling ſicknes is to be feared, ot the palſie, ar the Apoplexy. 
And therfore in ſuch a caſe you muſt provide diligently by all meanes, ho no 
ſuch thing chance as 48 to be teared, You may prevent thoſe diſeaſes by the ſame 
remedies that you would uſe in the cure of them being preſent. And if the me- 
moiy ful by means of other diſcaſes,as through the Lethargy or Peſtilence, thẽ 
medicines for cure therof ire to be uled. The whole ſcope of curing the diſeaſe, 
at it come only of a cold diftemper of the brain, conſiſte ch in heating You mult 
therforc miniſter me dicines chat have vertne to heat as well inwardly as out- 
wardly. Outwardly you muſt annoint the head with warm oile, & that in Som- 
ct. In winter annointit with oile of [reos c6mixed with ſharp vineger, & ſom- 
time boile wild Thime, & Calamint, & ſuch like in the oile, and ſo uſe it, Some 


commixed with oile, & annointed upon the hinder part of the head. Alſo this 
o»mrment it very good. M. of Oleum de lateribns, and vile of (aft artum, ana. x. f.

But for the moſt 
part (as e tins itneſleth)it is cauſed of a cold and dry melanchol ck hunour, 
Trouvling the hinder partof the head and brain Thus ditcale invadeth a man 
ſuddenly, and taketh away ſpeech and ſenſe from him: he hearech nothing, he 
anſwercth nothing, his breath is ſcarcely to be perceived, but he lieth as he were 
dead. His pulſe is (mall and weak, and very thick. His egeſtion and urine are 
detained, ot els they come fo: th in [mall quantity: and thit is not in refpeR of 
drines, for the ſick ſometime doth abound with much moiſtu e, but for lack 
of ſenſe. Their face is ſometime red, and that is when th evill is ingendred of 
blood; and ſometime it is (Mart, and that is when mclancholy way the di- 
ſcale; Moreover the eyes in is diſeaſe remain inmoveable, as though they 
were trozen. This evil differeth fromCarw(as Gales ſaith)tor that in it the eye 
ids are ever ſhut, but in this diſeaſe they ſometi ne remaine open. The diet 
in this eyill muſt be divers according to the divertity of cauſes, Let his food be 
Ptiſan broth, and ſuch like. Let his drink be Aqua Aſulſa well boyled or Barley 
water, or ſmall Ale, for leeing they fume not into the head, they do much 
ood. It is hurtfull for them to drink water,for it cauſeth windines,ſyelleth 
the ſplene, and quencheth nat thirſt. As — the cure, if the face of the 
ſick be ruddy, and blood ſeeme to abound, if ſtrength permit and years, let him 
forthwith bleed on the outwardmoſt vein of the arme, and let him bleed ac- 
cording to his ſtrenzth. Afterward it the head be hot, apply thoſe things that 
coola For that purpoſe you may boyle the ſhels of Poppy heads in oyle and 
annoint the head therwith, But in other that have their face ſwart,and ſo kave 
tokens of melancholy abounding,you mult firſt cleanſe the guts with clyſters, 
made of flowers of Borage, Bugloſſe, Fumitory, Time, Epithimum, roots of Po. 
lypody,leavesof Sene, adding to it oylesof Cammomill, and Dill, and Coſi, 
Diacatbolicen, Dia/ena,or conſeftio Hamech,in convenient quanti 1 
(hall find examples afterward in the Chap. of Melarcholia And if the belly be- 
come not ſoluble by this means, then it is not amiſſe to boyle in the former de. 
coction roots of E leborus niger. The head muſt be annointed with oyle wherin 
wild Thime is ſodden, or with oyle of Lillies or Dill, or ſuch like, and that you 
muſt do chiefly when the head ſeemeth cold. Morover if his urine appeare groſſe 
and thick, you muſt give him to drink the decoction of Dill, Apium, Cal. 
mint, and ſuch like as kave vettue to extenuate. It profiteth alſo to annoint all 
their whole body with oyle of Dill, lpecially in winter. Alſo they that have 
ttembling with this diſeaſe, may have, 3 j of Caſt oreum commired with 4 
Mulſa,and powred into their mouth. The reſt that concern the cure of this diſ- 
eaſe may be gathered partly out of the Chapters of the Frenſy andLethargy be- 
tore,and partly out of the Chapter of Melancholy following.

Therfote you mult make a difle1ence between theſe two 
kinds, The ſlee ping Coma (25 Galen witnefleth) is ſometime cauſed by over- 
much moiſt ering of the brain, as it chanceth to many diynken perſons, Alſo 
in feayers,only hot and moiſt yapours aſcen ding from the inſeriour parts, and 
moiſtning the brain, do cauſe this evill, Moteover ſomet me enly cold occu- 
pying the forepart of the brain is cauſe of this vill. Sometime profound fleep 
is cauſed of coldnes and moiſtnes joyned together, The other evill called Vi- 
gilans ſopor, ot Coma, that ic, the watching drauſines, is cauſed of fleame mixed 
with choler,and for the molt part it cometh for lack of ſtrength, that they are

not able to keep open their eye lids. I he party that is vexed with the ſopo- gige. 


riferous and (lee py Come,doth ſleep with his neather jaw open, and as often as 
he is awaked, he talleth into a new ſleep forthwith, They that have the wat- 
ching coma. ſpeak they wot not What, and they lic with their whole body aut 
ot order, and they have partly ſuch ſignes as — in the Frenſy, and putly 
lach as in the Lethargy. The cure is of two ſotts, according to the diverſity ot 
the evils. Fox in the ſoporifetous and ſleepy Coma, you mult uſe theſe remedies 
that are preſcribed inthe Chapters of Carws, and the Lethargy 2 and to ſpeak 
bricfly St. the whole body is purged, if the evill be cauſed of moiſtnes, then 
you muſt apply ſuch things as will dry the brain, made with ſharp vinegar, 
and Roſes, and Cammomill commixed, and you may alſo let the fume therof 
go up into the noftrils It it be cauſed of cold, then apply oile of Dil, and Cam- 
momill warmed ; and if the cold be great you may ſomtime boyle in oyle, Pe- 
niroyall and Dill, and uſe it. But if the evill be cauſed of cold and moiſture joy - 
ned toge ther, than muſt it be cured as the Lethargy. It it come of weaknes and 
lack ac ſlrength, than you may uſe reſtoratives to recover it again. Suppoſita- 
ries are very good to be uſed in theſe kinds of diſeaſes, for Tos they ſtirt and 
proyoke nature For the watching coma, lince it conſiſteth of mixed and contra- 
ry cauſes, it mult be cut ed by contrary medicines, partly as the Fren(y, and part» 
ly as the Lethargy. And to know which of them you mult uſe moſt, you may 
learne that by the humour moſt abounding. For if team abound more than cho. 
ler, then you muſt uſe moſt the remedies againſt the Lethargy : but if contrari« 
vile choler do abound, than muſt your remedies be for the moſt part ſuch as are 
good againſt the Frenſy. And therfore you may ſeek convenient remedies out of 
thoſe Chapters as occaſion ſerveth.

&d of a ge melancholy hum. Concerning ſignes, there goeth before this 
dilenſe a tall ind harp pY 1 of the head, and alwelling' of the vernes in the 
neck, the Verto, and big Helle before che eyes, allo cold of the extreame 
parts without cauir,pimnting of the whole body, flovenes to move, and gnave. 
ing of the tecth We the Heep. Their urine is little in quantity, black, like 
ruſt and canker in metall and hath a retidence like meale. They that fall into 
ths dſesſe, do lack ſ e alt igether, they lye as they wete afleep with their 
eyes thit, and dont. Uhe vehemency and greitnes of this diſerfe may be 
eitcerned by the impediments that they haye in breathing, Fot when it is very 
much differing from natutall order, it betokeneth the yehemency of the dil- 
eaſe, and that it is a great and ſtrong Apoplexy. But when' there is a little im- 
arment in the breathing, then you may judge that there is but little hurt in 
the brain, ind ſo you may account it a fmall and Wee Apoplexy. The wort 
and ſtiongeſt Apoplexy is, wherin the breathing is ſo dimrniſhed that it can 
vety hardly be pero ved: and that is ahmoſt as evill, whexin the breath ſtop. 
peth for a while,and then is fetched with great violence. I his diſeaſe for the 
moſt part doth chance to old men, which be of 1'flegmatick complexion, and 
which do uſe ſuch a diet as incteaſerth fleame, But it ſo be it invade any young 
rſan, and that in Sommer ſeaſon, it is moſt perilous This diftafe is uncura- 
e, or at the leaſt it is ſeldome cure d And therfore Heppocrates writeth in the 2 
Aphor. of his ſecond book:it is impoſlible (faith he) to cure a vehement Apo- 
plexy, and net eaſy to cure àa weak one, For it threatneth ſpeedy death. Be- 
kde, if ir chance by medicines to be taken avvay, for the moſt part it departeth 
traving the Palfey behind it, either in the whole body, or in ſome part therof; 
Often Aſo it corrupterh the memory, wherupvn we may conclude that reme- 
dies ate not to be uled againſt a ſtrong Apoplexy, for that is of nature deadly. 
But if ir be weakywhich you may knovy by the ſignes aforeſaid, although there 
be ſmall hope roremedy it, yet (s Galen teſtifieth) convenient remedics being 
mintred, it may perhaps be cured as experience hath proved in ſome, Thole 
therfore whole cure is not alregether deſperart, if there be fignes of plenitude 
& fulnes,& ſtrẽgth permit alſo,nmaſt be ler bloud on both the cephalica veins. 
But you muſt foretell the peril;for hloudletting Noth cither kil them, or deli ret 
them ſo that if aftet bloodletting(aith t ius) both moving & ſenſe come not 
unto him gain, chereis nn inbre hope. Tou muſt not draw away much bloud 
at once, bnt rather at ſundty times, and you muſt have regard to his pulſe, the 
tolowr hi fact and his bteachig.

I his done, cauſe him to ſhue his eye, and apply thereto n 
pluſter ot flixe and the white of an egge, and cauſe him to lie in hi bed nme 
daies together, removing the plaiſtei three times on the day, and three times 
on the night, without any other ſtirring of it. Provided that he lie ina very dark 
place z and let his diet be thin, as rete egges, andwhite bread, And if he be 


young and luſtie, let his drink be water, but it his body be weake, let him drink 


wane well lymphate, or ſmall Ale: for truly much nouriſhment would 

the cure, by engendring much bloud in the eye, which is very hurtfull no in 
the beginning of the healing of it. The niath day beiug piſſed, let him riſe and 
waſh his eye well with faire cold water,and he ſhal enjoy lua ſight by the helpe 
of God, even as he did before, although ſome of the Catatads be fairer hea-

Aftei this fort ace all the eu- 
zxableCararaRts healed, (I meanc) by the nerdle, which muſt be made of gold, 
gl ver, ot of cleane Spaniſh late n: tor won and ſteele ate very britle and tran- 
g ble. And if chæ Cotat ad ſhould prove hard in drawing downe, the point may 
taſilybteak, vbuch if it ould abide in the eye, it would in time conſume the eye 
through abaundance of teates and greatnefle of painc, 
CHAP. XXXII. 
Of the three kinds of Cataratts wicurable. 

He firſt kinde of Catoracts uncurable, the Phyſitions call Gutta ſerena, and 

che figne of the knowing thereof is th s. when the pups}! of che eye is black 
and clcaregas though it had no ſpot, and the eyes ate alwnes moving, aud the 
eye-lids do tremble as if they were full of quickfilyer This kind of Cataract u 
cauſed of a cortuption in the mothets womb,and therfore they tharhave them 
are for the moſt part borne blind, & rherfore they beſto their {abour in vaine 
that o ſſay to cure them tor the nerves optick be oppilate and mortiſied, ſo that 


no medicines can pte vaile, although many that have this kind do ſee the light of | 
che dun and the ſtature of a man even to their lives end, We cal it Gutta ſerera, 


becauſe it is engendred of a water that falleth fr the braine, of the which trul 
one litie drop corrupterh & diſſolyeth all the hmours of the eyes, and ſtop 

the hollow nerues & line wes, fo that the viſible ſpirtis may no more pafle tho- 
rough chem. I he ſecond Cataract incurable, is that which appearerh in the eye 


of a greene colour, like water ſtanding in moiſt places, not mach moved nor re» | 


moved j this is the moſt dangerous kind of all, if there be d ny degtets in them, 
and it is — — by the overmuch coldnoſſe of the braine, and by great buffe- 
gingand beating about the head, by great faſting ,and ſuch other like. The third 
uncurable Cataract is, when rhe pupil of the eye is dilated and ſpread (ofarre, 
that no circle may be ſeene within the tunicles of the ey: $,& the dye ſeemeth al 
black,orelfe all white. And thus are the three kinds of Cataracts uncurable di- 
Ainguried and knowne. which wil forbid the practitione ts to deale with them.

and the cauſcs of the uncutable, I will ſpeake of other maladies of the eyes cau- 
ſed and occafroned of the foure humours, as bloud, fleame,choler,and me lan- 
holy, But firſt I will treat of bloud; thtough the abundance whereof often« 
times there growerh a tedneſſe in the eyes, with great burning, and afterward 1t 
tueneth rogredt itch: and this diſeaſe maketh the haire of the eye lids to fall 2+ 
way,and ot many it leavech not one hate: & if this malady be not cured within 
ont ye ite t will make the eye-l1ds to tur ne up, and make the patient blear- eyd. 
But before it commeth to that exttemity, it may be cured by this Colluy, which 
chey cal co Hrtum vero vymitanũ, Vhich is made in this vvtſe. N. Tutty of Alex- 
ander, g. and beat it Faro {mall powder, and __ it wel with two pounds of 
wh.te wine (that is) a quart,and put therto, 2 %. of dry Roſes, and baile it with a 
ſoking fire, till the wine be halfe vvaſted, and then cleanſe it through a lianen 
doth, tokeep it in 4 violl glaſſe, and mot ning and evening pur ſome of it into 
che eye: and if 1x be taken betunes, the patient ſhall be cure d within a weck or 
to at the moſſ . Nevertheleſſe before you apply this Colliry, it frall be good (N 
the patient be young) to let him bloud on the veine that is in the midſt of the 
forehead: or if he be aged, to purg the brain with theſe pils: N. of the beſt Alocs, 
red danders, Eſula, a d Revvborbe, ana g. ſũ Turbith, Catapurta minor and Aga 
rick, ina. 3 confeR them with the juyce of Mug vort, uid miniſter to the py 
tient according to his ſtrength And truly theſe pils are not only good tor the 
itch of the eyes, bur alſo for all manner of itch or ſcab, ot what humour Coever 
t be cauſed, There be other diſeaſes alſo of the eye ingendced of bloud,is the 
Ophthalmy and Pannicles: and theſe kinds of infirmnes are tied to the ſcaſon 
of the yeare,for they commonly happen about the end of Auguſt, aud ſo forth 
to the end of September; and the rather then, betiuſe they proceed of the ca- 
ring of variety of fruits. The Ophthaloy is thus deſcribed. An Ophthalmg 
is u corrupt bloud nigendred of hot humours, and cofrmonty it ſtandeth an 
appeureth in the ite of the eyes, and round about the tunicles and blackneſſe 
of the eye, and it proccedeth of immodetate ſorrow and butning, and af abun- 
dance of teares, hich cauſerh the eyes to ſvvell, and makes them to bolne, thit 
from that time forth the patient may take no reſt nor ſleep: for it ever ſe - 
meth to him that his eyes are full of gravell ot of tho: nes, or of ſmoake. In this 
kind of infirmity it is good to aſe this , which many (in teſpect of the 
norable yertve thereof) do call Pu vis benediflms,vehich is thus made. Re white 
Sarcocoll, and beat it to very fine powder, amd fl rhe patierits eye with tt, and 
let him lie with it wide open till the poder be conſumed: ond in the mean 
time make a plaiſter of flaxen herds, andi it well in cold water, (Which 
when you have draified out with your hand, lay it on the patient his eye, Which 
be ſhall ſt /i keep apen, and it will procure him totake his reft very Well. Many 
ignorant practitioners,yvhile they have endeavoured ro cure this infirmity with 
many impertinent medicines, have added ſorrovy to ſorrow, and have brought 
the eye without his lids, and ſo made it uncurable, which by the foreſaid pow 
der might cafily have been healed. And note;tharthere be ſome ,vhich by the 
oecaſion of the Ophthalmy, are greatly troubled in their eyes, and have them 
fumous and muſty : which proceederh of evill keeping, or becaule they cate 
contrary meates, Now if ſuch happen, the braine muſt be purged with thele 
E 2 pills: 
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ls: N Pol. pody, E ſule,Myrobolant Citrini, and Rewbarbe, ana 5.) Maſtick, 
Quibibes,S — — Indiæ, Cynamon, ans. 3. . confect them with 
Mulke or juyce of Quinces, and mituſtet to the ſjck according to his ſtrength, 
and after this purgation miniſtet —. and evening of the Electuary of 
Diaolibanum ſolari mit anum, as before, And moreover put into his eye a wder 
called Pulvis Nabetus,the making wherot we will ſhew in the cure of the third 
pannicle, But this muſt be done only in the morning and evening; put in his 
eye the powder called Pulvis Alexandrinum as before, and this do till the patient 
hath recovered lus health, keeping him in the meane time from hurttuli meats. 


C HAP XXXIIII. 
Of Pamnicler, 

Tr Pannicles have the ſame cauſe that the Ophthalmy hath, that is to lay, 
ſuperfluuty of bloud Somtime they are ingendred ot cvill keeping, and 
ſomt / mes by great paines in the head, as the Megrim, where the extremity of 
png aſcending into the temples, ind ſo into the browcs,maketh the veines to 
eat, by which painefull beating the cyes arc troubled. There be foure kinds of 
Pannicles : the fiſt is, when upon the tunicle ſalvatrice there growerh a little 
pearle like the ſeed or graine of a corne called in Latine Mr4ium.

T he fourth is when ail the 
eye appeareth white, and no blackneſſe, neither of the tunicle, neither of the 
light appeareth, The firſt pannicle is neither cured . ch laxatives nor powders, 
nor Colliries, nor Electuaties, nor yet with Caurcrics;tor any of theſc (if they be 
miniſtred) do annoy rather then help But you ſhall make this precious oint 
ment for the cure oft, which of many practitionets is proved to be of great 


credit Re. forty tender crops of the Bramble, and ſtampe them ſmall, and a good 


handfull of Rew,powder of Alabaſter,th j G powder of Fenel ſeed, 3 ſ.oile of 
Roſcs,ff, j ali theſc incorporate well togethet, put into a new earthen pot with 
1 quart of ne white-wine,and to all theſe pur Z.1i:þ.ot dry Howers of Cammo-

I heſe being hrſt made cold, and then received with 
Wooll, and holden up alott, you mult prefle it with your hand, and let it 
drop dowae upon the focepart of the head, and that continually, while 
the feaver doth decline: then aſterward bring the ficke into a bath. If any 
perſon have thus teayer through cold, he mult alſo be brought to a bath in the 
remiſſion of his ic, ind his head mult be nowifſhed both before and after the 
bathing with oyle of zreos, and oleum Nardinum, aud luch like. For they that 
haye a teaver through th s cauſe, have need of mediciaes that can heate, and 
remoye conſtipation and binding, They that laboui of a Diaria feaver through 
hunger in che declination of the fit, you mult bring them ſtraight uato a bach, 
and powring upon them much (weete oyle warmed, rubbe them ſoltly, and 
you mult kee pe chem long in the water of the Warme bath, that thereby he 
arineſſe which hunger hath cauſed in the body, may be corrected and amen» 
ded by the oyle and the bach, When they be come out of the bath, you muſt 
zecreate and tefre ſh the ſtitength with convenient meates, and. then you muſt

When the kit 
declineth,they mutt be waſhed, Allo they mult be nouriſhed with a thin and 
ſcarce diet, becauſe in them the ſubſtance of their body is not loſt, Allo they 
muſt be kept trom wine tor the cauſes atoreſaid, And this (ufficerh for the cu- 
ring of a Diaria feayer, being ſo called fimpliciter without any addition. 


CHAP. III. 
Of a Diarie laſting moe dates. 
Hana t is another kind of Diaries, Which is named Diaria Plurtum die. 
rum, for no other cauſe but becauſe it exrendeth and continueth unto the 
third day. It is otherwiſe called Synochus non putrida he ancient A. thots 
have called this feaver Diaria, becauſe it is of the ſame nature that tight Dia- 
ties are of; for it endeth afrer the firſt fit, if it be tightly and well handled, 
This feaver is cauſed of thickning or ſtepping of the pores and pafſ1ges of the 
skinne. That thickning (as Galen witneſſeth) doth chance either becauſe the 
ſmall pores are ſtopped up, or becauſe they waxe narrower, or alſo becauſe 
the body it ſelf is modetately thickned; which is wont to chance through-cold, 
or afcer i hat. or by a medicine that is very fharpe and reſtr;Qive, or through 
burning of the Sunne, and other ſuch like which can drie the kinne. Ibis fea. 
yer mayde'knovne firſt by touching: for in them that have it, the ain is felt 
harder, and more compact together then it is wont to be: Secondarily you 
may know ths feaver by moving of the heate : for at the touching it ſeemeth 
entle and calie ; but attetward, if you hold fill your hand longer, the heate is 
Harper Thirdly, yournay know this feaver by the urine, which is much al- 
tered from his naturall ſubſtance and colour: for the blond doth not boyle 
very much, neither is there much choler ingendred, whereby the urine ſhould 
be made higher coloured. Fourthly 2 may know it by the bigneſſe of the 
which keepe th one Rate, and not fall away, becauſe the thicknefle 
of the kin doth let rhe difloly:vg of the vapows and moiſture 3 and therefore

mult dra out ſo much bloud 6 Rrepgeh of. the patient wall ſuffer. And 
know this tor a ſutety, that unlefle you ule this remedy to thoſe which by aa- 
ture have their body unapt to breath out yapours becauſe of abundance, it 
will come to paſſe that eithet they ſhall be choated, ox be 1a d unger of otten 
(wounding, uuleſſe great ſtrength, or much ſ eating, or large fluxe of bloud 
do deliver chem from death. Ihe body being emptied by bloud- letting, hort · 
ly after miniſter meates and medicines which can cleanſe and ſcoute. The 
mcates which can do this in feaveis (as Gale witneiſeth) be Priſanand Aſulſa. 
The medicines be Pri/an,and Oxime!, and things ſodden in Mulſa, as be Cala- 
mint, Hyſope, Ocigan, Serpidlum, lreot, and Apium. But all thele be hotter then 
they ouzut to be, and therefore they intlame and kindle teavers, as alia Wine 
doth. Oximet doth only ſcoute and cleanſe ſtrongly, and doth mot inflame and 
kindic feavers, ſo that it doth diſſolve thole things that be glutiuous, clammy, 
taugh and gtoſle, and it &livereti the conduits, pores and paſſiges from ob- 
ſtructions and ſtoppings.

Stronger things be, /reor, roote of Paxex, and 
Ariſt oloc bia, and Aſulſa waich is of a meane commixiuon ; but that Mulſs 
ſcoureth moſt of all chat is pure,which is, when there is but a litle water mixed 
with Honey, ſo that the melted Honey may caGly enter into the ſmall pores 
of the skigne. Szroager ſcouters then theſe, . be, the froth of Salt. peter, the 
Salt-peter it kalle ag then Apbonitrum : Sope is one of them that is able to 
coure muſt of all. Moreover, after a bath, you muſt give the patient no- 
thing but water which hach had 3 litle Apium ſodden in it, although there be 
three houres ſpace betw/eene the bathing and the ſuſpected houres, But if the 
fir doth inyade the patient in the evening, or two houres ſooner. then you may 
waſh him in the morning, and give him meate, but you. mult give him onely 
juyce of Priſan.

Yxocuy s in Greek, is a Feayer, wherein one kt continuing perpetu 
ally trom the beginning to the ending, remameth many daies, or eſſe it is 
fever which is without all great mutation untill the end'ot it. Herenpon it is 
called in Latine continens Febris, and in Engliſh it may be called, a conflanr 
and table Feaver, There be three ſundry differences of the ſe conſtant teavers, 
as appeareth before in the expoſition of feavers. This Feavct Synochua putrt- 
ds, or contitens Febris, is cauſed when all the humours do purrifie and rot e- 
qually rogether within all the veſſels, and ſpecially in the great vellels, which 
be about the arme holes and the ſhare ; which is went to chance, When ate 
verous beate is retained and kept in of a vehemcat binding and ſtopping, 
which is within the body. For whatſocyer things be hot and moiſt, and may 
hardly breath or fume aut, they puttiſie and tot quickly and readily. There. 
fore this kinde of Feavcr is not engendred nor kindled in folke that be lcane 
and ſlender; nor in them that have a thinne ard tore ſtare of their body, nor in 
a cold temperament of the body, nt in a cold aye : but for the moſt part it 
ingendreth iu them which do abound with bloud, and in thoſe that be hot, 
as well by their age and nature, as by excrciſes and diet, and fpecially it kind. 
leth in them that be flcthic,grofle, and thicke bodied, or elf{c in then that be 
ſtuffed with hot excrewents. They which have this ſeavet, their pulſe is vc iy 
great, vehement, quick, ſre quent aud equall: the conſt tut ios ot ſut ſtance 
of the arteries is ne thet hal det not ſofter then it Mould be by nature, but 
the quckne ſſe and frequency of it, is according to the grestneſle of the feaver z 
and theſe Gones are common with the Ggnes of the Draria plurtu derum. 
Bur e in ch Feavet there be ſignes of rotten ne ſle, a d rho as well 
in the urme as in the pute, and by the quaſiy of unkind hecte. The cure of this 
Fcayer muſt be begunne wich letting of bioud + yd it vettue and nate be 
ſtrong, and no othet notable thing ro ſtop or let it, you muſt draw bloud till 
he do faint and fwound.

Epinyh doth muck differ from Avicen his Planta noctu, although the Greek wolf, 
word Epinyfis doth draw his orig mall from the night. But theſe Sulaming, as 
Galen ſaith, lib 4 pb. ApFor 21 arereckned amonyſt thoſe kind ot puſkes or 
whelkes, Which ſtieuing n the very ſuperficter of the body, do prick and ſhoor, 
not unlike to our common ulcers; and they come (as their name doth declare) 
by many biltous ſwears, which bite the E nne, and make it to itch and prick 
luke ulcers. But this aſtect is common to boyes and young men, and to thole 
which are cholerick, and in the time oft heate: but it is fo eaſie ro be cured, 
that of ir ſelfe (without any aid) it will heale, ripening with awhite top. But 
Avi ene thinks, that theſe deſudations, by thert deſcription, agree rather with 
Cel/us his Exanthemata,then with Galen his Sudamina But he who wil obſerve 
the nature of the words, will think that Avicen his deſudations may well be De/udati- 
the Greeks Hidra,whuch the Latins call Sudamir a. But we n uſt not follow the ener. 
names ſo much among the Birbartan and Arabian Writers, but the genuine Avicene. 
and fincere deſcriptions ot the things tbemſelves. Pſydracey or Praca, are Pſydraces. 
s Which abiding in the very uttetmoſt part of the skin, areretembled to 
[adders excited by hie, which are called PhlyFeve Theſe riſe ſpecially in the 
head ft acion is not truly read in Celſas for Fh dracion. Thoſe puſhes which 
grow in the skinne, firſt comming by thick humouts ſtuffed in the skinne, 
and are commonly called Aſerbili and ariole of Galen, becauſe they (well, orbit 
and waxe big, as it wete the bud ofa flower, they are called Fxanthemata, but Vario! - 
of Hippocratet (becruſe thy do breake our of — they are tetmed grnrbes 
ES ata. For &y3G+, whereof Fxam bema is derived, ſigniſieth a flower, and ra. 
pehvery (wherevt Ens commeth) ſign fieth to burſt out Plinie calle th ſuch — 
pull es, whelks; and the eruptions of flegme. Hut theſe ate of two kinds fer 
ſo ne of them are ſteep, and forme yo out into breadth Thoſe which ate ſteep, 
do grow of amore thinne and hot humour, and excite itch: but thee 
which are btoad do fiow, and proceed from 2 mere cold and thick hu- 
mour, and do not a whit procure ich. Fhe firft ſort, of the common phy- 
ſteons are knavene by the name Morbili : the ſecond by this name Dariolæ. 
But the Frenchmen prepoſterouſly*abufing the names, have called tlie lo 
au broad kind Ru , but the higher fort Particle. aer lib.

26. to have altogether ment another thing from Impctiga, 
and that it was tarte away a worſe evill then that which the Greeks compre» 
heud under the nunc of Lychene, although in his Phylick he hath wtcrpreted 
ſometime Lyckene among the Greeks, to be /mpetige, and the like diſeaſe 
called Mentegre, he termeth allo iu the fame place Lychene. Furchermure, the 
ſame Plinie tepotteth, that this evill crepe farlt into Italy inthe raigne of Ti- 
Lerias Ceſar, which gtiefe in all the time befoge was unknowae to all Europe, 
much leſſe unto /taly. It was of ſo great fil tſuneſſe and corruption, that any 
death was to be preferred or withed befate it, aid alſo of ſo great infection, 
that by the {witt piſlage thercof, onely by killing one another it inſected the 
people, but chuctly thoſe that were governors and rulers among them, This 
evill began almoſt at the chin, for that it did chictiy aff:&t and anuoy, wheres 
upon it took his name Mentagra. I his perhaps is that (cab, Which cextaine 
of che Frenchmen call mala dartra. Galen alſo ſeemeth to acknowledge this 
diſcaſe: for in bis firſt booke de medicam: compo/; ſecundum lacos, he temem- 
breth a molt vile kind of pete of the chin, Which (as he ichcarſerh out of 
Crito) vokcth itching it afflicteth alſo the patients, and bringech them into 
no (mal Gogh For ſomti nes (faith he) it tunneth over the whole face, and 
gocth up to the very eyes, and u cauſethi the greateſt de fornuty of the body 
almoft that can be: which deſcription of Ane Ja, doch conſent in all things 
with che Mentagre of Plinie. But they do xcatiy etre, which do think that 
this molt contagious ye bene, called of Plinie wemtapra, is that diſeaſe which 
at this day commonly ſome do call Gallicum mn un, lem Neapolitanum, o- 
therſome not beating any hate or in jus y to cher countries, do call it Vencreuu. 
Far this inſection was altogether unknowne tu the ancien Phyſitions, and allo 
of the former age FA of all it crepe into Nearolis in the yeare after the 
incacnation.ol ChiilF49 3. at Which time C beriet the eight, the molt nes

cible King of France did overcome and win the Alpes, going about alſo to 
inyade /raty,altiough not long before, 1 had {pred it ſelte abroad through the 
countries ot Spaine,as ſome repott. Whertore having as it were the oryg mall 
and beginning trom chence, it began to be called Hi/ panica luet, the Spanmth 
Hence : which plagne being ſent upon the earth as it were by the juſt re- 
vengement of God (as we may tlunke) for their filthy and abominabls 
whoredome forbidden of God, hath corrupted and overthrowne with the 
contagion thereof a — of humane kind, For the (ame ſiekneſſt the 
magiſtrates and oftcer$raſted of, the priſoners and captives felt, the heads of 
ther countries ſuſtained, and the common people alſo were infected withall : 
ſo ſwitt was the paſſage thereof from one to another: and now allo it ſtrayeth 
and wandereth through the countries of Spaine, France, /taly,and all Europe, 
to the great annoyance of the people. I hexe are alſo cert une puſhes behdes 
thele, reheatſed even now out of Av icen ih. 4. called Glande/e,which do ſceme Puff ule 
to diſter nothing from the diſeate called Ganglion, but in reſpect onely of the glandoſe. 
tefſcr or the greater. There is mention allo made by the ſame Avices ' nn

little book which he intitule f /acqualis inte mperiet, writing after this man- 

| Nach he) as ſoone as ut hath once placed it 
lelfe in the muſcle, f:{t che greater arteries and veines are filled and ſtret - 
ched out, then by cheir mcancs the leſſer are diſtended, and fo it proceedeth 
untul it commeth to the leaſt of all. In themen a fluxe us ſtrougly compact 
together, and can no longer be cont uned. part thereof iſſueth out through the 
cntteme parts of them, and part is (traiged out through the holes of the tus 
macles, and is ſpeedily Lent forth ; and then thole void places ate filled with the 
faxe, vwhuch are berweene th belt and chickeſt bodies. Thus all things pro» 
ceedi ag af the humour, do waxe hot in every place, and alſo are ſtill powred 
forth.

To the which allo may be added a fifth thing, which is, the facility (as ] may 
terme 1) and difficulty of the ſenſes. Except you will with Galen comprehend 
and containe it under the laſt thing, which is, the ver tue and ſtrength of the tu- 
wor. Theſe things therfore alſo do much alter that general order of curing, 
which is commonly obſerved throughout all kunde of tumours above nature. 
It is thertore requilite, that in curing thoſe rumours which-chance be ſides na- 
ture, we remember all thoſe declarations which are taken from then F 
Phlegmone,or any other tumour which hath his abade in the fleſhie parts of 
body, is otherwiſe cured then thoſe which are ſituꝛted in the finewy places, o- 
therwile in the eye, then in the knee or neck: and otherwiſe are the kernels 
in the throate cured, thin thoſe which are reſdent in other parts of the body.

nethi in generation, xtiting aftet this manner: When humows are equally aug. 
mented amongſt themſelves (which the Greeks call Piet hora) yea allo When 
all the body is void of excrements, and doth containe a mediocrity 0! juycie 
humours, (paine and the keate of that member alſo wherein Pb/egmone : cig. 
neth raiſing the flux) through the emiſſion of blood we helpe and remedy 
Phlegmone which now beginneth to rule Plethorg allo is cuiced, both with 
often batlungs and with caerciſe, and alſo with much friction and rubbing, 
Furthermore, it is curcd by medicines that will digeſt, ſo that a feayer be not 
preſent, and beliges all rhele, it 1s helped through hunger, and a good diet, 
although the ſick be feverous. Bur when the body is ſtuſfed, either with me- 
lanchohee, or choler, or fleame, or with other clammy and viſcous humows, 
(which ſtate of the body the Greeks call Cacochymia) the evacuation thereof 
mult be laboured by a purgation, which is a fit remedy for every humour 
that reigneth. But of them we will ſpeake more at large in their particular 
Chapters Now .antiſÞafis, that is, a revulſion the contraty way, is a common

Mong all theſe cvills Acrochordon and Thymion arc oftentimes (as Acroc bor - 

Cel/us teporteth) ended, and do heale of themſelves, and the lefler they don. 
be, che ſooner they be ended. But Mermec'a and c lavi do ſcarce at any time TH. 
ceaſe without curing, If Achrochordon be cut off, it leaveth no root behind Lib. 5. 
it, and therefore it growerh not againe. But where Thyw'on and (lavia be Aci. 
cut off, there ariſeth up underneath a little round reote, which deſcendeth Cavs. 
downe Tomewhat deepe into the fleſh, and there abiding, it doch cauſe 
the aforeſaid evils to grove _— Myrmecia doe hold falt with very 
broad rootes, and therefore they cannot be cut off without great ulce- 
ration, It is is profitable to cut off Clavm, and then (princkle it over with 
hot water, for ſo it doth waxe ſoft and tender without any more ado ; and 
if it doth bleed, it oftentimes dyeth and ceaſeth. It is alſo taken away, by 
cleanſing it round about, & by laying on it Roſin mixed with the beaten po 
der of Lapis molaris. But the other kinds (as the (ame Celſus afficmech) miſt 
be cured with hot medicines. Now the fitteſt remedy for the other evills, is 
that which is made of the dregs of Wine; and that medicine is good for M- TY 
mecia,which is made of Alume and yellow Oncer. Paulas e gineta lib 4. cap. Th, cure of 
15. teheatſeth very many remedies, which do take away and utterly abolith yp, 
theſe Lerruce, eſpecially thoſe which be _ and penfiles. Of the which ,,. of Paw 
kinde are Elaterium (which is the juyce of wilde Cucambers) rubbed on 
with Salt, the barke of Frankiaſence with Vineger, or the ripe Figgs, which 
are ripe before their time, with Vineger, Meale, and Nitrum.

diſtilled water of Vine branches, And this is the only method of curing, which 
they ate wont to uſe in racing out of Verruce, that is, by gnaw¾ing and (cal. 
ding mcdicmes, But this one thing is moſt diligently ro be obſerved in admi- 
niſtriag ſuch kind of medicines, which Cel/as doth admoniſh us of in his fitt 
booke ; namely, that thoſe puts which are about the cvils, ought to be co.

Aving ſufficiently intreated of thoſe tumours which are engendred 
:hrough hot humours, we ate now agiine determined to handle thoſe 
tumours Which have their originall ot a cold matter, taking ou exordium from 
that evill which of the Grecians is called Oedema. For as Ey ſipelas is cauſed of 
a cholerick luxe; ſo Oedema ptoceedeth of a flegmatick humour, Oedems 
therfote (Galen defining the ſame) is a certaine loole and unpainfull tumour; Oe demo 
or it is a cerraine thinne ſwelling without paine, riſing of a flegmatick humour 2d. 
that flo weth into ſome member of the body, ſo that the ſame Gales in 4. 
Ther. thought of Oedema, that it was 2 diſeaſe and no ſymptomate. For truly 
We know (taith he) that Oedema doth come otherwiſe then of the flowing ot 
a flegmaatick humour, that is to wit, of a flegmatick humour or yaporous 
ſpirit, gathered into ſome member, and ſometime cagendred in the fame, as 
in the leg zes and ſeete, which are troubled w:th a corrupted water running un- 
der the skin, and with the evils called Phrboe, and Cachexis, which are evill 
habits and deformities of the body. For in thoſe dangerous diſpoſitions, Oe · Oe demi eff 
den is an accidentall ſympromacte of that affect which opprefieth the man, pen.

rall cure, For the onely rubbing of it with Oxyrhodirum, or [ſometime 'vvith 
Salt and Oyle, or with Salt and Oxyrhodinum, doth ſtop ir, and many other 
things of that kinde do work the hike effect. But the cauſe of theſe rumours 
are theſe, the altering of the vertue or faculty of the members through a cold 
and cot tupted unemperature of the body, and the naughtincfſe ot nourtſh. 
ment declining to aquoſitie, as you may eaſily gather out of rhe ſixth boocke 
de Symptomatun caujis. The ſignes and judgements are almoſt all one with à 
true Oedema. Yet they differ in this, becauſe in the wateriſh rumours the tumor 
is more looſe then in a lawfull Gedema : and therefore it doth not ſo reſiſt 
touching, neither doth it ſound like winde, but rather as water, and it doth 
lceme to ſhine after a fort, when one holdeth it againſt the light. Now 
concerning the judgements of this kind of tumour, there is no doubt bur that 
a waceriſh tumour proceedeth of agreater coldnefle then a flatuous rumour 
doth, as Galen declareth in the eleventh Commentarie of his fourth booke 
of Aphorilmes. But it ſcemeth (faith he) that a wateriſh Hydropt, which they 
call Aſcitet, is ingendred of great coldneſſe, but a Tympanie ot the leſſe cold 
which diſeaſe is named of Hippocrates, à drie water running betweene the 
kinne.Eor a moiſt ſubſtance cannot be changed into a flatuous yapour with. 
out [ome heate, Moreoyet wateriſh tumours do happen oftener in the feet, 
in the ſtones aud cods, in the head and in the joynts, then any other parts 
of the body, both becauſe ſuch a binde of humour doth readily ruſh into 
thoſe parts, and alſo becauſe heate is very meane and little in them, for be- 
cauſe they be farre off from the hotteſt members, And as a flatuous vapour 
is ſeldome found without a waterith humour: ſo k wateriſhor ſerous humour 
is Carce contained at any time in any member without” 2 windie ſpfit? H- 
therto we have ſpoken of che generation, the cauſes, ſignes, and judgements 
ot a waterjſh tumour : now we will ſet downe the cure thereof. Seeing that 
theſe wateriſh tumors are cauſed (as we have ſaid already) of the flowing of 
a {crous humour, there needeth no other meanes, ſpecially no ether gene» 
rall order to cure them, then that method which we have expreſſed already 
in the cure of other tumours, which ate engendred of the influxion of hu- 
mours into ſome member, The order ae of remedying ſuch kinde of 
tumours in the beginning ſhall conſiſt of ewo * is to yfirſt to emp · 
ty out that which is flowed, and ſecondly, to ſtop and inhibite the fluxe of the 
humour. Wherefote, as in all other diſeaſes, which are yet but in begetting, ſo 
alſo in theſe afleds, the Phyſiuon muſt be carefull and diligent, as well in 
ring em, 98 in tareleeing the r following, that is, both to remedie 
the dileale and provide for the fluxe. The firſt order therefore is ſubject to that 
part of the Arte of Phyſick which cureth the diſeaſes: but the ſecond belon- 
geth to that part which preventeth the diſeaſe to cume. But that we may pro» 
beg and diſpatch this double and genctall method, it is neceflary to tecite =

The fourth in bringing out the waterith humor through — 
the paſſages of the Urine, The fifth and laſt conſiſteth in the evaporation and "gp : 
drying up of that wateriſh humidity which is compact and contained in the po, : 
aggt ieved member, But hecauſe the foure firſt intentions do rather pertaine ; 

to the Phyſician then unto the Chyrurgian, for whoſe profit we have taken : 
this work in hand, and alſo becauſe they may ſufficiently be knowne by thoſe 
things which went before, I have fer downe the cute in the z 3. Chapter of my 
third book: and am determined to handle in this place the laſt intention on- 
ly, which requireth ſome new intended remedies, T he firſt intention therfore 
is ended with thoſe medicines which can dry up, and reſolve thoſe wateriſh 
and ſerous hamours which ate contained in the affected member. Bur of thoſe 
remedies, there are commonly ſet downe three rules or orders, The firſt is out . 
of Galen, lib 2. ad Glaucenem, and lib. 14. Aſet bod. medendi, which is made of 
Oxyrbodinumand Salt, (as hath been befote declared.) The ſecond is out of 2. 

the (ame author, which is a ne ſponge dipped in Lye: & to this purpoſe ſerve 

choſe remedies alſo which we have before fer downe for the cure of Oedema- 

ta: with the which helpes (chat they may dry up and diſcuſſe the more ſtrong- 

ly) you muſt comme Apbonitrum, Alume and Brimſtone. The third rule is 3. 

a certaine emplaiſter deſcribed of Avicen for the cure of Scroſule, Which em- 

pluſter he attributed to Galen in libro ſus de compoſitione medicamentorum 

xg. And this emplaiſter (as he ſaith) within one weeke at the moſt, and 

ottentimes within three daies doth reſolve all the hardneſſe of the evill. But 

although this emplaiſter cannot be found in the booke before teheatſed to 

belong unto Galen, notwithſtanding we may uſe the ſame very fitly to the 

diſſolution of a wateriſh and flatuous hardneſſe: whoſe deſcription out of A- 

vicen is this that followerh, R. of Muſtard ſeed, of Nettle ſeed, Brimſtone, Avicevs 

Spuma maris, Ariſt oloc big rotunda, and Blellium, ana.

18 ANG 11 ſocalled of the Grecians,Cherades;that is, Strume,which they 
tio abſceſ allo call Seroſule, Brenchoct/e,which they name Boctum, and Hernia gut- 
ſuum piru- turit, Melicerides, Sttatomata, and Atberomats : alio Teftudo,Talpa, Natta, or 
yea 1 Napta,which names given to tumours, were invented of the late Phyſitians, 
IF and are not to be tuund among ancient Writers. Thoſe rumours alſo which A- 
vicen calleth Fug Ae, and Nodt,and Unlgaris Dubo, 5 with many other 
tymours of that kind in what part ſoc vet of the =_ they do grow,they have 
their generation of fleame, and for that caule are juſtly referred unto phleg. 
matick tumours, But although certaine of the above-named Abſcceſſions do 
degenerate into a ſtony hardneſſe, and into ſchirrhus diſeaſes, yet tbe roote 
and the originall beginning of them for the moſt part is fleame, (as Avicen de- 
clareth) yet we will not deny, but that ſome other humour may ſometime be 
commaxed with feame,whereof ſuch kind of Abſceſſions do come, and ſo 
there do gtow up thole Abſceſſions which are both compound and of another 
Simplicig kind But our intent is to ſpeake here of fimple Abſceflions only, by whoſe 
ſunt regu- proportion or analogie the knowledge of compound tumonrs ſhall appeare 
la com to- moſt evidently : for the one muſt alwaies be referred unto the other, as it were 
firorum, unto cettainc rules or cannons(as ve have ſaid elſe- where —— al the a- 
fore · ſaid tumours are comprehended under the kind of phlegmatick Abſceſ- 
ſions, or (that I may ſpeake after the manner of the common Chyrurgians)un- 
der the genus ot phlegmatick incteaſings, Which diſeaſes have certai ne ſpe. 
Glandule ciall differences among themſelves (as it ſhall afterward appeare.) For G landu. 
G uidexis, la (as Guido thought) took this title of the likenes of Glan an acorne,which 
forme he doth ſeeme to underitand in this place, This Glanduls (ſaith he) is 
every Where ſoft, one alone, moveable and diſſevered from the other parts ly. 
ing about it, oſtentimes growing in the cleane and pure parts of the body, 
But Glanduls in yvicen doth breed either in the hand, or in the foot, or in 
ſome other place joyned to the finewes and cords of the body, and theſe Glas- 
dule be would not have defiroyed, left the ſick thereby ſhould tall into Sh 
mes; the cramp, They do happen alſo in the palme of the hand, and ir the 
fore head, as A vicen faith, who alſo calleth them ſometime Gtandulo/ſa Apa- 
Avicens ſfemata, ſometime Nodi : for he doth intreat of thoſe evils very taſnſy in di- 
Glandule ves Chapters, as in his Chapter de Nodit, even unto the end, & in his Treatiſe 
are all one de Gl/andnlis. Therfore Avicens Glandule do ſeeme to be divers from Guido 
with Gan- bis Glandule, and Ganęlia among the Grecians to be all one with Avicen 
glia. his Glendule, which thing Paulas his werds next following do plainly —— 
Ganglium 
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Gongliun (ſaith he) is a gathering together of the ſinewes, which is cauſed of 
ſome ſtripe, or of wearines, & that in many parts of the body, eſpectally in thoſe 
which are alwaics moving, as itt the midit of the hand and in the feete. wE thus 
ſarth,thac it ſeldome poſſe ferh the elbo and the head, and it doth leldome 
alſo ariſe voluntarily. And againethe ſame Paulwth 6. cap. j . declareth hat 
Ganglium is, ho it doth gro, in what members chic fly it derh ariſe, & whar 
ſignes ot tokens do accompany it, confirmerh thoſe very words which we 
ſpake betore, ſaying,G angl'um '$ 3 convultion of the finewes, cauſed of ſome 
blow, or of labuur,chatcing for the 3 in the joynrs of the hand and of Signs 
the armes, and iu the ankles and joynts of the feet, although alſo it atiſeth in Gangli. 
other parts of the body. Theſe ate the ſgnes ot Ganglium,the tumeur is all of 
one colour xc —_ Ni or handling,& without pres you do thruſt 
it any thing violently,it s felt painful. being not deeply rooted, but lying under 
the very kin next the ſides but again, if yu provoke it by force, it doth ſo nei - 
ther before nor aftet Hitherto ſpeakech Paulus Aegineta de Gangiijt, no we 
will diſcourſe of other flegmatick rumours, Thoſe Abfcellions which the com- 
mon fort call Scre ule are nothing elſe but hard kernels contained within the Scroſule;: 
little filmes,vide'ice? Glandule, chic fly appearing in the neck, the armeholes, ; 
and in the parts above the privie members, where Glandule are placed bythe 
veſſels of the body that lie under them: yet ſometime (although ſeldame) they 
are cauſed by meanes of the fleth ot the ſame places, which through a cet᷑tame 
kind of affinity is turned into the nature of St eum, and is increaſed by the ad- 
dition of matter (as it pleaſed Leonidas )The Latins call them Struns, but the 
Grecks Cherader, either truly becaule of the ſtones called Chergdes growing 4,44 
in the ſea, or elſe becauſe of thoſe beaſts called Sowes, that bring forth a G —— 
great company ot pigges at once (for theſe eyils do riſe up many together) _ 
which bealls are often infected with that diſeaſe. For $croſe,that is to lay Sues, Sues. 
have thick and glandulous necks, and commonly they be ſtrumous and full of 
kernels, But Celſan laith, that Srrume is a tumour, wherein under the congealed uma 
place tkere do ariſe certaine things like Glandule of matter and bloud. But cel ß. 
theſe do not onely poſſeſſe the neck, hut alſo the noſtrils, the privie parts of 
the body and the ſides. The Chyrurgian Meget declate th alſo, that he hath 
found them in the paps of women. Paulus alſo ſpeaketh thus of them: Strumæ, Lib. s. 
ſuch he, do ariſe in the 1 me of the neck, or in one patt ot other both at 
once, eithet two or more: but all :re included within theit filmes, as Steato- 
mata, Atberomata, and Meticorides. Lupia (faith Grids) is ſoft and round like Lupia. 
unto a Hop, and chiefly chuſe th his place in hard and diy places of the body, as 
in the eye las ane in other fmewy members, the Frenchmen call it commonly 
une Loupe. Therfore if the deſcription and cure of it, (which ſhall be afterward 
handled) be conferred With the dc fer ption and cute of Ganglium amongſt 
the Greeks, the diſeaſes will appeare not much di ffetent or unlike ; but they 
do greatly erre Which do make this eyiil called Lupia, to be all one with that 
diſeaſe called Lupus. For I upus is a malign nt ulce⸗ quickly conſuming the nea- Lb 
cher parts, but ſpecially annoying the thughes and legs, and it is yery hungry like morbus. 
unto a wolfe(whereof it ſeemetn to receſve lis title Jeating up the fleſh that li- 
etch next unto it, which without doubt is of the kind of bagedens. — 
dete: 
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therefore are farre diverſe among themſelves the one from the otker, al. 
though in name they be ſomewhat acquainted Nada (as the knot of a rope) 
is laid of the ſame Guido, to be round, hard, and abiding in one and the ſame 
place, growing ſpecially about the ſincwie place of the body. But vicen 
in a certaine place, dcfineth Nodi to be dubeleta frigida, and he compareth this 
name with Srralomata, which ate called adipofs,and adipini Nodi, tat kernels , 
and with Meliceridet, which are called, melitij Nodi, and with Atkeromate, 
which conſiſt of a certaine kind of matter like unto a pulſe, which the,Gyeeks 
call At bera. But becauſe theſe three kinds of abſceſſions, that is to ſay, Steatoma 
Meliceris,and At hi roma, ate molt incident to mens bodics, and Galen maketh 
mention of them in very many places, we think it convenient (having here got- 
ten ſo fir opportunity) to treat of them plainly, to declare their nature, and 
their markes, whereby they may be knowne, and in what things alſo they do 
difler and diſlent, and wherein they do alſo conſpire and agree, Atberoma 
therefore is a tumour of one and the ſame colour, and without paine, contai- 
ning within the lme ar ine wie tunicle a ſoft humor like unto Atbera, that is, 
a kind of pulſe which is made of boyled meale, Sometime alſo in Atheremata 
together with a ſoft humour, there are found certaine ſtony and hard ſubſtan. 
ces and other things like unto ſmall pieces of Brimſtone : oftentimes, there 
are found in them cei taine things like unto the chewed bones ot a Henne, and 
like unto haires wound up together, This tumor Atheroma,appcarcth in forme 
and figure very long, and ſomewhat elevated m height, which veing preiſed 
with the fingers, by reaſon of clammiſhneſle and thickneſſe of the umour, 
doth ſlowly yec1d or go backe, and the fingers being remooved.,it doth ſlows 
ly alſoceture againe. And Meliceris is a tumor which is void ot paine allo, but 
yet it isround,vherin the humor which is alſo included in ſome ſint vy tunicle 
(which they call Cyſtis) is found ſomewhat thinne,repreſenting the ſubſtance 
of hony,whereupon ſome of the Latines do call it Me/fevium,a hony combe 
Meliceris therefore doth differ from Atberoma in tatuon, and in ſubſtance 
of the humour, for both the forme is more round, and the ſubſtance of the hu» 
mour more ſlender, This hony tumor therefore is further extended then Atbe- 
roma, and by preſſing it with the fingers, it doth (peedi'y give place, and when 
the fingers are removed, it doth with the like celerity returne to the former 
place. But Steatoma is a tumour alſo beſides nature, all of one colour,and very 
gentle to be handled z in the beginning truly it is very ſmall, but in proceſle 
of timer it increaſeth and becommeth more copious, wherein is contained a 
humour very like unto tallow, which is alſo comprehended under the filmes 
of the body. This isdiſtinguiſhed from Meliceris,and from At beroma, by rea- 
ſun of the hardneſſe thereof, for it is both full and plentifull, and it doth ſo 
reſiſt touching, that it will in no wiſe yeeld to the thruſting of the fingers, But 
let us now proceed to declare other kind of Apoſtemes which are almoſt re- 
duced unto theſe three whereof we have now intreated,Teſtuds (laith Guido) 
is a great abſceſiion, very humerall, (oft, and of a broad faſhion, after the 


manner of a target,(whereupon it reccived the name)which eyill if it groweth 


(Cath he) in the head, it is called Talparia or Talps it in the neck, it is called 
Becium · if in the ſtones, Hernig: but lometime it is found with mattet, or with 
certaine 
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certaine ſcales, or with a Fiftulg accom panying it. But Teftudines and Telpe, 


amongſt the ancient Phyſitions, had neither any proper name, nor yet once in- 
treated of, But ſome of our daies do define Teſfudo to be a ſoft tumour, or not 
eatly hard, yet ſome what big in the which is contained a groſſe matter lying 
id in a certaine tunicle, which doth fo cleaye unto the whole head of a man 
for it is a diſeaſe incident to the skin of the head)that oftentimes it corrupteth 
the lame, This evill (no doubt) is to be accounted among the number ot Ab- 
ſce ſũons, and comprehended under AMeliceris or At heroma, but it rather ſee- 
meth to incline unto Afeliceris : but Talpa, becauſe ic containeth a white mat- 
tet is rarher referred unto* atheroma then unto Meliceris: Notwithſtanding 
Onido affirmeth, that it is a kind of Teſã udo, yea aiſo that it is Tefudg ir (elfe(as 
we faid of late) as Hernig allo and Bocium, which he alſo nameth : but theſe 
affefts have borrowed their diverſe names according to the variety of the 
lace wherein they ate found. But that which the common fare call Boctum, the 
Greeks (fetching their title ox name even trom the very depth) do properly 
call Bro1choctle : we call it Herniam gu turit, whereupon they alſo call them 
Out turoſi, which do labour of that diſeaſe Broxchocele, is a great tumour chan- 
cing in the neck; vety round, berweene the skin and the wind pipe, wherein 
there is included, ſometime dead fleſh, ſometime a certaine humour like unto. 
hony, or fat, or ſodden meale, or water, Sometime alſo (as Ceſſus ſaith) there 
are found in ſuch tumours certaine haires mingled with little bones Naa (as 
Gm writeth) is a great tumor, ſul of fleſh like unto the fleſh of a mans buttocks 
of divers formes and grearnes,as are Melons & Gourds,and therfore it botrovv- 
eth ſundry names according to the variety of che fathion and member wherein 
it is placed. Moreover this tumeur which of the latter ſort is called Na&g or 
Napta, is voide of paine, except peradventure it be ſo great, that by the con- 
tinuall dravving of the parts of that member, it bringeth ſome grief to the paris 
abdttit, This alſo is ot the number of Abſceſlions, & doth pertaine unto Sreg- 
tonale (as we have (aid before in enumeration of tumors beſides nature. Bubo 
({ath Galen) is a diſeaſe of the laoke members, or of G/andute (which the 
Greeks call Adene) that is to ſay, a ſimple inflammation. Whetetore Guido 
hath either unfitly here rehearſed it among the number of flegmatick abſceſſi- 
ons, or elſe he under ſtandeth ſome other matter then Galen doth. But Bubones 
which are cauſed rhronph a fall from ſame place, or by other ulcers & dileaſes, 
are Without any danger : but thoſe vihieldare wont to happen in peſtilent fea» 
vers, are the wotſt of 4! (whether they in vade the thighes, or the noſtrils, or 
the neck, Fugiſl «(ſith the interpreter of Avicen) is of the kind of glandulous 
Apoſtemes, and this terme (ſaith he) is appropriated unto it, becanſe it is a 
diſeaſe chancing behind the eares. By the Which deſcription it may eaſily be 
conjectuted, that Fug idle, ſo called of Avicen, is that tumour, which is called 
ofthe Greeks Pareis, that is a glandulous diſeaſe growing underneath the ears, 
Bur ſome do think Fugillæ to be all one with Bubo : but then Bubois farre o- 
thetwiſe taken of them then of Galen and Paul, which is (as they (ay) a tu- 
mour that is deeply planted and rooted, and oftentimes not compaſſed with 
any skin ar filme: it is very hard alſo, after the manner of the evils called Scro- 
{ule,andinthy ſigmificauon(as I judge)s Bubotaken of Guido,becauſe he doth 
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regiſter Fug iliuu Babe amongſt the number of flegmatick abſceſſi ang. But 

tnere ate now four out very many titles given to thele kinds of phlegm. tick 
abſceſſions Bui we ught not greatly to ſtand the names of then, ſo that 
we know and unde ſtund the only difterences of them, becauſe it falle ch ſo out, 
that according to the d1verhty of cheir names, their cures and judgement do 
varic. | here fote of luch kinds of abſce ſlĩons, ſome truly are included within 
a certuine skin 07 tunicle (which they call t i) and ſome ate deeply planted 
in che flo. lome have a ſlendet foundation, or ſmall roote, and ſome againe 
are very large and broad, Alſo ſome are eaſie to be reſolved, and ſome are 
tarre otherwiſe : ſome great and ſome little, Some · alſo do come unto ſuppu- 
tation, and ſome do not, To conclude, ſome tumours are ſcalie, fiſtulous and 
cankerous, but ſome do admit or ſuffer none of theſe things, The cauſes of 
theſe kinds of turnours are threefold, videlicet. 1 Primitive caulcs, as a fall, 
a ltr ipe, exceſſive or inordinate living, and an ev Il diet. 2. Antccedent cauſes, 
is are unnatutall humours, eſpecially hoſe which be flegmatick and true Oe- 
de mata, which do degenerate into abſcellons. 3. Cenfunct — which are 
the diverſe ſubſtances, ind properly the Matters of every abſceſſion ont. ined 
in the affected member. But in theſe kinds of rumours there ate contained cer» 
tunc humours, which be either ſetous or witeriſh, as is Urine, —— and 
corrupt, or hlthy, ot dirty, or elſe numouis like wico hony, or ſodden meale, 


which per- oc uato tat. But there ate ſometime found within thelc abice ſſions, phleg- 
taine unte matick, and wateriſh, and glandulou; fle ſh, ſometimes allo ſtones, ſand, 


fleame 


ſhels, wood, coales, and other ſuch like ſolin ſubſtances. Notwithſtanding 


The ma ter theſe three kinds of tumours doe mott ftequent mens bodies (15 we have 
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ſaid before) whereof every one hath borrowed in Greek his propet title: 
as Arberoma, Steatoma,and Miticeris, which are thus cilled by reaſon of the 
ſimilitude of the (ubſtances contained in chem. For there is another tumour 
amongſt theſe, like unto tallow, or ſome other tat thing, another like unto 
hony, another like unto a chinne kind of meate, which they call Atbera. 
The ſignes and judgements of ſuch kinds of tumours, which belong uuto 
fleame, may eaſily be found out by their deſcriptions and differences before 
declared. But the marke whereby we my know whether they he coyered with 
any veile or not, is thisz there is moyeableneſſe and inconſtancy of the filme 
or skin called t i, which tne ancient Phyſicians have named Tunica, and 
there is a leparation of the skinne 3 but hen they be ſurely fixed, thae 1s, abi- 
ding in one place, and do cleave faſt to the fleſh, it is in evident token that 
they are garded about with. no filme or tunicle at all Furthermore thoſe tys 
mouts Which are new and tractable, may eaſily be diſcuſſed, but they which be 
hard and ve tetate, can in no Wile be reſolved, Redneſſe, paine and increaſing 
of heate, do declare that thoſe abſceſſions will either come to ſuppurauion, or 
elſe de genetate into afiſtula, ot a canker, Strume numers/e, which do affect 
the ourward member, and do otten change their place, andring here and there 
about the body, with a certame extraordin ry heat, do teſtiſie and declare very 
pla nly, that they will beget and breed thoſe 1nwatd diſeaſes called Cherades as 
Arnaldu hath noted in a certaine place, Thoſe remedies therefore, which are 
ouryrardly applyed tothem, do profit little or nothing.

which is more convenient to divide thick and clammy humours. I heretore 
if they will follow the counſell of Avicen, let them ctchew all thole meares 
which are of a groſſe juyce, che drinking allo of cold things, too much ſatiety 
and immoderate fullneſſe, and thoſe things alſo wh .chqrocure venue and 
abhorring of meats.

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and acquaintance. Concerning our fourth Canon, you ſhall cure gentle, obedi- 
ent,ſuperficiall,andcurable Hume very cunningly and ſhortly, after this ſort. 


4 Firtt, command the ſick to lye downe : for that when he ſitteth, his heart will 


quickly faile him. When he is thus layed, bind his legs ſurely together, and rye 
them to the bedſted, and charge the ſervants about him to hold his head very 
hard, I hen cut the kin that compaſſech the tumor, either with a right or a 
litile overthwart ſectton, but that incifion which is drawne overthwart in the 
neck, is altogether unptoſitable, becauſe in it the veſlels and finewes are 
extended right ſorth. But you'ſhall not cut the whole thickneſſe of the skin 
haltily at one time without ceafing ; for our mind is to uſe no violent thing in 
this our work. And truly in little tumouts, that is, in mall Strumæ, make but a 
Gmple inciſion, or divide them with a ſmall line: but in great Abſceſſions cut 
che skin to the forme of a Myrtle leafe, chen thoſe veſſels which are uncoyered, 
(as the veines and arteries) put them foftly and eaſily afide. After theſe things 
diſtend and ſtretch out the ſides of the ſection, or the edges of the dixided skin 
vith pinſcrs,or with other ſuch inſti uments, and pluck out the fil mes within, 
cithcr with your fingers, or with ſome other inſtrument appointed for that 
purpolc, and ſo by lule and litle pick out Strume, here it apperreth bare and 
untoldcd from the cunicles. But if Srrume ſhall be wound abomt the veſſels, you 
muſt handle the cute with great attention, leſt through negligence there fol- 
loweuh a copious profulion of blood? Thereſore in diſpa ching this cure draw 
one oncly de of the ſection at once with the pinſers, and fo by little and l'ttle 
ſeparate it with the point of a penkmife, from the other parts thercunto ad- 
joyning 2 and when you have dravyne and looſed the connexion on the, one 
ſide, do the like alſo on the other fide, & thencut owrithowhole faundation or

dc lay and hinder your work, either take up the veſſell with a ſmali cord, or 
(if it be not very gteat) cut it quite off, (as Paulus counſelleth) or elſe, (if it 
burſteth not out with great violence) apply ſuch remedies as are appointed 
to Ranch the bloud. Afterward returne againe unto your enterpriſed labout. 
Therefore when the foundation of Stem is brought into a narrow roome, 
cut it cleane off cunningly and handſomely,” and then put in the fore-finger, 
and ſearch the place diligently, whether there be any other Strumeæ thereunto 
adjoyned or not: wich (if there be any 2 muſt alſo draw forth af- 
tet that manner which we have before expreſſed, Moreover, you ſhall eaſily

But Guido to draw out thoſe relicꝭs which t- 
mained behind, did fil up the gaping ulcer, firſt with che white of an egge, 
and with Alume (prinkled over it, after ward with Unguentum Aft iacu u, vr 
with ſome of thoſe corrokving medicines which are deſcribed in the Anti- 
dotary. Moreover in all thele operations, you mult apply ſuch medicines 
as can lenifie paine: but amanght al other thiags, ve do commonly lay on flaxe 
dipped in the whire of an eg, and in oyle of Roſes, You thill finiſh the ſcopę Coroſis 
our fittcule after this ſort: breake the skin with ſome burning hote me- & wnndte 
dicine according to the greatneſſe of che abſceſſioa: But while you attempt ficatio. 
that thing, you malt give diligent heede, lelt that the ſcalding medicine 
do touch the other parts lying about the tumours, You ſhil notably diſ- Cauſticun 
patch this labour, by applying ſome hot medicine made of lime or lope, ex calce 
which things do happily execute cheir affects within the ſpace of twelve & /apone, 
houres : but though theyceemaine ſomewhat longer, yet there wil enſue no 
danger or diſcommodity thereby, The skinne therefore being thus bro, 
ken by ſome burning medicine, and the cruſt procurcd in the place thereof, 
you ſhal divide the cumour with a ſtraight line al along through the middc(t 
of the cruſt: but you mult make iacifion ſome what deepely almoſt to the ves 
ry quicke, and then lay upan the cut or gaping wound, a Liniment ſtriked with 
ſome conſuming or eating medicine, as is, the powder of Apbolela. More- 
over although many do apply a great number of medicines in theſe abſceſli- 
ons, yet Arſenicke in this caſe obtaineth the preheminence, ſo that a man 
knaw how to uſe it aright. But the certaine quantity of uſing the ſame can» dr/enicum 
not be deſcribed (as Galen bath noted ia libro tertio I berapeut.) It is not ther- 
tore to be uſed taſhly, becauſe it is a medicine vehement and violent without 
meaſure, exciting Feavers, and procuring many other vicious ſymptomates. 
Beſides that alſo the miniſtring of a fmall quintity doth performe a matvel- 
lous and almoſt an incredible effect: notwithſtanding the common meaſure ia. 
or quantity therof, is the mediety of one gr1ine of wheate in a ſtrong body, Arſenic. 
and in thoſe members which are farre off from the principall parts; but iu 
weake natures,and in thoſe places which ate ſituated neare unto the principal 
members, a leſſe quantity muſt be applied, Bur to be ſhort, it is bettet, and

more ſafe, to miniſter a little at once and often, then at one time to apply an 
immodetate quantity. The operation or effe& of Atſenick remaincth three 
whole daies, in all which time the fick muſt uſe the diet of them that are fe- 
verous.But the affected member,& the parts lying about it both for the owne 
de fence, and to ſtop the fluxe (which immoderate heate may cauſe) ought to 
be annointed,and all to waſhed with the ointment called Populcon, with water 
alſo,or with the juyce of Night- ſnade, and with vineger, & with other refrige- 
rating remedies. of the like kind. But when you are certainely affured, that 
Glan dula is deftroyed and waſted away (which you ſhall know by the hardnes 
Quando and ſwelling of the procured cruſt) then the cruſt muſt be reſolved even from 
crufta a the quick, by waſhing it with butter, & by applying a litle wheat meale thicked 
vino re ol together, and by ſome other fat and unctuous thing that is not ſalted, as ſwines 
wvenda. greaſe, and (ſuch like. But when the ctuſt is fallen from the tumour, if any thing 
either of Glandula,Lupia,or Strume do yet temaine behind, it muſt be fetched 
out with ſome gnawing medicine, as with powder of .4/pbodelus, with Un- 
guentum &E; yptiacum,or with ſome ſuch like thing. But if there remainerh no- 
thing behind it mult be brought unto a ſcarre, after the manner of other ulcers, 
6. But now that we may alſo accompliſh the intention of our ſixt Canon, theſe 
Ligatur abſceſſions which have very narrow baſes or foundations, muſt be faſt bound 
& evulſie either with a cord of ſilke, or wit horſe haire, and they muſt be bound daily 
more and more, either with the former bands, or with other neyy cords, un- 
till they apptate very dry, and voluntarily do fall away of their oryne accord, 
(as we have ſaid of thoſe Abſceſſions which are deepely planted, and folded 
about the great veſſels.) But the band muſt be ayded with ſome conſuming & 
drying medicine, The paine alſo muſt be aflwaged with the white of an egge, 
with oyle of Roſes,with Unguentum Populeon, or with ſome other remedy 
can mitigate paine. But when the cord ſhall fall off alone of it owne accord, 
the tumour muſt be cured after this manner which we have before expreſſed. 
And thus much generally concerning thoſe Ablceſtions which univerſally con- 
ſiſt aboye nature, eſpecially of chem that have their originall of fleame. Now 
we have here thought it convenient to ſet downe the proper and particular me- 
thod of curing Aelicerides,Steatomata, and Atberomata, which diſeaſes are al.

Ormitting theretorethe 
proſeſſots of the art of Phyſick, we will haſten to the third ſcope, which we 
ſhall very ſpeelily diſpatch, if we labour to emptie out all that matter, which 
unnaturally is c ed in che aggrieved member. Which truly is the gene- 
rall and principall indication of al tumours which conſiſt above nature: in 
which that lecky matter (as we have (aid before) is not yet engendred. But 
this is the only and proper way to evacuate them, about the which the Chy- 
— — ought to be very circumſpect, and attentive, For truly the matter of 
1 kind of tumors, is naturally lo malignant and ſtubbutne, that it will 
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more then is requiſite, it is greatly to be feared that it will putrifie and corrupt, 
and that Scirrbut will degenerate into Cancer. We mult therefore in this caſe 
follov the counſell of Galen and Paulus (Who wrote of this thing long be- 
fore Avicen) namely, that in ſuch Scirrhous affects, we muſt not apply any ve- 
he ment, hot, and drying medicine, neither any thing elſe which hath the 
power only to mollifc and moiſten. For that tumour which hath a ſuperflu- 
ous humour, it doth nothing at all diſſolve : but that which hath a (mall fluxe, 
it doth more dry up then need requireth. Hereupon Avicen did well admonifh 
us, to apply to theſe indurated tumours by turnes, ſometime mollitying, and 
lometime digeſting remedies. | But becaule that order was very tedious and 
hard to be done, it pleaſed Galen to uſe for the cure of thoſe evills, ſuch me- 
diciaes as had a mixed and double faculty; which device was more ſafe, and 
lefle dangerous, For by this meanes we (hall both mollifie and digeſt the in- 
durate and hard ſubſtance all at one time: yet in the beginning we muſt com- 
mine ſomething with them which can modertatly reprefle, For this ©

The common and generall declaration of curing theſe tumours, is in this 
order deſcribed, n — to evacuate all that matter which unnaturally is con- 
tained in the member For the onely wy of evacuation (as Galen hath noted 
lib 14. Met bo. med) is this, even to cleanſe and draw aut that corruption which 
ſtubburnly doth cleave unto the humour, But if any man ſhall aſſay to make 
evacuation by choſe medicines which do vehemently draw and digeſt, nei- 
ther ſhall moll ie and ſoften with any drying and moiſtening remedics, the 
cure ſhall ſeeme to him within yery few daies greatly to have prevailed ; for 
Scirrbuas will manifeſtly appeare to be diminiſhed, but that which remaineth 
ot the diſeaſe will be incurable. For truly when the whole ſubſtance which is 
very thinne in the tumour, is digeſted or diſperſed, then that which remaineth 
behind, rs turned into a certaine Rony concretion. For this cauſe therfore there 
is no medicine that doth ichemenely heate or drie up, meete and convenient 
for theſe hard and ſcirrhus affects, but ſuch remedies onely which can 
ficly both mollifie, and alſo digeſt, as are theſe things following : the marrove

Of a Cancerous tumour, which they commonly call 


Cancer eApoſtematoſus. 


He name and title of the diſeaſe called Cancer, among the Phyſitians and 
Chyrurgians hath diverſe and ſundry ſignifications: for the notifying ot 


a cancerous tumour (which they commonly call Cancer Apoſt emato us, as well 
that which is evident and appeareth in the out ward members, as that which 
is hidden, and lyeth in the inward and ſecret parts of the body; as in the hips, 
the roote of the mouth, and in the pappes of a woman.) The other ligniſica- 
tion, pertaincth unto an ulcerate Cancer, But both theſe evils are ingendred of 
melaacholy, that is to ſiy, of ſuch a humour as reſembleth the dreggs of 
Wine, and the filthinefle of oyle, which thing Galen libro decimo quarto Tbera- 

tices, and in his little hook, De rumoribas preter naturam, doth plainely 


ingendred. 1; ge, Now this atote · ſaid humour, when ut is quiet, milde, and gentle, it 
Cancer five engendereth a ſecret ot an inward Cancer without any ulcet. But if it happeneth 


to be ſharp firce and malignant, it gnaweth the skinne, and cauſeth a Cancer 


Cancer ci ich an ulcer. But here we will openly diſcourſe of that kind of Cancer which 
hath his cefidence in the ourward parts of the body, and of that which is not 
* yer 
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yet exulcer ate, vvhich ilſo ſometime (25 Gales affirmeth) is ſaid to be apuyic 
Cancer. That Cancer therefore whereof we now intreate, us hard tumour, Cancrofi 
unequall, round, having the veines round about it (wolae and putted up: itis twneris 
blew or browne, and ſ Paulus (aich) it is more blicke in colour then deſcript is. 
an inflammation : it is alto hot, but yet not ſo vchemeat as inflammati- 
ons are ; it ſu dainely inereaſeth, and greatly wearieth the ſick, and afflicteth 
them almoſt with a continuall griefe: in the Greeke it is called eros, Cancri vo- 
and xapxiyoun, which title as well the Latines as the Grecians have alligned „en ad ci.

But the firſt beginnings of theſe Cancres 
ace ſometi ne ſo confi:led and fo ſmill, that the common fort may be ignorant ** _ 
thereof: for when they do begin, they do ſcarce reſemble the greatneſſe of a C “ü 
peaſe or of a beane, Wherefore it is no marvell (faith Galen) though the com- C7 obſcure 
mon ſort do not know them, for they be ike unto che little roors that ariſe L. 14. 
out of the earth, which are not diſcerned but of skilfull husbandmen. But af- T herap. 
terward they grow up into ſuch huge greatneſſe, and do bring with them ſo 
vehement, great, and manifeſt ſymptomates, that a child may eaſily diſcerne 
them. Let no man therefore doubt ot the name thereof, ſeeing all men ry ch 
one conlent do terme this kind of diſeaſe Cancer, becauſe (as we have ſaid) the 
veines in this evill do ſwell on every ſide, and are greatly ſtretched out, and they 
do repreſent the forme and likeneſſe of a Crab. A cancerous tu nor (as we have 
Aid before) is hard and unequall,which by the touching of it doth plainely ap- Note C5 
are, It bath a blew or browne colour, which is a meane beryvcene red and cri evi — 
black, called of the Greeks . About the place where Cancer is lodged, tis nox L 
there is felt a certaine beating or pulſe, and as it were a pricking, ſometime cerati, s 
alſo (as Celſusa ſaith) the tumour is aſleepe, and as it were dead, It maketh the 
veines rou id about it to ſwell and riſe up, like unto the Cancer in the armes. 
Oftentimes alſo in ſome they are ſecretly hidden, and when the place is tou. 
ched, it is felt in ſome very painefull, but in otherſome it is contrary. This tu» 
mour alſo is marvellouſly ſtout, and reſiſteth touching. Moreover it hach in 
it a certaine ſtrange and extraordinary heate Cancer or carcinoma generally 
is a grievous and pernicious diſeaſe, for it can ſcarcely be healed any way, Fx 
reaſon of the groſeneſſe of the humour, neither can it be repreſſed or diſcufled, L. 14.

For this cancrous dileale Paulas and Avicen do greatly commend 
the Emplaſter made of ſea Crabbs, elpecially if it be mingled with an equall 
quantity of the ſcourings of braſſe Take therfore of ſea Crabbs burned, 
and of the offal of prafſe an even portion, beat them to flower and ſtre them 
upon the tumour, or els lay on the aſhes of the Crabbs with a feare cloath 
or cerote. But the ſame A4vices willcth topluckup theſe little cancres hard 
by the roots, or cls to cut them oft, and then to wring and cruſh out the 
thick blood on every fide , and atcerward ſeate the place with ſome hot in- 
ſtryment. For this doth diſſipate the relics of, the matter, and conſumerh 
them, it ſtrengt heneth the member and ſtoppeth the flux of blood. Galen 
alſo before Avicen his time, did allow that cancres might ſometime be cufed 
by Ch - Bur truly although Gan and Avicen do permit this ma- 
nuall cure by Chyrurgery, yet to avoid the danger of immoderate flux of 
blood and of ulceration, yea and of the life of the ſick, omitting thoſe thi 6 ny 
we ought to follow the preicript rule of curing, which is only iſhed 7 
by gentle and mild medicines, as a more late way and leſſe troubleſome, and fo bee uſed 
to content our ſel ves with that oniy method ti becauſe that if ſuch a cancrous es, 
tumour which is grown ta a mighty bigneſſe, ſhould be cut round about in 
thoſe places which are joyned to the whole parts, the danger of immode- 
rate profuſion of blood wouldAraight follow, by reaſon of the greatneſſe of 
the veſſell and wideneſle of the arteries, which parts (faith Galen) if you Zih 
ſhould take and bind them with cords, the other member; by reaſon of .

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CHAP. I. 
Of the diverſe names of the griefe which I minde to eake of , 
and where it bad beginning. 


1 — 


JAving promiſed to write of all the infirmities in mans body, 
and now ſpying many faults in the firſt print and in 
the ſecond, I will performe my promiſe, and amend the 
faults eſcaped in all the books, for the benefit of my 
country: and being prevented by the Printer, this Book 
was left out, wherin 1s contained a grievous pine and 

= ＋tiouble, hich doth reigne in all the world at this day, in 
great fury and raging manner:in.ſa much that it ſpareth none of hat crgree 


with his whole hoaſt, ſpoyling all as he went with 3 cruelty: and for his 
hire, this diſeaſe began firſt tu ſhew it ſelfe plentifully among his people, and 
ſpecially becauſe his ſouldiers were much given to Venery. The Prenchmen 
at that ſiege got the buttons of Naples (as we terme them) which doth much 
annoy them at this day. But the firſt finding of this grieyous ſickneſſe, was 
brought into Spaine by Columbus at his comming Home, ſo that all chriften. 
deme may curſe that King and Columbas. This griefe at the firſt was ſo 
extreme, cruell and ſo mercileſſe, that it moleſted thoſe which were jafedted; 
therwith,cven the Head, eyes, noſe, palate of the mouth, skin, fle ſh, bones, 
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l:gaments,and all the inward parts of their bodies. Then Columbus travelled 2. 
gain,and he with hum litle gold, hut all his men were well infected with 
this griefe : inſomuch chat the Phyſirions in thoſe dares did not know whar to 
make of thegriefe, nor how to help rhe people, So for want of knowledge 
many were ſpoiled, After (as I toſd you before of the fiege of Naples) the Spa- 
niacds for frieadſhip they beate to the Frenchmen, ſent to them of their curti- 
zans infected with rhis griefe, minding to let them have ſome of their jewels, 
which they brought out of the Indian countrey, The Frenchmen(nor knowing 
their kind hearu fell in love with them, and (being rayiſhed wich their beauty) 
dealt wich chem to their great coſt and trouble to this day Now to the variety 
of the names,. Furſt,the Italians call it Morbus G alli, and ſome call it Faria. 
lam Gallicam, becsuſe it firſt appeared 4mengſt the Frenchmea at the ſiege be- 
fore named. The French call it Srabiem, or Morbum Italicum, becauſe they had 
t he victory, and for that they had this Gicknes And they alſo call it Scabiem Hi. 
panicam, becauſe the Spannrds firſt brought it out ofthe Indics. The Germaing 
call it Menium hy they ſhould ſo terme it I know not wel, unles Menium do 
ſigniſie the privy parts infected with this diſeaſe. Some of them call it alſo Sca- 
biem Hripanicam. In Spain they name it Morbum Near olitarum: the cauſe ] 
told you before. They of Naples call it alſo Patayſa para dutytur, that is, the 
proper name at home in India. Some interpret it Violentum m orbum, or thus, a 
gent toule and vehement diſerſe, Othet ſome call it Pendenlagra, becaule it 

it infe cteth the privy parts both of men and women : and we in our country 
call it the French diſeaſe Bur howſoever it be called ir sxilleth not, ſo that we 
no how to help it, which I mind to declare hereafter by Gods grace. 


CHAP.1T. 
Of the ſignes. 

BY firft I mean to declare the ſignes how you hill know choſe that are 

infected with this griefe, and then the nature of this French diſeaſe 3; as by 
the effects following it may appeare ; and after the cauſe therof 1s ſhewed ro 
be nothing els bur that contagion, it reſteth that we now ſay ſomevvhat of the 
kgnes, wherby you may underſtand and perceive thoſe which are infected 
with this difeaſe : and becauſe ſignes do proceed and are taken either of the 
nature of the effects, or of the cauſes of the ſick neſſe, ot alſo of fome ſympto- 
mates or conſequents therof; and becauſe it chiefly beginnerh in the Liver, 
and cannot be looked into, let us not look tor any ſigne as Analopia words : 
for all ſignes that can give certaine reſtimony and ſhew therof, are contained 
under the 2tte&s, and conſequently of the diſeaſe. Of theſe there be two forts, 
ſome are Sympromates, and ſome be Morbi, or affects of nature. Symprometa be 
theſe, falling of haires ach in the head and members, and fmall tft tion of the 
8&in. Thoſe which I call Mori, be more ſore and vehement ulcers, tumors of 
the ſhins, and other parts of the body, with puſtules, ccc. which follovy this 
diſeaſe, even as the ſhidow waiteth upon the Sun. Bur becauſe long diſes- 
ſes haye their times, to wit, beginning, increaſe, ſtare and declination, and this 
prench diſcaſd is one kind of long diſeaſe, great re: ſon there is why it ſhould 
haye his diſtin times, and according to the diverſity of thoſe times there 


happe- 


happeneth divers Symptenara For one kind of ſymptomates ha at the 
beginning of this diſeaſe: another kind to the ſtare or — / = there 
fore I will devide all ſympto tes into rvy2 ſorta, tu wit,thoſe that follow and 
properly belong unto this grief, beginning at thoſe which follow che ſame be. 
ing inyeterate & confirmed ; and theſe next enſuing be of the firtt ſort. Straight 
wayes after a young mag is inteRed, he feeleth in himſelf a certain laſlitude 
or wearines come upon all his members vvichout any out vard occafion,as wals 
ws or moving, c. vvhich foretheweth this cruell diſeaſe and happeneth un» 
to them which are moit ſtrong and lulty b fore. I here is perceived allo a lum» 
piſh heavines in the hole body: a dulues, faintnes, lithernes, or ſlownes to 
move in all the members, The occaſion of this, is the infection of the natutall 
ſpitits, which are the immediate inſtruments of the faculty ſuſtaining and gi- 

ving li velineſſe to the whole body: by whoſcinfefion,gthe body waxerh more 

heavy and weariſome than it Was before, Moreover, there is a certain pain 

or ach, which vvandereth cthrowour all the body and parts theraf, After this 

laſkrade of the body, the headakerh:and again by and by it leayeth the Head 

and goeth into the ſhoulders, and from the one ſhouldet into the other. Oat 

of the ſhouldet᷑ it fleeteth into the legt, the one ot them or the other, & in like 

ſore may it be (ard of all other members. The caule ot this is a certain vapour 

which beginneth to riſe up from the Liver, The evil hamou +0f this affect is not 

yet begotten; hut by reaſon of that ferventheatof the Livercauſed by infeftion 

there is ingendred a certam {mal yapour,wherot do grow theſe wandering or 
fleering pains. T hirdly,vvhen the diſeaſe hath begun, &hath a litle prevailed the 
color of the face is changed; you ſhal (ze the moſt beautiful, lively, and clean 

coplexion of the skin,in three ot foure daies ſpace change it into a much worſe 

courle than betore, and what manner of motion this is, I cannot tel. But certes 

their face diff-rech not a litle from that it was betore, the colouc4is al tred, the 

lively ſpuits in the eyes be chan ed, the mouth, lips, and cheeks ſongrimes are 

changed from their natural eomliaes. And marke you this (which may much 

further your judgement and knovledge therin) there is under the eyes à wan» 
col auted or blevYiſh circle, ſuch as appeareth in women when they have their 
natural] purgation,or before it. Noting and finding thele things in him, conſi- 
der with your ſelf whither he paſſed meaſure in drinking, in watching, or 
fleeping,or have vexed his mind with care und if it happen not throw one of 
theſe chan may you jud je he is taken vn this diſeaſe. Fourthly, there is wont 

to break out a notable heat in the palmes of the hands, and the ſoles of the 

ſeet yea even in the Winrertime. This appeareth through vaporous ſpirits, 

taking their beginning of che Liver, which being infected, the face alſo is afſe- 

Qed, an the extreme parts or uttermoſt members are (ore difte 

with heat Fiftly, you may add a drouſines, or a diſpolition to fleep ofs 
tentimes interrupted; And this is cauſed through a turbulent vapour, which 

is increaſed through the infection and he it. Sixtly, you may adde heavineſſe, 
and ſadneſſe ol the mind: forthough a pleaſant and merry nature ſhould 
be inſected with this diſeaſe, yet he ſhall ftraightway be (ad, and given to 
penſivencs, and e xen grone therwith, This infection jncreafing, burnerh 
the blood,vhich ſendeth up troublous and n oyſo: ne yapoars umo the _ 
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and ſeat of the mind. Seventhly, the patient ſometime hath a Feaver, becauſe of 
the heat which is about the diſtewpered parts: but this ſeldome chanceth ; 
T be eight is the appearance of ſi me puttiſied mãtter, and this is Sign] Pa. 
they nomicum,a ligne to diſcover the malady, Therforeas oftentimes as you 
ſhall ſee this putriſied matter, yet (mall in quantity about the privy place, and 
know no occaſion to have gone betute, you may pronounce it to be the French 
dilcale. And what is the reaſon ?T his caries or matter cannot happen bim of 
two cauſcs : either becauſe the corruption of the womans matrice hath eaten 
and gnawne the tine skin of the yard 3 or elt becauſe the contagion is com- 
municated and imparted unto the Liver by the naturall . and the Liver 
expelleth thoſe intected ſpirits and ſanious matter unto the privy parts Ot this 
cariet how it may be known when it commeth of Morbus Gallicm, and when 
it is cauſed otherwiſe, I wil ſpeak afterwards, In the ninth ow lucccedeth 
Bubo, and that not great, as thus; A yong man had to do with a woman, atter 
which act there came upon him an heavineſſe of his members, and a ſadneſſe of 
the mind, and after two or three daies there appeareth Bubo parvus, that is to 
lay, a ſmal cumour in the ar me- holes ox ſhare, which is paintull, not grown to 
any greatnefle . this ſigniſie th that the diſeaſe is yet gentle and in the begin. 
ning, but the cauſe of this is the greatneſſe wy the purging places of the Liyer, 
and therfore the Liver disburdeneth himſelfe by ſending the diſeaſe unto 
them, and hereof commeth Bubo. The latter ſigne of this diſeaſe at the begin- 
ning is Gonerrboia Ga lica, hich bewrayerb unto us the nature of this Pro- 
teus. After the firſt comming of this diſeaſe, for the ſpace ot forty yeares, there 
was not joyned with it deffurium capillorun : but the nature of this diſeaſe is to 
be changeable and divers, fot G«nor hot Gallica hath not bin ſeene above 
theſe five and thirty yeates. Therfore we may look for new and ſtrang e 
Sywmptomates, I pray God they be light and eaſie to be holpen. Now bow this 
G atlica Gonorrhboia 1s to be diſcerned from that which is not Gallica, I will 
hereafter declare, to avoid tediouſneſſe in this place. The cauſe of this Gg« 
nor rhoig is labeſactatio Firituum,weakning and ſubverſion of the ſpirits which 
rule the naturall faculties or yertues of the teſticles and ſpermatick yeflels, by 
reaſon wherot the ſtrength of thoſe parts is diſſolved: ſo that they cannot 
keep their ſeed but it continually droppeth foorth. But now let us ſpeak of 
choke lignes which are appropriated to the diſeaſe in his fe or confirma- 
tion ; aad firſt of hard puſtules inthe whole body, and the ſame grievous and 
detormed in the Head and beard, ſometime with ſanious matter, ſometime 
without it. And know you, the diſeaſe cannot be above the age of fave or fix 
moneths at the moſt when theſe fymptomates appeare. And it the diſeaſe be- 
ginneth in the Winter, it ſkal bring forth his cruſts in the beginning ofSommer: 
if it begin in the Spring ume, his cruſts appeare in Autumn, & c. 


CHAP. III. 
Of the cauſes of the breaking out of Puffules. 
ND the chicfe cantcs of tis breaking out ot puſtules are theſe : Firſt be- 
cauſc the matter infected is ſent thither from the Liver. Secondly, becauſe 


the parts intected da not digeſt and expell (by way of tranſpiration) his excre- 
ments 


ments, ind therfore they temain in it ſtill, and grow untocruſts, The third 
ſigne of chis diſeaſe coatirmed, is callous ulcers about the privy parts, which 
either be callous at he beginning, or become callous afterward : and ther- 
fore as often as you lce the caries in the privy patts nealed, and that there re- 
main Calli or hardneſſe about the place where it wis, be you affured that 
this 1s Galicus Morbus confirmed. T hertore J with that you remember ths, 
when you cake in hand the cute; for thoſe hatdneſſes be molt maniſeſt & cer. 
taine ſign es of thus diſe ſe confirnavd» Lhe fourth is hanging down ot the u- 
vula, the uvula hanging down 11 the further part of the mouth, and if it do ſo 
much moiiture com meth to the mouth by reaſon wherot happeneth rauceds 
voc lu, a great hoarſenes of the yoice, Thetfote open ther mouth, when you 
ſhall heare them ſpeak thus hoat ſely, and you ſhall perceiye the avula full of 
moiſture, and(ifthe patient have no catarthe) ſiy that it is Morbus Galicus con- 
fir med. The cauſe of the Hu nectation or moiſtues of the uvula, is the natu- 
rall ſpirits intected and changed, vhich is carried with the blaud of the veines, 
throwout the hole body, and becuuſe it is (a intected and weakned, ther- 
fore the function therof is weak and feeble in the Romack and maketh eyill 
digeſtion, Therfore the ſame ſtomick aboundeth with fleg ne in the brain; 
and it doth not his function. Thertore in the brain thete is ingendred Mu- 
cut, that is, a skinned cold moiſture in the veins, byreaſon of the weaknes 


of che ſpirits, ingendred of flegmatick blood, with unnaturall humours. If 
they be after ward by acceſle ot heat aduſt, the diſeaſe becommeth very grie- 


vous and vehement. No maryeli therfore, if this aboundance of moiſt hu- 
mours tall to the uvula, and be preſſed down with moiſture: and if the bloud 
be ſharper then the skalls break toorth in the skin, the roots of the Hawes 
be conſumed, ſo that they fall i it exulcerareth the mouth, the palar, and the 
nole, it periſherh the ſcalpe of the brain, and is the occaſion of many other 
Symptamates, The caule ot hoatſenes of the yarce, ts humidity and excrements 
which do ſtop and let the waies of the voice. Fiftly, you may add the tumours 
of the ke ay = ha in the further part of the mouth; and when you ſee this, be 
you out of doubt, chat the infeRion of the diſeaſe is now confirmed. For the 
intocted matter is no (ent unto the head, which is expelled by his emun Tory 
pl that is, glandules. And liatly, add therunto the corruption of the 
pal ot che mouth, and of the teeth: and when you ſee theſe, lonke not to 
any greater ſignes of the coufitmation of thus evill. In the ſeventh place I put 
outragious and continuall pain, making the patient even to cry out 2 this 
beginneth at the two and twentieth houre of the artiſidall day, & continuern 
not fully until midnight; and theſe moſt orguetious ind extreme paines are 
cauſed of a very moiſt and maligne vapour, Which tiſetuù up from the Liver, and 
from the excrements be acquired and gathered by cvill nouriſhment in every 
part, and eſpecially above the perioſtion, that is, the tis v ch cover the bones 
of every part. And in tbe eight place, I remember corruption of the bone 
in the Head and in the armes, hetote there appcate any ulcer. How you may 
know the bones to be r. „the skin rem ming whole and found, I 
will hereafter ſhew. In the ninth pl.ce you may aud rumours arberomeress, 
ba 15'tumours Which yeeld a tough ſlimy matter. I hele of ſome writersare

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called Bambara of Gummata, by a ſimilitude taken of trees. Fot in Aſorbs 04 
lico tumours do grow like the gumms which iſſue out of trees, and this happe. 
nech either becauſe the pat ty himſelte is not well nouriſbed, and heaperh up 
undigeſted excrements, or els becauſe the Liver communicateth and fendeth 
unto it infected matter, , We may add here in the tenth and laſt place, maligne 
ulcers in all the parts of the body. whichulccrate the; whole sin, bead, and all 
parts through aboundance of offenſive matter, To conclude, there ſucceed 
this diſeaſe ſometime theit eſtects, as Aſ bma, which when it is come upon 2 
patient, it declareth him to be paſt cure. Therfore never put ſuck a one te 
pain by medicines or other meanes, for you ſhall neycr heale him. Now will 
teach you in proceſle of time following, the waies how to aſſwage and cute 
all the Symptomares,vhich although they be very hard and rebellious to re. 
medy,yct | undertake unto you that I have found out ſuch waies and meanes 
boy medic ines, as will aſſured mW and without danger (as much as is poſſi.

) help and cure them by grace, 
CHAP. IIII. 
Of the cure of Morbus Gallicw. 


Ow after ve haye declared the names, natuie, cauſes, and ſignes of this 
ſtect. it temaineth that we proceed and declare alſo the cure. And under. 
itand you, that the waies of curing therof are manifold and divers, becauſe 
the nature therof is not hended in any method of curing, but was al. 
wayes opened by the experiments of Emperickes, for Hap and Hardy hayc 
iycn us medicines againſt this diſeaſe. And becauſe divers medicines haye 
bin found out by chance, therfore there be divers wayes of curing this affect, 
of the which one is light and eaſie, that is, great moving and exerciſe 
of the body, which is in men, ſtrong and luſty, able to endure ſweat, ei- 
ther in wraftliag, leaping, darting, dancing, or playing at tennis, or ſuch 
like, hath bin a ſuſficient remedy for this evill in the beginning; for by it the 
heat ſogroweth, and the excrements therby be ſo abundantly expelled, that 
the ſpirits be renevved and made more pure and apt to overcome the infecti- 
on: and therfore jt is not to be marvelled, if by this meanes the Liver ſome- 
times th himſelfe, when the diſeaſe hath taken no deep root in him. 
Why doth Febris putrida ceaſe and take an end without medicine? 
perdy, it is not in the ſound parts of the body. But in Febri befica the ts 
are healed by medicines alwaies which coole and moyſten, becauſe the affect 
conſiſterth in the ſound parts. Semblable, in Morbo Gallico, when the diſeaſe 
is in the beginmung,and not confirmed or fixed in the inward parts it is poſſi- 
ble that the ſpirits may be reſtored of themſelves, for this zfcR is in the ſpirits. 
T herfore to return to our = ndeed by procuring a great ſvweat have

CHAP. VI. 
Of purging of Morbus Gallicus, 


Aving thus farre proceeded in this matter, we will now come unto the 
Hs ſt [cope propoled, I meane eyacuarion, of the natter preſent is full an- 
tia, wherewith is joyncd fervor, wit of the Which groweth a hot diſtem- 
per and excrementuous matter , tixſt theretore naturall, and that whenſoevcr 
you go about to cure this diicale ; for the very Empericks doe that ever at 
the beginning of their cure. And becauſe the pteſent humouis may offend ei- 
ther in quantity, or in quality, or in both, you ought to uſe diligent conſide- 
ration therein, For it they offend in quantity onely, firſt we muſt give him a 
lenitive medicine, either of Caſſia, or /y1up. Ro. Fol. and after that open a veine, 
that the e bullition ot bloud in the her may ſo be tempered and aſlwaged, Se- 
condly, abate and diminith the matter, which te quiteth firſt to be altered by 
me dicines, and afterwards to be expelled. I birely, for as much as the diſeaſe 
ha ppeneth by contegion, which contagion inefectech the liver, unto the which 
as their fountainc all the humours have their tecoutſe, it behoveth revulſion 
to be made from the inward parts unto the outward,as in bloud- letting it is. I 
omit the greatne ſſe ot the diſeaſe, which allo indicateth Phlebotomy ; but the 
three firſt only we rake as indications of bloud letting, and the veine that is to 
be opened is Hepatica,in the right ame, becauſe it is direct unto the parts af- 
fected But undetſtand kat ſometime we may not ule this evacuation, becauſe 
in the beginning of the diſeaſe (toc the moſt part) the patient is wont to have 
Bubcres, which Bubones becaule they come from the Liver, cxpciling the ſu» 
pei fluous or unnaturall matter unto his emunctory place, if we ſhould cut the 
veine the patient having them upon him, we might haply there dy divert aud 
turne backe the matter agne unto the Liver, to the d1nger ot the patient. So 
that in this caſe it 1s determined among learned men. that a veine oupht nordo 
be opened,leſt the matter (as I ſaid before) ſhould be drawne againe unto the 
Liver, and the 6:{ſcale made more dangerous and painfull. 


CHAP. VII 
Of the preparation of hamors, 

Fter the patient hath becne let bloud, as his ſtrength may permit, the time 
Av ſerveth to prepare his humonrs: and tor as much as in th- beginning 
of the diſeaſe, there is not alwaies the ſame mixture of humoius that is in the 
end, in which there is pituita and cxuſſ a materia, this pituita ou ght to be pre- 
pared, firſt by thoſe things which have power to attenuate and ſcoute, and to 
open obſti uctions, of which medicines you ſſi finde pler ty in the former 
bookes,for the ayoiding of cholerick, fle gnatick and me lancholick humors and 
mixt humots, and then let us come to the cure, 

CHAP.

Of the certaine and true medicine for the diſcaſe. 


I: che cute of this diſeaſe, after evicuation is made, the ſtate and tempera. 


tute of the inv «cd parts by convement me ines altered, the dy prepared by 


the medicines betore ſufficientiy, and purge, and aft. cvrard confirmed, and 
contorted ag une is before we have declared: it We ſee the d:i(cale continue 


ſtill, and ne t yceld to all this miniſtration, we ought then to co ne unto that 


which maketl the true and certaine alteration of the inwird yarts,2nd that of 


it ſelte hath a knowne vertue, both to alter and reſtore the Liver to hisnarurall 
eftate ; and this is the decoction of LIgnu® Guzicum ochervviſe called Lignum 
Indicun,ana Lig um Sanffun, which medicine wis tound out by ch ince, and 
cunfrn.ed by gicat experience to cure this diteaſe, the patient oblerying a very 
inder dict, and drinking the decoct ion, in Which there is a vertue to attenuate, 
and power to overcome this dilcale, 


| CHAP. IX. 
What ſort of that wood is to be choſen as beſt for this purpoſe, 


Ow kehence it is determined that for this purpoſe to uſe this wood is beſt, 
N. is neceſſity to thew alſo the manner of uling this wood, concerning 
uch yOu ou t to obſcrye theſe things. Firlt Wiitmanncr wood, and what 
mauncr rind is to be cholen for the heit. Secondly the preparation. * hircly the 
vy et gtvingit, F urthly the order of det to be uſtd in miniſtiiio it. Fnſt 
concerning the election or choiſe of the wood, Ifay it is na t to be doubted, 
alwaics to chovſe that which is of moſt vertue, and that is Lignu n Sm, 
Which is ycllowiſh and fat, having no blackneſſe in it: and if we cannot have 
this, let us uſe Guatcum, whereot there is more plenty. Moreover, n both 
kinds of this wood the meane ſort is belt ; we may have it ot a tee that is old, 
ot ot a yong tree, or of a tree of middle age. I call that the meane ſort, which 
is not al together black, nor tor the greater part white, neither ſlendet, nor 
groſſc. 1 chooſe this muddle ſort, becanle it hath more unctuouty and oyliſh- 
neſſe init then the other which is growne unto age. For it the ſame unctuoſity 
doth more abound in the yonger wood, it is more inconcoct and excremen- 
tous. Moreover, we ought to chooſe that which is beſt in reſpeR of the diſcale, 
to wit, in a confirmed diſeaſe, the molt vertutull and efficatious, as is Lignum 
Sandlum of middle age: but it the diſe iſe be not ſo greatly contirmed, but light 
and eaſie, we may ule that which is of a more weaker operation, both in genere 
and fpccie, Furrthermore, regard mglt be had alſo of the patient his age, 
for in an old body, che old plant is — convenient: for one that is yong, and 
ſtrong, the middie ſort is to be choſen, Fifthly, in chooling this wood, we 
muſt conſider of the time of the yeate for in a cold ſeaſon, as in the Winter, 
we ought touſe the hotter, ſnnrpet, and bitter kind, which we may judge 
by our ſenſes: in the Summer time, th-t which is leſſe ſharp, and leaſt of all 
bitter, either of an old or yong tree; And the markes whereby we may diſ- 
cerne the beſt trom the other, of the woed of tue old tree, which hath in 
ic 
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it great quantity of blacknes, are thele ; it is yery bjgge, and hath a groſle and 
thicke tinde, which ſo cleaveth unto the weedthat unncath it can with a knife 
be (cparated, For as often as you fee the rinde to c me eaſily frem the woed, 
it hath been mr o:fined with (alt water, and 1$ ct-the worſt ſort. In che middle 
ſort of this wocd,s:] theſe things appeate in a meane, Bclides this. 1 would 
wiſh ycu to tape a little of this wood, and it in ſo doing you petecive not a 
ſmell proceed trom it, you may be hold to ſay, chat it is either very old, at elle 
cottupt. I he third ſigne to chooſe this wood by, is, if in ro ping it appeareth 
oyliſh, ſo that the duſt thercot doth ſom hat glifter, Fourthly, you may taſte 
of that you have raped in your mouth, and it it biteth the tongue torthwith, 
and atterward yeeldeth a bitterneſſe, it is good. Fifthly, take nog t, and it 
thcre appeareth in the ſubſtance thcreot maniteſt pores and (mall holes after 
you have raped it, and the ſuperticies remaineth noc equal] and (ound, it is of 
the werle lot: and it you ma ke your decoction thereof, it is cleate, and nei- 
ther bitter nor thorpe in taſt S thly, ir ought to be choſen very pondrous and 
heavie. Severthly, fee that it be ſuch as hath not the whitiſh colour inclining 
to dimmedneſle, neither having the veines of the white part black, but gree- 
n:{h, and of din me pale colour: tor if it be otherwile, it is a token of cottup- 
tion. I he laſt proote of this wocd is, to boile the rapings thereof, and if the 
decaction be thucke, yery butter, and ſhaipe, it is good. I be Genes of good- 
ne ſle in che tinde are theſe: Fuſt, that it be taken of a tree which is old; or of 
middle age, tor that which commeth of a {mall bcugh is naught; and we 
know when it comme th ct a middle age or old tree, fer it hath great pceces, 
and large cavities. Secondly, it is equi req, that the rinde be very thicke. Third- 
ly, that it be very hard. Fcurthly, that on the inſide it ſee meth 35 it were black, 
{princkled with an aſſe coleur; and this is the colour of the moſt excellent 
barke, It withall in breaking it appezreth black, but not like unto Ebenus be 
ye ſurc it is ofthe belt ſort. 


CH AP. X. 
Of the decection of Suaicum. 


He wood being thus raped, we come to his boyling, which we call deco-

T heretorein making the deco- 
con we ate wont to take one peund of the raped wood and twelve pounds of 
the water, except in the Summer ſeſon when the ſyrupe cannot be kept: and 
then we take „ * waters 15 vp Alſo in the Winter time we take of 
the wood raped. d. j N of water cightcene pounds. In the middle (eaſons or 
times betwixt both thele one pound of the word, and twelve pounds of water, 
But you muſt take and macerate or infuſe the wood twelve houtes befoic, or

bittet, 2ad more thicke. Theretore hardly let it be 1Mtulcd in water which 
is made even (cething hot. Moreover, | with that you it »ppe your pot very 
cloſely, and ſet it in a place amongſt Branne, covering it up e en unto the mid. 
dle part in the (aid Branne: for by this meanes it long tyne ret inc th his heate, 
Belides this, encompaſſe it round about with linnen clothes, that it may he 
fectly macctated, and the decocti on have his requilite ſtrength, and to be 
þoyicd in a veſſcll of ſtone, or of carth well glaſed within, tnole veſlcls of 
laſſe are beſt of all. Andnote you turthermore, that this decoction may be 
made two diverſe vwaics, to wit, by drie fire, or in Balneo Marie,which is the 
more excellent way: for the decoction will be furre better, and work bettet 
eſtect, and ſoonet. Alſo chocle your yellell having as {mall a mouth as may be, 
and boile your liquor therein, the top being clole ſtopped, and keep it in bot 
ling continually ; let it bie till halte be waſted, as the common ule is: ſome 
will boile it till three parts be conſu med, to have it drie more. This is the rule 
for boiling this decoction, which when it is boiled, ſometime is ſuffeted to 
coole before it be ſtrained, and ſome ſtraine itwhiles it is yet boiling hot, that 
the wood make not the decoction thick or groſſe with his ſubſtance. 1 think 
it no matter whether it be cleanſed hot or cold, and this is the making of this 
firſt decoction. The ſpume or froth thereot mult be gathered for that purpoſe, 
which hereafter I will declare, The ſecond decoction is made in this —— 
take the (ame wood (without macerating it any -, and boile it againe in 
the ſame quantity of water (as cuſtome is) that it boile unto the conſumption 
of the third part : ſothat of twelve pounds, after boiling there remains eight. 
But in the ſecond decoction we ule to increaſe the quantity ot this water: for 
ſometime we add eighteene pounds of water, ſometime fifteene, and this we 
are accuſtomed to doe when we have a patient that is given to drinke much, 
Secondly, we incteaſe the deſis of the water, if it be in the Summer ſeaſon, for 
then the patients are compelled to drinke betweene dinner and (upper, And 
this is to be drunk at dinner and _—— (if need be) at any time of the day. 
Nevertheteflc ye ſhall underſtand, ſome Phylitions do give the firſt decoction 
even at dinner and (upper allo, and ſo they make but one decoction onely : 
but this uſe is but rare, and when they will dcie vehemently, One thing I myſt 
add,which isthis,that in leane and weake perſons we uſe to prepare this wood 
to. be given with the broth of Veale, of a chicken, ora bird, ſo that the broth 
be not fat. It is boiled after the manner aforelaid : and this I thonght neceſſary 
to let you underftand, Thus much may ſuffice the ſimple for making of theſe 
decoctions. 


CHAP. XI. 
Of making the compound decoltions of this wood. 


His Guaicum is boiled not onely ſiagle and by it (clfe, (as I have fheved 
before) but allo diverſe ogher things in boiling are mixed and compoun- 
ded

ded therwith diyerfly, Firſt J will declare unto you thoſe decoRions which 
be made of this wood moſt ſingly; atrerwards others, which becauſe they 
have more things added unto them, are called compound decoctions of 
this wood. The molt fimple or ſingle decoction is made of the riade of the 
wood, and pure water only. And this fimple decoction the beit Phytitions do 
uſe, Vhen they will make the decoction ſtrong. The forme of making it is this, 
We take theſame quantity of the vvood Guatcum, & the fome of water which 
is declared in the Chapter before, and e add unto the ſame the bark or rind of 
Guaicum,which hath no determinate quanttues;tor ſometimes we put 2 {ome- 
time z. ſometime 4 ounces unto. oue pound of the wood, and for halfe an 
ounce of the rind we add 4 pounds of water: as for example, admit the quan- 
tity of the wood be 1 Hthe quantity of the rind, 3 ij the quantity of Water 
ſhall be 16 pounds But When we will have the medicine of great operation and 
ſtrength, e take ot the wood 1. pound, of the rind, 3. vj. of watery fh. 18. we 
beat the rind into groſſe powder, & afterward ſteep it in the water 24. houres, 
then boyle we it to the conſumption of the 3. part, in ſuch wiſe as is Iud of the 
ſimple decoction. Ia certain places they prepare and make this decoction with 
wine: the forme of preparing it, is this. Re Guaici 1. pound, corticit eu half a 
und, water 5. 18. let theſe be infuſed together according to art, afterward 
— them to the conlumpt ion of 2 or z parts, ſo that 6 pounds only of the 
decoction do remain. This done, they add thereto of ſtrong white wine, 
which they boyle a little, and then ſtrain it and uſe it as before, Sometimie it 
happeneth (by the weaknes or vice of the patient his ſtomack) that the whole 
decoction is caſt up again: therfotre that it may pierce the ſooner, we adde 
wine therto, but if the patient can receive and retain it without wine, it were 
the better way. Let have we another decoction of thus wood which is more 
compounded, which is this, N. ligui Guaici fb j corticis ejus,tÞ. B. aque th» 
is cheſe be infuled according to art, then they boyle to the conſumption of 
the 3 part then we add to it Carduus gene didus, which is much uſed, Camedrios, 
Betonic æ, ol each of theſe herbs a handfull. Again, they boyle it even till the 
one hal fe be waſted: ſo that of the whole decoction remaine th no mare then 
6. pound. Then wee add therto again of wine 3. pints, and after 1. valme or 
— edi cleanſe or ſtrain it N. the ſame wood, the ſame rind, and the 
ſame water in quantity, infuſe and boyle them after the ſame mannet: then add 
of Roſemary, Feniculi,Stechadis, Betonicæ, ana. M. Scine, Anniſe, c.] let theſe 
boyle to the conſumption of the halfe party ſo that there remain of the liquor 
but 6 pounds, and therto add 3 pants of wine, after the manner afoteſaid. Laſt- 
ly we make it another Way, is thus, N. the fame quantity of the wood and 
rind wherof we ſpake before, and add of the totes of Enala campana, of the 
roots of Altbea,of the dry roots of rest, n J.]. of Maiden-haue, ct Liquo- 
rice, Stæchados, ana.

and coldneſſe of the ſtomack, Stat ico, and Palſey, in Fiftulaes,and other foule 
forces and pains in the joynts, and in aſſects of the feet comming of cold diſtem. 
per i in theſe caſes I have uſed the ſaid decoftion with goed ſuoceſſe. Bar the 
moſt imple decoction,] y, doth beſt againſt Aſorbum Galicum, ſo that there 
be no compound d:ſeafe joyned with it, then the compound decoctions are 
chiefly to be uſcd according to the direttion of them which do practiſe. 


CHAP. XII.

it at What time is this decoction to be given ? Certes the moſt meet time i 
che Spring time; for although we require in the working therof, hear, 
(went, and much digeſtion of ex. rements,yet the heat of Sommer 13 too great, 
the bodies are therby tete ved and made fait. Therfore the middle Spring, and 
the beginning of Sommer ts moſt conyenient. Next umo the Spring is the Au- 
wmn;as for the Sommer and Winter they be ſeaſons unſit for it, the one for his 
great heat, and the other for his exceſſe of cold And if of theſe two I mutt needs 
chuſe one, yet I would rather chuſe the Winter, for in the Winter ſeaſon we may 
have good fires;the chamber may be made cloſe and arme.

But this time ſetvetli when the diſeaſe is in a 
meanc betwoene confirmed and beginning» It it be but Aſorbus incipiens, we 
ſcarcely prol6g the ule of this decoctiò til the thirtieth day, ot the five &rwene 
tieth day;but when the diſeaſe is inveterate, we calt not to give it in Veratro, 
untill the 60. day. Wherby ſhall we know certainly when to leave the ule of 
this decoction ? Truly en we (ce that all Sympromare be ceaſed and gone, 
and if they be ceaſed at the ſfamnteene dayes end, let us leave the uſe of the drink 
if not let us continue it ſtil, untill the Sympromata be all gone, Bur if after we 
have given it forty dates, che — — yet leare not off as yer 
for all that, hut continue it till, preſcribing to the patient vict᷑ a nobilium, and 
let him till an hundred daies be expired drink of the decoction, leſt the diſeaſe 
return or be confirmed more. And ye ſhall underſtand, there be two rebellious 
er, vvhich if they cemain,hope you not for any perfect cure. The one 
of theſe be certain callous and bard ſcarrs, we Engliſh men terme them 
the burtons of Naples, fot they be certain ſcarres like indeed unto buttons, and 
except the patient continue this decoction till theſe be perfectly cured, it is al- 
vvaies to be teared, that the diſeaſe will again return, The other rebellious 
Syrptomata, 1s Gonerrbois G allica, which if it ceaſeth not t the uſe of 
the decoction or other medicine, of which I will (peak hereafter, the diſeaſe 
alſo endureth, Therfore ſee that after torty daies, yer they drinke one of the 
decoctions.

to ſpeak of the time of giving this decoRion, I (ay that the 
ig give it in che morning before dinner, the ſpace of three or ſoure 
houres,and for the evening after ſupper three hoares, And if it ſo chancerh 
that we give but one firupe only, the time is not ſo mach to be More- 
over, remember that the decoction ought alwHaies to be taken very hot, to the

There be divelliſh women deſirous 
to be handled & dealt withall,whowill bexutifie themſelves, to inflame mens 
hearts to luſt cowards them; abandon theſe your company, and thruſt them 
out of the doores and houſe » let none of that hue he ſeen in your diet; beware 
again of perturbation and chafing ot the mind, which to avoide, fly cards, 
dice, and all manner of games, which may provoke anger, and nouriſh fraud 
and coyetoulnes,which doth inflame the bloud and ſtit cholerick humours. 


CHALK Ii. 
Of things to be correfed,ov Symptomates to be 
oppugned in thus cure, 


1 accidents alſo in this cure are to be corrected and holpen, among 
che which, one is a certain ſoathing of the ſtomack, or diſpoſition to vo- 
mit, called of the Latins Nauſea. This comming upon the palar, letteth him 
to receive his potion, This is teſiſted and helped by mixing pleaſant things 
With the decoction, as is ſome pleaſant Julep to be mixed with the decoction 
according to the humour which is the cauſe therof. {ome having a hot Romack 
do abhorre it; therfore let him uſe in the decoction cold waters, as c ic bor, and 
ſuch like, to make it more thin. Some cannot eat their bisket, in whick caſe 
ve permit unto them good common bread,made of the beſt loure of the beit 
wheat. Moreover ſharp and grievous pains are wont to happen unto the pa. 
tients after the fouth day, or the eight day of their begun diet, untill the fit. 
teenth day be paſt; which we endeayour to quality and lighten tyyo aics. Firlt 
by perſwading with the patient ro ſuſtain them patiently, telling him it is the 
nature of working of the wood, and that they will ſoone be at an end, to his 
great commodity and much comfort. Secondly, by ſomenting the parts, and 
annointing them, wherof I will (peak more at large, hen I treat de dolorib us. 
Another inconyenience that followerh this cure, is coitivenes, and the patient 
commeth into laſſitude ur wear ineſle: this is holpen by clyſters given every 
third day. Again, ſome do abhor cliſters unto ſuch we give once in the day of 
the ſirupe cum duabus ra dic ibus, or, mellis rofacet And if it be ſuch a perſon as wil 
not be ſcoured by common mel roſactum, then in ſtead therof we add unto the 
tirupe rg/./oluti,”.z. Some uſe to give pils of Aloes, but mel roſ.in my judgement 
is beſt, Alſo otherwhiles it happene th that the patient faintetk or (woundeth; 
and this happeneth after foure and twenty daies, through the ſlendernefſe of 
the 
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the diet. Then-granthim 8 diet, as an egg every day, morning and eve 
ning, or ſome 1 thing at — And othervehules the caule of this 
their faintneſſe and (weaunding commerh, for that they are not nouriſhed, or 
becauſe they take litle of their bisker, in which caſe (as I ſaid) we help them 
with 2 draught of ale, or an egg reare.. Bur if their ſtomacks will not digeſt 
bisker, let them have good fine breads Aud you ſhall kao this weaknes of 
the Romacks digeſtion by theſt fignes : When either the (aid ſoluti ve ficupe 
or clyſters be given them, (ii theit ſtomack be ſo weak) there is brought torch 
with it a great part of the decoction, yellowViſh ſomeyhar reſembling the color 
of the — of an egg, and ſomewhat thick or troubled, in the which ye may (ce 
crams and (mall peeces of the bisk-t (ywimming whole.

C HAP. XIX. 
Of Excrements, 


OW am I come to chat part of my Treatiſe wherin I have to ſpeak ot 
Excrements. And concerning this matter, ficlt you ſhall underſtand, there 
be two kinds of Excrements,which axe to be regarded and conlidered of. The 
one is Exere nentum ſiccum, that is to ſay the ordure, hetot᷑ L have _— 
The other kind of Excrements wherby the body is purged, being of three 
ſorts, is avoided ſometime by urine, ſometime by (wear, ſometime by purging 
"medicines. Although (in this caſe) it be not neceflary that the matter be pur- 
ged, but that the in ward aſtected part be altered, yet evacuation is good by 

the way of urine:very good t were indeed, but no Phyſitions have attem 
that way. For (be it never ſo good) they have thought it inconvenient to fend 
ſuch hot mattet unto the reynes, eipecially if the patient have G onerrboia : for 
then aſſuredly che diſeaſe ſhall be exaſperated, and more hurt than commodi - 
ty will therupon enſue. To drive forth by ſweat, Phyſitions do their diligence, 
for a large ſwear diſſolveth the matter of that diſcaſe, Some therſore da fur 
ther and provoke this ſeating atrer the tnoſt ſimple and common way, that 
is by covering the patient well with cloathes, covering the patieuu Head, by 
laying him in a hot bed, and giving him his de coction warme to drink (the 
Head of the patient being covered, I doubt whither that will do hart or nay)] 
can commend it in ſuch patients as have not the Head very. hot and eating 
already:alfo ſuch as have puſtules, and do feare the ſhedding of their haire. O- 
thers take bread hot out of the oven, and apply it to the back and ſides of the 
patient, that by the moiſt heat therof, they might the mote eafily eat. I like 
not this de vice, tor the bread is infected ther by, and therfore this is not good. 
Some uſe to lay a warme brick ſprinckled with wine or ver juyce, and wrapped 
up in cloathes,and this is a commendable way,obſerving yet this rule for 
the uſe therof, that you omit it in ſuch perſons as have Rhagadet in their fest: 
in ſuch you muſt lay no brick to their feet in any wiſe. The laſt way of voyding 
excrements,is to expell chem by ar * And the Guaicum _ 
2 — 
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ſometime to wotk chat e ſſect, but ſometime it doth not. The moſt of 
Phyſrtionsdo(in ths caſe)commend evacuation made with convenient 

of time by purgative medicines i wherfore if very great evacuation be made 
by (wears, let them every eight day be purged: if they ſweat not plenteouily, 
then purge them oftner, every third or fourth day, in the Name of Go rand 
the ations which we in this caſe do uſe, be ac to the humors which 
do abound as ſomtime with pils, with Sena, Her modadiyli:and 
fomtime with Electuaties, as conſe Bio ch, Diaca and ſuch other like, 
a5 you may find plenty in the firſt and ſeoõd books, if you look catefully in them 
for medicines for the purpoſe Nich you would have ayoided. 


CHAP. XX, _ 
Of Diet to be obſerved in this cure. 


JV are we come to ſpeak of the diet to be uſed while this decoction is 
in taking. This diet is ordained alwaies ſlender touct ing the quantity, 
and drying and it conſiſteth in bisket, which we give unto the patient firft and 
before other things, to the intent the meat taken after it might the leſſe moi- 
ſten, (and (© it helpeth much to the cure of the tumouts ich belong to this 
diſcaſc) and alſo becauſe this bisket bread tarieth longer in cating, and yet the 
patients appetite is ſomewhat ſtayed; and it the ſtomack be very weak, pei- 
mit him to eat common bread of the very belt, His meat mult be roſted 
and excellent good, Chickens, Rabbets, Mutton, Partriches,and ſuch like. And 
when he doth purge, let his meat be boyled that day: once, twice, or thrice 
in the week let um have to his ſupper bread and great Raiſins, as you like 
his ſtrength. Some do miniſter Corants,which I commend. But when the ex- 
crements of the body are daily avoided by abundance of ſweat, ſo that we may 
hope the patient ſhall that way be perfectly purged, then I thinke beſt to give 
no purging medicines ; for nature it ſelfe expelleth them to the $kinne, to 
be eyacunted that way by ſweat, whole work ſhould by purgative medicines 
partly be hindered. It his ſwear be not ſufficient, then it is beſt to uſe purging 
of what kind you think beſt (as before) For his ordinary drinke at meales 
and other times, let lum uſe the ſecond decoction, wherof let him take as 
much as he will But do not you beleeve, the more they drink the ſooner they 
ſhall be cured of thus diſeaſe. And if they cannot dtinł the ſecond decoRinn, 
ve muſt ſuffer them to take ſome ale or beere, but let it not be yery ſtrong m 
any caſe, The time of the dyet being expired, we ought forthwith to obſerve 
whether the Liver be too hot yea or no: if it be ſo, then preſcribe a medicine to 
qualific the diftemper,as thus. Take conſerves of Roſes, of Borage or of Vio- 
lets or ſuch like,wherof you may find plenty in our former books. 


CHAP. X XI.

and twenty houres.. Afrerwards wie ſet it to the fire, and boyle it to thecon- 
ſumption of halfe, ſo that fix pounds and no more remaine. We make but

CHAP XXIII.

Vr youwill chuſe the beſt Ching, take that which is rough in colour and. pon»

an hundred rootes, unneath you ſhall End foure 3 for commonly they 
have tvvo faults : one, that they be ſpongi ight, another that they be 
corrupt and worm eaten. And if you. ve none without both theſe faults,

Dinner and Supper, Truth it is, I ſometime make the decoction with wine, in 
this wiſc : The firſt decection being made (as I have before declated) I rake of 
water fifteen pounds or pints, and the ſame quantity of Sal/a, and boyle 
them together till halfe the 14 cur be waſted; than before I take the veſſell 
from the fire, I put theito of white wine not ſtrong, but pleaſant in drin- 
king, one quart, and after it hath beyled alitle, J cleanſe it out: and this 
wine I uſe to put unto it when I ſee the patient not much infected, and ſo he 
may walk abroad if it pleaſe the patient; or els when his ſtomack is mucti 
infcebled.

His diſeaſe ſoraetime is cured of ptactitioners by Suffumigations, other- 
wiſe called perfumes, which way of cucing is not to be recommended a- 
mongſt thoſe wayes before named. The cauſe 15sthis;otten and many times 
ſore inconveniences come therupon, and it cureth nee with ſo ſmall dan- 
ger ta the patient. Whetfore, I have alwayes held it the beit (as much 
ab may be) te ſhun this way of curing, for as much as in ſome it is extreme- 
Jy evill and dangerous, 28 in leanc perſons, ſuch as have a hot and dry tem- 
. perament 
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perament ; allo in thoſe yvhich have —— in the breaſt, either through 
obitruction cf the veſlels, or ſomewhat diſtilling from the Head. Moreover, u 
pernic: ous them which at any time have (pitted. bloud : Furthermore, 
ſuch perſons as have Feripneumonia, if they uſe ſuflumigations. it coſts them 
cheu lives. To be ſhort, all ſuch as are troubled vyith Dyſenterie,or any other 
kind of Flux, ought to forbeare iheſe ſuſlumigations. I my ſelſe never uſed 
them, but in one caſe ot tyvo at the moſt, and maryell you not therat, for I ut. 
terly maſlike of them. Bur I will ſpeak a litle of Suffumigations; they have in 
them theſe faculti Furſt they open all the conduits of the body: 
for cheix nature is ſuch, that immediately they pierce the body, in piercing they 
alter itʒthey mundiſie or ſcoure the inward and fit ſt the Heart. And the 
braine it ſelfe is altered, for by the Lung it is communicated unto the heart, by 
the.noltrils uuto the braine, as by the veins the ſame alſo is communicated un - 
to the Liver, And this appearcth by experience;for Suft mextaalvyayes looſen 
che hel ly, and bring excrementsunto the bowels,cven as a purgation, therfote 
it mult needs be that they pierce or penetrate, |

It is a medicine laxative, in forme 
and faſhion it is meanely whole, and it is (wallowed by little gobbers, It is 
made of divers things, by reaſon of avoiding and purging divers humours ; 
but the plaineſt and fimpleſt way of making ic, is of Medule Caſe fiftule, 
new dravvn out of a cane or reed, fix dramms or an ounce, of Sugar ſo 
much as ſuſficeth, and make a bole, But if it be feared that tcaſſia will do hurt, 
as if great pain be in the bowels, wherby many times it provoketh ſoun- 
ding, as ſame do that have but weak and tender bowels : to ſuch caſſia is not 
to be miniſtred, neither by Bole nor by clyſters. And for that cauſe the ſick 
perſon muſt be asked how he feeletk himſelfe before caſſia be miniftred unto 
him, Truly many authors do thinke, that this hurt Which _ may bring, 
may be taken away, if there be added to it (Gre graines of Barberies, or Su- 
gar roſet: for they are of this mind, that through their ſtipticity the belly and 
the bowels are ſtrengthened, and the pain impedite and letted, which Caſs 
doch cauſe by his clammineſſe and mollifying ſottneſſe. There be others that 
do mix ſome laxative with caſſia, that it may quicken the {lowneſſe of his o- 
petation, & that it deſcending,may the ſooner ſlide away and be avoided. Boles 
chiefly are thus ordained and made, being very profitable remedies againſt the

Ii they be confect and made to — the 
naturall faculties and vertues, then they muſt be adminiſtred to a faſting ſto- 
mack, If the verruc digeſtive be weak through coldneſſe, miniſter them after 
ment, But if any mattet᷑ ariſe through moiſtneſſe, then miniſter one houre or 
two before meat, that they may alter the temperature, and dry up the un- 
wholeſome ſubſtance, But if che vertue vitall requireth ſtrengthening, you 
may miniſter them very well in a manner at all houres ; but if you intend to 
may conveniently miniſter in the houre 
of ſlecp or about midnight. The formes of Electuarics are in this order as fob 
lowerh, and firſt, of a liqui which is proficable to ſtrengthen the 
natutall vertue vhen the lubſtance of the belly is made feeble by coldnefle and

and ſtoppings of the Liver: moreover againſt the beginnings of knobs and 
kernels, to which (if they be come forth) there muſt be applyed mollifica» 
tives and things that do looſen and unbind. Alſo there be Epithemes that be 
made for many purpoſes of the ſtomach : firſt to ſtrengthen the ſtomach 
that it receive not the ſuperfluities comming from other places, and then the 
Epitheme is made of ſtiptick things. Secondly,to correct and amend the di- 
ſtemper of the ſtomach. And thirdly, they ſerve to ceaſe the pains that are 
cauſed bythe nature and condition of that griefe : miniſtring duly to the 
contraty of the matter, as the cauſe ſnal require. Ihe making of the firſt in- 
tent, that the ſtomach may be delivered from flowings of humourt to it, and 
may be preſerved ſafely, that it ſhal not ſuffer inflammation, or courſe of e- 
vil humours. Rr. red Roſes, ij. of loſla and Plantain, an. M.. the 
tops of Wormwood,M. j. che third part, al the Saunders, an. g. ij. red Corall, 
3.114. put all theſe in a little bag, and make a decoction in ſufficient quantity 
of water with a little vineger, to which may be added a litle Rheniſh wine, 
and make a fomentation.

and renownedne{ſe of their good name, by the:profperoue ſucceſſe of 
their lahowrs, The which remedies, although every of them pro- 
vided to be made at home, and took them for ſecrets; yer notwith.. 

Sanding in ſpace of time and number of cares, either by death, or in- 

treaty,or for mony,or through chan ge, or other manifold meancs, they 

have beene made hnowne and publiſhed, Whernpon others the rather 
minding the pablike utility of men, thought good to gather rogethey 
the 4 el. compoſitions of medicines then every where knowne, and 
endevoxredthemſtlues to transfer out of the moſt famous anther; the 
beſt and moſt receipts into their books of Phyſick. And by theſe means 
truly did Scribonus Largus, Actuar ius, Nicolaus Myrepſus, 

Nicolaus Præpoſitue, wake their works. By this induſtry it 
could not but come to paſſe, abi of divers Aut hort many receipts 
ot much wnlche, were ET ing te one end, as Syrupes of like of 
fet,and many medicines Aloe nn fewer of Scammony or Colo- 
cynthide,or Turpetho, all-which drffer only in way of compoſition,or

I compoſition — eit her profitable or to no uſo, neither pleaſant or 
unſavory; but recei vet h and alloweth for the moſt part ſuch receipt s, 
as have bin uſed of unlearned men, commonly without wits; of 
Judgement, And many of thoſe likewiſe divers have perverted an 
depraved.enery man according to his —— that nom there re- 
maineth ſcantly any certain Rind or trade of compoſition for A pothe- 
cariet, and that part of Phyſick, ( as it ts not ratified and eſtabliſhed) 
which is moſt nece([ary for the cure of diſeaſes : and wheras many 
have judged well of the reformation of that part, I have done mine en- 
deavour, that the compoſition of metlicines might be ſet downe in wri- 
ting according to Art, as the ſimples have bin in the books before, 
And whatſoever of them were profitable and eaſie for practiſi, might 
heepe their old forme: and whatſoever were amiſſe,by uprig Ps; &= 
ment might be brought to better perfectiõ ſo that nothing were = 
redounding or wanting, neceſſary to take away the diſeaſes aſfection 
incident therto, and canſt therof, Therfore I do not take owt all the 
compoſitions nſuall in old writers, but the beſt — * and oftentimes 
T put tos new, to fill my worke with all kind of medicinet, and I cut off

TL E barbarous — and names do apparantly argue, that ſirupes and 
Juleps, and many other as well ſimple as compound medicines, were the 
inventions of the Arabiane. But many ye ares before them, the old Grecians 
nad of the ſame matter and for the ſame ule, their {poyemara (that is decoct- 
ions of water and herbes) in ſtead of ſitupes, whicirb:caule they were fitly 
applyed, as well to ꝓtepare the body as humours to purging, were of. them 
termed Propotiſmata, as if you would ſay, potions before purging, becauſe 
that according to the ditect order of curing, they make a way for purging 
medicines, So Galen and Mul ſo, that is ine and hony ſodden together, and 
Oxymelite, that is, hony, vincger, and water boyled together, doth incoct 
— eters Peniroyall, and Calamint, to the preparing of the body 
to be purged. And it he be an Author of credite Archigenes, Antonius, Auſa, 
d many other ancient Phy ſitions did make ſuch like weet potions tor ſicke 
tolke, of the juyce of Cicory, Dill, Flowerde lace, and Celidony, and ſuch like 
herbes, tempered together with wine and hony by decoRion for divers diſ- 
eaſes of the Liver ml other parts affected. And Dioſcoridet did boile the roots, 
leaves and tops of plants, and did ſtraine the liquor boyled, & then miniſtred it 
aitlit alone or els ſweetned with Mulſo or hony, or that they might be kept, 
did decoct it to the thicknefle of hony. So that theſe three, 4p03 ema,Syrapas, 
and lulepu, differ onely in the manner of conditure, that is, making them 
pleaſant to the taſt For in Apotemate, becaule that upon occaſon ſuddenly 
and out of hand, for the moſt part, it is ordained to be diſſevered into three 
or foure parts, to bring it to a ſeaſonableſweerneble, it fhall be ſufficient if he 
take the third part of Sugar or hony, or ſomevchat more then the third part 
of Sugar, in relpect of che ſtrained. decoction and purified juyce But the ſirups, 
to the intent they may be longer kept, require à perfect coction, and there- 
fore it is meet to haye ſo much, or very little leſſe Sugar or Hony, as there 
is of the ſtrained decoction or purified juyce. But becauſe the Julep is more 
thinne, penetrating, and pleaſant then the rwo before, it ſhall be ſuſicicat 
enough if it have the ſixt part of Sagar, or in ſtead thereof the like quantity of 
& convenient firupe, ſo that there be ſomewhat more then the tyyo parts = che

Sugar, in reſpect of the decoction prepared, or diſtilled waters. To all theſe 
potions made of decoctions and 4 = Juice of plants, and fruires, Sugar ard 


hony be mingled,not only for their prelervations, or for their ſweetnefle and 


pleaſantneſle in taſte and ſavour, but alſo for the proper force of hony and 
Sugar, which they impart unto theſe decoctions. For (ith cheſe evvo be al- 
molt daily uſcd;and familiar unto us, not only for ſauce, but alſo as meates, 
both wayes the potions to which thele ſhall be mingled, doe quicken and 
ſtirte up the natutall irength aitonicd, or dulled, and languiſſung in ficke- 
nelle, and do comfort the naturall heat, which alone doth concoct and 
mitigate diſeaſes; and by extenuating groſſe matter, ſcouring. flimy, and 
making a riddance of obſtruction, they cauſe eaſie purgations. And theſe 
faculties come to the decoctions or potions by teaſon of the Sugar and hony, 
which decoctions notwithſtanding ot themſelves doe much availe to diverſe 
uſes, the commodities wherof I will declate in deſcribing each of th 
by obſerving that order whick both the trade of — * doth require, 
and the — ot curing doth preſcribe. For ſeeing the ſimple is by nature 
before the compound, and the right order of miniſtring medicines well, bea 
reth by order one thing to be propounded and uſed before another, he be- 
ginneth firſt with thoſe that are more ſimple medicines,and of ſuch 2s by direct 
ordcr of curing are uſed before others z minding to obſerve the ſame order 
in all this booke, beginning with Syrupus gcidus fimplexthe ſharpe imple, (i, 
rupe, For in this place we (peak not of Apt emata and Juleps, but onely of 
ſuch as are kept a long time of Apothecaties: and further, Apozemate agrees 
ing to the diſeaſes of every part, have beene handled before. Aud although 
cendita, commonly called Conſerves, and of herbes and fruites certaine well 
ſcaſoned juyces, called of the Græcians Sy eaizpcama, be more Emple then 
ſirupes, and thetefore might ſeeme the rather to be ſpoken of before; yet 
becauſe for the moſt part they be ordained after purgations, to the keeping.

In the fuſt place the compoſition of, 
ſyrupes is ſet downe, which are fic to prepare humours for purging : then a6 
ter, ſuch as be meet to purge the remnants of the parts, and to keepe or pre- 
ſecve theit ſtrength. And this generally of ſyrupes. Particularly the fharp ſimple 
ſyrupe was not to be made only of vinegar and Sugar, as othet ſharpe ſyrupes 
be, but alſo of water, to mitigate the ſtrength and e of vineger. Heed 
mult be taken that in ſtead of white vineger, diſtilled be not put in, which 
being moſt ſharpe dorh pierce and pinch the other parts to no {mall annoy» 
ance of the receiver.

The iharpe compound ſirupe is not here deſcribed, left I Could burthen the 
A s with vaine loſſe, for by putting to a portion ot ſitupes to roots, 
it will be a compound ſerving for the ſame ule. This as the pu poſe of the au. 
chor to propound the beſt compoſitions of all other to every chiefe kin of di. 
ſeaſe, and cauſe that nothing ſhould be wanting of remedy. But to take toge- 
ther a vain and frivolous heap oF medicines from all places, after the faſhion of 
thoſe that do fill papers unconſidetatiy, with unknown and un ipproved reme- 
dies, I thought it too great a burchen for Apothecaries, and a work not plainc, 
but tull of confuſion tor ſtudents,
